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PREFACE. 

John  db  Grandisson  was  the  Seventeenth  Bishop  of  Exeter. 

He  was  bom  at  Ashperton,^  in  Herefordshire,  in  the  year  1292, 
and  was  the  second  son  of  William  de  Grandisson,  who  was,  after- 
wards, summoned  to  Parliament,  as  a  Baron  of  the  Realm,  from 
the  6th  of  February,  1299,  to  the  10th  of  October,  1325.  His 
mother  was  Sibilla,  second  daughter  and  coheiress  of  John  de 
Tregoz,  Lord  of  Ewyas  in  the  same  County  (who  was,  also,  a 
Baron  by  Writ),  and  grand-daughter  of  Juliana  de  Cantilupe,  sister 
of  St.  Thomas  of  Hereford  and  wife  of  Robert  de  Tregoz,  who 
was  slain  in  the  battle  of  Evesham  in  1265. 

At  an  early  age  John  was  sent  to  the  University  of  Paris,  where 
he  had  the  great  advantage,  as  we  learn  from  himself,^  of  studying 
Theology  under  the  direction  of  a  most  eminent  teacher,  James 
Foumier,  who,  on  the  20th  of  December,  1334,  succeeded  John 
XXII  in  the  Papal  Chair.  And  he  must  have  begun  his  career  as 
an  Ecclesiastick  at  a  very  early  age ;  for  in  the  year  1309,  when  he 
was  only  seventeen  years  old,  he  was  collated  to  the  Prebend  of 
Masham,  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  York.  He  appears  to  have 
held  this  Benefice  till  the  year  1315,  when  it  was  conferred  on 
William  de  Ayremynne,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Norwich.  On  the 
12th  of  October,  1310,  he  was  collated  by  Archbishop  William 
de  Grenefelde  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Nottingham,  and  he  held  this 
Office  till  his  Provision  to  the  Bishoprick  of  Exeter.  His  brother 
Thomas,  William  de  Grandisson's  third  son,  was  Prebendary  of 
Heydore,  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Lincoln,  and  on  his  death, 
which  occurred  on  the  1 4th  of  July,  1317,  John  succeeded  him 
by  Papal  Provision.  The  Pope,  also,  provided  him,  in  1322,  to 
the  Prebend  of  Stoke  in  the  same  Church,  in  succession  to  Roger 
de  Northburghe  (who  had  been  provided  to  the  See  of  Coventry 
and  Lichfield);  but  he  retained  this  preferment  only  for  a  year. 

As  Chaplain  to  Pope  John  XXII,  he  resided,  for  some  time,  with 
his  Patron  at  Avignon ;  to  whom,  as  numerous  references  in  his 
Register  shews,  he  was  greatly  attached.  The  attachment,  indeed, 
was  mutual ;  and,  although  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any 
distinct  record  to  that  effect,  I  think  it  can  scarcely  be  doubted 
that  when,  on  the  death  of  Bishop  Stapeldon,  the  Pope  claimed  the 
right  of  Provision  to  the  vacant  See,  it  was  his  intention  to  promote 
his  friend.  He  yielded  the  point,  reluctantly,  when  he  heard  of 
the   Capitular  Election  of  James  de  Berkeley ;  after  whose  brief 
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Episcopate,  of  only  a  few  months,  he  provided  Grandisson,  without 
hesitatipu  or  delay.  He,  evidently,  regarded  him  as  a  rising  man, 
and  was  determined  that  he  should  rise ;  and,  in  the  event,  his 
high  estimate  of  the  young  Clerick's  powers  and  attainments  was, 
certainly,  fully  justified.  We  know,  too,  that  he  had,  already, 
shewn  his  entire  confidence  in  Grandisson's  zeal  and  prudence  by 
associating  him  with  the  Archbishop  of  Vienne  and  the  Bishop 
of  Orange  in  an  important  Embassy  for  negotiating  the  Peace 
of  Gascony  ;  a  full  account  of  which  will  be  found  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Register.^ 

Bishop  Berkeley  died  on  the  24th  of  June,  1327  ;  and,  although 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Exeter  immediately  obtained  the  Royal 
Licence,  and  elected  John  de  Godeleghe,  one  of  their  number  and 
Dean  of  Wells,  as  his  successor,  the  Pope  was  not  to  be  frustrated 
a  second  time.  He  wrote  to  Grandisson  on  the  10th  of  August, 
in  cordial  terms,  providing  him  to  the  See,  commanding  him  to 
accept  the  onerous  Charge,  and  expressing  a  confident  belief  that 
his  government  of  the  Diocese  would  be  abundantly  fruitful,  aud 
that  he  would  merit  not  only  the  approval  and  favour  of  the 
Apostolick  See  but  the  blessing  of  an  eternal  reward.  He  wrote, 
also,  to  the  Ambassadors  on  the  28th,  expressing  his  sorrow  at 
hearing  that  the  negotiations  were  not  proceeding  as  prosperously 
as  he  desired,  and  exhorting  them  not  to  lose  heart,  but,  trusting 
in  the  succour  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  to  persevere  in  their  good 
work  to  the  end.  They  were  at  St.  Macaire  when  these  letters 
reached  them. 

Grandisson  was  in  his  thiity-sixth  year  when  he  was  consecrated,^ 
in  the  Church  of  the  Friars-Preachers  at  Avignon,  on-  the  18th 
of  October,  1327,  by  Peter,  Cardinal  Bishop  of  Palestrina  (Praeneste), 
in  the  presence  of  many  Cardinals  and  other  Prelates  and  Nobles. 

He  was  immediately  confronted  with  a  grave  difficulty,  the 
circumstances  of  which  and  his  method  of  dealing  therewith  he 
relates  in  full.^  It  appears  that,  when  he  was  preparing,  with 
characteristick  alacrity,  to  start  for  his  distant  Diocese,  he  was 
informed  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  meet,  forthwith,  a 
heavy  pecuniary  Obligation,  which  he  then  heard  of  for  the  first  time, 
in  which,  it  was  alleged,  the  See  of  Exeter  had  been  involved  in 
the  year  1297  by  the  action  of  Bishop  Thomas  de  Byttone,  and 
subsequently  by  the  action  of  Grandisson's  immediate  Predecessor, 
Bishop  James  de  Berkeley,  who  was  said  to  have  renewed  the 
Obligation  in  his  own  person.  The  amount  was  very  large, — 
ten  thousand  florins  for  services  rendered  in  the  Papal  Camera, 
and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  florins  on  account  of  certain  other 
like  services ;  and  the  Bishop  was  informed  that  he   must  make

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himself  personally  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  money  I  He 
was  not,  at  that  time,  a  rich  man  by  any  means ;  and  he  knew 
that  he  would  have  to  meet^  and  at  once,  the  unavoidable  expenses 
connected  with  taking  possession  of  his  See.  He  was  aware,  too, . 
that  the  Episcopal  Manors  were  dilapidated^  and  unproductive,  | 
having  fallen  a  prey  to  grasping  and  dishonest  men,  who  had 
availed  themselves  of  the  confusions  caused  by  the  murder  of 
Bishop .  Stapeldon  and  the  very  brief  Episcopate  of  Bishop  Berkeley, 
to  enrich  themselves  at  the  expense  of  the  Church.  It  was 
impossible  for  him  to  comply  with  the  demand  made  upon  him, 
and  he  resolved  to  resist  it  to  the  uttermost.  He  went  at  once 
to  the  Pope,  his  Friend  and  Patron,  and  begged  him  to  intervene 
on  his  behalf.  But  he  had  to  deal  with  others,  who  were  not 
lii:ely  to  be  lenient.  The  CJollege  of  Cardinals  had  to  be  consulted ; 
and  he  was  summoned  by  Cardinal  Peter,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
College,  to  appear  before  him  immediately^  and  make  provision 
for  the  payment  of  the  debt.  He  appeared  accordingly,  and  said, 
at  once,  that  he  had  not  got  the  money,  and  could  not  pay ;  but 
he  offered  to  pledge  the  third  part  of  the  taxed  value  of  his  See, 
for  the  gradual  extinction  of  the  debt ;  alleging  that,  by  antient 
custom,  such  an  arrangement  was  permitted  in  the  case  of  those 
who  were  promoted  to  Bishopricks  by  the  Apostolick  See.  But 
the  Cardinal,  Grandisson  says  plainly,  denied  him  justice  herein, 
and  required  him  to  submit  absolutely;  and  some  of  the  other 
Cardinals^  astounded  at  his  resistance  and  despairing  of  his 
success,  advised  him  to  give  way.  Nothing  daunted,  however, 
the  Bishop  sought-^  and  obtained,  a  second  and  private  inter- 
view with  the  Pope,  to  whom  he  related  all  the  details  of  his 
hard  case  ;  submitting  to  him,  also,  a  written  statement  of  the 
more  important  points.  He  boldly  accused  the  Cardinal  of  dealing 
with  him  harshly  and  in  violation  of  his  own  conscience,  and  declared 
that  he  could  prove  that  the  demand  rested  on  no  solid  foundation, 
as  his  Predecessors  had  not  been  promoted  by  the  Apostolick  See, 
but  had  been  elected  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  confirmed  and 
consecrated  by  the  Primate.  The  Pope  took  his  part,  commanding 
Cardinal  Peter  and  the  Archbishop  of  Aries  to  inspect  the  Registers 
of  the  *'  Camera,"  and  to  settle  the  matter  amicably  and  in  accord- 
ance with  justice.  Armed  with  this  Mandate,  Grandisson  again 
appealed  before  the  Cardinals,  bringing  with  him  ten  trustworthy 
witnesses  to  prove  the  truth  of  his  allegations ;  but  he  failed  to 
secure  an  impartial  hearing.  The  Cardinals  quietly  ignored  the 
important  point  as  to  his  Predecessors  having  been  saddled  with 
these  charges  unlawfully,  seeing  that  they  had  been  elected  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter,   and  not  promoted  by  Papal  Provision ;   they 
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were  afraid,  the  Bishop  says  plainly,  that  the  result  of  an  honest 
examination  of  the  records  would  be  to  convict  them  of  falsehood ; 
so  they  examined  the  witnesses  only  as  to  the  value  of  the  revenues 
of  the  See,  and  subsequently  Cardinal  Peter,  in  the  absence  of 
his  colleague,  stated,  in  the  Consistory,  "with  but  little  regard 
to  truth,"  that  they  were  found  to  be  worth  three  thousand 
marks.  Whereupon  the  Pope  and  the  Cardinals,  agreeing  to 
adopt  the  unjust^  proposals  of  Cardinal  Peter,  taxed  the  Bishop  and 
the  See  of  Exeter  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  florins,  computed  at 
the  rate  of  five  florins  per  mark ;  and  on  the  same  day,  the  9th  of 
December,  they  required  him  to  bind  himself,  on  oath,^  to  pay  the 
money  (being  the  third  part  of  the  alleged  Taxation-value)  in 
moieties,  the  first  on  the  27th  of  March  next  following,  and  the 
second  on  that  day  year ;  failing  which  he  was  to  return,  within 
four  months,  to  the  Curia,  and  remain  there  till  the  money  should 
be  paid  in  full.  To  this  settlement  he  reluctantly  bound  himself 
and  his  Successors,  on  the  security  of  the  whole  of  the  revenues 
of  his  See,  under  pain  of  Excommunication,  Suspension,  and 
Interdict^  and  Suspension  from  his  Pontifical  Ofiice,  if  he  should 
fail  therein.  He  had  done  his  best  for  his  Diocese,  and  not 
without  a  large  measure  of  success ;  for  the  unjustifiable  demand  on 
account  of  the  alleged  liabilities  of  his  Predecessors  had  been 
quietly  dropped.  The  figures  of  the  Taxation  had  been  manipulated, 
and  an  unjustly  heavy  burden  had,  by  that  means,  been  laid  upon 
himself  personally  ;  but  he  had  delivered  his  Church  from  a  fictitious 
accumulated  debt,  and  this,  he  tells  us,  was  his  chief  care.  His 
personal  inconvenience  was,  in  comparison,  a  trifling  matter ;  and  he 
was  content  to  suffer.  But,  as  we  shall  see  later  on,  the  cruel 
exaction  to  which  he  was  forced  to  submit  was  the  cause  of  much 
trouble  and  anxiety,  and  must  have  hampered  him  seriously  in  his 
work.  For  the  moment,  however,  he  dismissed  the  whole  painful 
subject  from  his  mind ;  and,  having  obtained  divers  Privileges  and 
Indults  from  the  Pope,  copies  of  which  he  caused  to  be  entered  in 
his  Register,^  he  set  out  for  England  on  the  23rd  of  December.^ 

The  weather  was  most  unpropitious,  the  roads  being  blocked 
with  snow ;  and  it  was  not  until  the  3rd  of  February,  1327-8,  that 
he  was  able  to  reach  the  sea-shore  and  cross  to  Dover.  On  the  5th 
he  entered  Canterbury,^  where  he  was  received  with  the  customary 
solemnities  by  the  Prior  and  Chapter ;  to  whom  he  took  the  Oath  of 
Canonical  Obedience,  the  See  being  void  by  the  death  of  Archbishop 
Reynolds  on   the    16th   of    November,    1327.      On   the  following

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day  he  appointed  Adam  Murymouthe  his  Vicar-General  ;  and  on 
ihe  10th,  on  learning  that  the  King  T^as  holding  his  Parliament 
at  York,  he  set  out  for  the  North.  We  find  him  at  Bermondsey 
on  the  17th,  and  at  East  Stoke,  near  Newark,  on  the  2nd  of 
March,  granting  letters  Dimissory  at  hoth  places;  and  on  Sunday 
the  6th  he  reached  his  destination.^  On  the  7th  he  presented  him- 
self to  the  King,  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Sepulchre  adjacent  to  the 
Cathedral  Church,  and  was  graciously  received  immediately  after 
the  King  had  heard  Mass.  An  appointment  having  been  made 
for  the  9th,  he  appeared  on  that  day  before  the  King  and  his 
Council,  and  presented  his  Letters  of  Provision  to  the  See  of 
Exeter.  Having  done  this,  he  retired  for  a  short  time,  while  the 
King  and  the  Council  were  considering  their  purport.  When  he 
was  recalled,  the  Archbishop  of  York  explained  to  him,  on  the 
King's  behalf,  the  custom  of  the  Realm  in  all  such  cases;  telling 
him  that  he  was  bound  to  renounce  all  words  that  might  be 
prejudicial  to  the  rights  of  the  King  and  of  the  Realm,  submitting 
himself  to  the  King's  grace  therein.  The  Bishop  replied  that, 
saving  his  Profession  made  in  the  Roman  Court,  the  rights  of 
the  Apostolick  See,  his  own  Episcopal  Order,  and  the  rights  and 
dignity  of  his  Church  of  Exeter,  he  was  prepared  to  renounce 
all  such  words,  in  such  manner  as  all  Prelates  promoted  by  the 
Pope  had  been  accustomed  to  do,  submitting  himself  absolutely 
to  the  King's  grace  as  to  the  Temporalities  of  his  See.  Whereupon, 
the  Temporalities  having  been,  by  word  of  mouth,  restored,  he 
did   fealty^   to  the  King,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  Realm ;

^  fecU  FiddUaUm  (fealty),  not  homagium.  In  Bishop  Stapeldon's  "  Itinerary  " 
(p.  647,  not©  4),  I  inadvertently  wrote  "  He  does  Homage  to  the  King,"  but 
the  words  used  in  the  llegister  are  "  recepta  Fidelitate  ab  eodem  Electo  "  (p.  19). 
*' Homage"  was  first  demanded  by  Henry  VIII,  after  he  had  assumed  the 
Supreme  Headship  of  the  Church  of  England.  It  is  true  that  Bishops  some- 
times  did  homage  to  the  King  before  Henry's  time,  but  not  for  the  Temporalities 
of  their  Sees  ;  only  when  they  held  lands  of  the  King  in  eapiUj  in  their  own 
right,  as  if  they  were  laymen. 

It  may  be  well,  also,  to  explain  the  Act  of  Renunciation  mentioned  in  the 
Text,  which  presents  an  obvious  difficulty.  It  arose  in  this  manner.  When 
Pope  Clement  V  appointed  Walter  de  Jorze  to  the  Archbishoprick  of  Armagh, 
it  was  stated,  in  the  Letters  directed  to  the  King,  that  he  had  committed  to 
him  the  Cure  and  Administration  in  Spirituals  and  Temporals.  The  King's 
advisers,  who  were  all  Ecclesiasticks,  took  exception  to  the  Pope's  including  the 
Temporalities,  as  the  Publick  Document  drawn  up  on  the  occasion  sets  forth, — 
'*  Perpendit  Dominua  Hex  memoratus  ipscts  Literas  Apostolicas  sibi  et  juri  suo 
regio  fore  prejudiciales,  eo  maxime  quod  Dominus  Papa  committit  ])er  easdem 
eidem  Fratri  Waltero  curam  et  administracionem  Temporalium,  que  in  manu 
Domini  Regis  tunc  fuerunt,  et  de  quibus  ad  ipsum  Dominum  Papam  nichil 
omnino  pertinuit."  A  form  of  words  was,  thereupon,  drawn  up  to  meet  the 
case,  which  the  Archbii^op  had  no  difficulty  in  accepting;  and  on  the  29th 
of  September,  ]  807,  he  made  the  following  declaration,  in  the  King's  Chamber 
within  the  Priory  of  Lenton,  in  the  presence  of  the  King,  and  of  a  Notary- 
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declariug,  at  the  same  time,  that,  in  so  doing,  he  did  not  intend 
to  derogate,  in  any  respect,  his  aforesaid  Profession,  or  any  of 
the  aforesaid  rights.  The  necessary  formalities  having  been  com- 
pleted, the' Bishop  granted  an  annual  pension  of  five  marks  to  Hugh 
Houzi,  the  King's  Clerk,  pending  his  promotion  to  an  Ecclesiastical 
Benefice ;  and  on  the  10th  of  March  he  left  York,^  with  his  brother 
Peter,  for  his  father's  House  at  Oxenhall,  near  Gloucester,  which 
he  reached  on  the  24th,  pausing  on  his  way  to  reconcile  the 
Church  of  St.  Laurence  in  Walmegate,  beyond  the  walls  of  the 
City.  He  remained  with  his  parents  till  the  22nd  of  April,  1328, 
when  he  started  for  Northampton  to  attend  the  Parliament 
which  was  being  held  there.  We  find  him  at  Banbury  on  the  27th,' 
and  on  the  28th  at  Hayford  (near  Northampton),  which  he  made 
his  head-quarters  during  the  whole  of  his  stay.  He  had  been 
forced  to  attend  this  Parliament  much  against  his  will ;  his  own 
entreaties  to  be  spared,  and  those  of  his  friends,  availing  nothing. 
Writing,  from  Hayford,  to  the  Pope,  he  complained  bitterly  of  the 
inconvenience  to  which  he  was  put :  his  presence  was  useless ;  he 
took  little  or  no  part  in  the  proceedings,  and  the  expense  was  exces- 

Publick  and  other  witnesses, — **  Ego,  Frater  Walterus,  \)er  SanctisAimum  Patrem, 
Dominum  Clementem,  Divina  clemencia  Papam  Quiutum,  in  Archiepiscopum 
Ardmachantira  prefectus,  illi  particule  Literarum  Apostolicarum  de  mea  Pro- 
Diocione  vobis,  illustri  Principi,  Domino  Kdwardo,  Dei  gracia  Regi  Anglie  et 
Domiucy  Hibernie,  directanim,  in  quibus  michi  ipse  Pater  prefatus  Temporalium 
meum  Archiepiscopatum  spectancium  curam  et  administracionem  committit,  et 
omnibus  aliis  ipearum  Literarum  ac  teuori,  quatenus  prejudicant,  vel  preju- 
dicare  poterunt,  regio  juri  vesbro,  Corone,  vel  regie  diguitati  vestre,  palam 
renuncio  et  expresse  ;  ipsaque  Temporalia  predicta  non  virtute  Literarum 
Apostolicarum,  set  er  vestra  regia  gracia,  cui  me  submitto  totaliter  in  hac 
parte,  me  fateor  recepturum."  The  next  Prelate  to  make  this  Renunciation 
was  John  de  Leeke,  whom  the  Pope  had  provided  to  the  Archbishoprick  of 
Dublin  in  1311.  In  the  same  year  Walter  Jorze  resigned,  and  the  Pope 
appointed  Roland  Jorze  to  succeed  him :  he  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of 
Tusculum,  and  the  Bull  addressed  to  Edward  II  contains  the  words — *'  Curam 
et  administracionem  ipsius  Ecclesie  sibi  in  Spiritualibus  et  Temporalibus  plenarie 
committendo."  SeCj  also  (p.  89),  the  Bull  confirming  the  Election  of  Bishop 
Berkeley,  in  1327, — **  tibi  concedentes  ut  administracionem  ejusdem  Ecclesie 
iu  Spiritualibus  et  Temporalibus,  tam  quo  ad  ea  que  sunt  ordiuis,  quam  quo 
ad  ilia  que  jurisdiccionis  existunt,  libere  exercere  valeas."  It  seems  that  there 
was  no  such  clause  in  the  earlier  Bulls  of  Provision  ;  but,  when  once  adopted, 
the  lioman  Curia  did  not  alter  it;  and,  consequently,  the  above  Declaration 
was  put  before  every  English  and  Irish  Bishop  who  presented  a  Bull  of  Pro- 
vision.  The  Crown  was  quite  within  its  right  in  exacting  it,  and  no  Bishop 
refused  to  make  it.  All  that  was,  really,  meant  by  the  clause  in  the  Apos- 
tolick  Letters  was  that  the  bestowal  of  a  Bishoprick  carried  with  it  both  the 
Spiritualities  and  the  Temporalities,  which,  of  course,  was  the  case.  And  it 
will  be  seen  how  the  difficulty  was  met  by  the  King's  advisers  who  drew  up 
the  Declaration,  which  was  entirely  confined  to  temporal  matters.  Every 
Bishop  was  sworn  to  maintain  the  Temporalities  intact,  in  his  oath  of 
obedience  to  the  Roman  Pontiff,  and  every  Bishop  renounced  every  word 
which  could  be  held  to  prejudice  the  civil  rights  of  the  Crown.

sive.^  "  When  it  is  all  over,"  he  says,  "  I  shall  hasten  to  my  Flock 
and  Diocese ;  though  the  King,  having  caused  my  land  to  be  sown 
during  the  vacancy,  will  be  entitled  to  all  the  fruits  thereof,  and 
nothing  will  remain  to  me,  after  Michaelmas,  except  the  Spirit- 
ualities and  a  few  rents.  Well,  I  shall  have  to  live  as  if  I 
were,  a  spirit,  and  poorly  enough,  on  that  pittance.  I  do  not 
doubt ;  nay,  I  am  nearly  sure,  that,  if  I  were  to  press  the  King, 
he  would  not  refuse  to  help  me  ;  but  my  friends  do  not  advise 
me  to  take  such  a  course,  because  the  King  is,  himself,  in  want 
of  money,  having  quite  recently  succeeded  to  the  Throne,  and  all 
men,  whatever  their  rank  may  be,  find  themselves  in  difficulty 
at  such  a  time ;  and,  moreover,  he  is  about  to  assert  his  hereditary 
right  to  the  Kingdom  of  France,  which  will  be  a  costly  enter- 
prise, and  already  subsidies  have  been  demanded  from  the  Clergy 
and  People.  I  scarcely  know,  therefore,  how  I  could  ask  him  to 
surrender  to  me  what  is  his  due,  seeing  that  he  is,  himself,  com- 
pelled to  seek  aid  from  others." 

On  the  16th  of  May,  having  obtained  permission  from  the 
Kiug,^  he  left  Northampton,  reaching  Oxford  on  the  17th  and 
his  Manor  of  Faringdon,  Hants,  on  the  21st.  There  he  held  an 
Ordination,  on  the  28th,  by  Commission  from  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese;  and  on  the  30th  he  started  for  Exeter,  resting  at  Win- 
chester on  his  way.  We  find  him  at  Salisbury  on  the  2nd  of 
June  and  at  Shaftesbury  on  the  4th ;  and  on  the  9th  he 
entered  his  Diocese,  putting  up  for  the  night  at  Honiton  Rectory.^ 
Proceeding  to  his  Manor  of  Clyst,  near  Exeter,  on  the  following 
day,  he  was  met  on  the  road  by  the  Dean,  the  Treasurer,  the 
Subdean,  and  many  of  the  ('anons,  who  conducted  him,  with  all 
due  honour,  to  his  House,  where  all  partook  of  his  hospitality. 
He  remained  at  Clyst  till  the  end  of  September,  engaged  chiefly 
in  the  inspection  of  his  Manors  in  that  neighbourhood, — Chud- 
Icigh,  Paignton,  and  Creditou,  and  spending  many  days  in  his 
Palace  at  Exeter.  On  the  22ud  of  August  (the  Octave  of  the 
Assumption)  he  was  enthroned^  in  the  Cathedral  Church,  according 
to  the  English  Kite,  without  pomp  or  display ;  making  his  entry 
unattended,  for  he  had  not  invited  even  his  near  relatives.  Pro- 
ceeding to  visit  the  Church  and  the  Chapter,  he  was  peaceably 
and  graciously  received  by  all,  though  he  had  been  led  to  expect 
opposition,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  Dean,  to  whom  he  had 
written  from  Oxenhall,^  deprecating  the  hostile  attitude  which  he 
had  assumed,  and  warning  him  against  the  folly  of  being  wise  in 
his  own  eyes.  There  was  only  one  opponent,  an  outsider  in  the 
Bishop's  eyes,  the  Proctor  of  Hugh  de  Eugolisma,  Archdeacon  of 
Canterbury,  who  stood  at  the  door  of  the  Cathedral  and  forbade

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the  Bishop  to  enter  unless  he  were  willing  to  be  enthroned  by 
himself.  But  Grandisson  had  evidently  come  to  rule,  and  he 
refused  to  submit  to  a  claim  which  he  denounced  as  "  pesti- 
ferous." As  to  the  fees  and  peix^uisites  which  the  Archdeacon 
demanded  as  customary,  the  Bishop  describes  them,  and  certainly 
not  without  reason,^  as  '*  many  in  number,  miscellaneous,  and 
burdensome  "  ;  he  absolutely  refused  to  pay  them,  and  the  Proctor 
was  fain  to  depart,  threatening  to  appeal  to  the  Pope.  The 
Bishop  held  that,  whatever  might  be  customary  in  ordinary  cases, 
the  Archdeacon  had  no  Canonical  authority  to  intervene  in  the 
case  of  a  Prelate  who  had  been  promoted  by  the  Apostolick  See, 
and  consecrated,  as  he  had  been,  by  Papal  Mandate  at  Avignon.^ 
When  the  Bishop  entertained  the  Dean  and  Canons  at  Clyst, 
on  his  arrival  in  the  Diocese,  he  availed  himself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  lay  before  them  the  serious  difficulty  in  which  he  was 
involved  by  reason  of  the  demands  of  the  Court  of  Rome,  and 
he  consulted  them  as  to  the  best  way  of  raising  the "  money. 
He  told  them  that,  although  he  had  been  able  materially  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  the  claim,  the  sura  for  which  he  had  been 
compelled  to  make  himself  responsible  was  very  large  ;  he  felt 
bound,  as  it  were,  with  bands  of  iron,  and  he  did  not  see  his 
way  to  raising  the  money  unless  he  could  obtain  a  generous 
measure  of  help  from  the  Diocese  at  large.  And,  now,  he  entered 
on  the  arduous  and  distasteful  task  with  characteristick  energy. 
On  the  1st  of  July  he  had  written  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Bam- 
staple,  stilting  the  case,  and  asking  him  to  convene  the  Clergy 
within  his  jurisdiction,  to  consider  the  question  of  ways  and 
means.^  On  the  15th  he  issued  a  Mandate  on  the  same  subject, 
directed  to  the  Heads  of  Religious  Houses  and  to  all  Incumbents 
within  the  said  Archdeaconry.*  This  was  followed,  on  the  24th 
of  July,  by  similar  letters  addressed  to  the  Dean  and  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Archdeacons  of  Exeter,  Totnes, 
and  Cornwall^  ;  and  he  wrote,  separately,  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  on  the  25th,  reminding  them  of  what  he  had  told  them

— Lord 
Courtenay,  also,  he  mentions  incidental!}',  had  demanded,  as  of  right,  his 
palfrey,  as  well  as  all  thf!  silver  vessels  he  might  use  at  the  Enthronization 
Feast,  and  any  wine  that  might  be  left  over,  besides  other  intolerable 
exactions.  But  these  demands,  also,  he  was  determined  to  resist  to  the  utter- 
most, and  he  said  that  he  would  rather  walk  to  the  Cathedral  and  use  vessels 
of  wood  or  of  glass  than  submit  to  such  an  imposition.  See,  too,  the  Arch- 
deacon's letter  of  the  4th  of  September,  in  which  he  complains  that  never 
before  hod  he.  or  his  predecessors,  been  so  treated  by  any  Suffragan  of  the 
Province,  as  the  Bishops  of  Worcester  and  Hereford  were  willing  to  testify 
on  his  behalf  (p.  892)  ;  also,  Grandisson's  answer  on  the  12th  (p.  396).

use  their  utmost  exertions  on  his  behalf,  and  all  the  more  readily 
because  they  were  well  aware  of  the  impoverished  condition  of 
the  estates  and  revenues  of  the  See,  and  of  his  utter  inability 
to  meet  such  a  heavy  claim  within  the  narrow  limits  of  the 
time  appointed.^  He  wrote,  also,  on  the  18th  of  August 
to  the  Abbat  of  Forde,  asking  him  for  a  loan  of  £100  for 
one  year,  on  good  security  ;  and  to  Dean  Godeleghe  of  Wells, 
and  Robert  de  Haselshaue,  both  Canons  of  Exeter,  asking  for 
a  contribution  to  his  fund.  He  pleaded  for  his  Church,  which 
was  suffering  from  his  want  of  means,  and  begged  them  to 
behave  as  his  good  sons  in  a  time  of  anxiety  which  was 
pressing  on  him  sorely,  and  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  as 
God  knew.^  The  Dean  replied  on  the  following  day^  :  he  had 
assembled  the  Chapter,  and  they  had  carefully  considered  the 
matter.  They  saw  clearly  that  the  Bishop  had  incurred  great 
losses  by  his  self-sacrificing  labours  on  behalf  of  his  Church,  and 
the  consequent  delay  in  leaving  Avignon  which  had  proved  so 
costly  to  him,  and  they  were  well  disposed  to  help  him;  but  they 
wished  him  to  meet  them  in  Chapter  and  hear  what  each  of 
them  had  to  say  :  this  would  involve  a  little  loss  of  time ;  but 
they  hoped,  as  there  could  be  no  great  danger  in  delay,  that  he 
would  not  take  offence.  The  Religious  Houses  had,  as  yet,  taken 
no  notice  of  the  Mandate  of  the  15th  of  July ;  and  on  the  4th  of 
August  the  Bishop  wrote  to  them,  in  terms  of  reproach,  complaining 
that,  whereas  the  Dean  and  Chapter  and  the  Incumbents  of  the 
Diocese,  had  promptly  promised  assistance,  they  had  failed  to  justify 
his  confident  belief  that  they,  of  all  others,  would  be  the  most 
anxious  to  come  to  his  rescue.^  This  Letter  was  sent  round  to 
all  the  Houses,  in  charge  of  John  de  Nassington,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese,  and  other  clericks,  who  were  instructed  to  explain 
the  case  fully  and  to  press  the  Bishop's  claim.  The  first  answer 
was  very  discouraging.^  The  Abbat  of  Forde  wrote  to  say  that 
his  will  was  good  but  that  it  was  out  of  his  power  to  contribute ; 
the  revenues  of  his  House,  he  said,  were  not  sufficient  to  cover 
even  necessary  expenses  ;  and  they  had  costly  works  in  hand, 
including  the  rebuilding  of  the  Conventual  Church,  which  was  in 
a  ruinous  condition.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  promised  contributions 
had  been  paid,  and  the  Bishop  was  sorely  pressed  for  money.  On 
the  14th  of  August  he  wrote  a  pathetick  Letter  to  the  Vicar  of 
Ottery-St.  Mary,^  entreating  him  to  lend  him  forty  pounds  for  a 
year,  and  asking  for  an  immediate  answer  :  he  was  so  poor  that 
he  could  not  meet  his  expenses,  and  his  Church  still  lay  prostrate 
in  "the  slime  pit  of  perpetual  servitude  into  which  she  had  been 
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oast  down  by  the  demands  of  the  Court  of  Rome."  It  appears 
that  the  Chancellor  had  brought  back  favourable  news  from  the 
Abbats  and  Priors  whom  he  had  visited^ ;  but  both  they  and  the 
Incumbents  of  the  Diocese  had  been  more  ready  to  make  promises 
than  to  fulfil  them.  The  money  was  not  coming  in ;  and  the  date 
assigned  for  the  final  payment  was  drawing  near.  The  Bishop 
was  almost  in  despair :  he  had  discovered,  also,  that  many  of  the 
Clergy  had  kept  out  of  the  way  when  the  Archdeacons  cited  them 
in  their  several  Deaneries,  .and  had  avoided  even  the  promise  of 
help ;  so  he  issued  a  Mandate  to  the  four  Archdeacons,  on  the 
25th  of  August,  requiring  them  to  cite  all  who  were  holding  back 
to  appear  before  his  Commissaries,  in  £zeter,  on  the  15th  of 
September,  to  hear  a  full  statement  of  the  Bishop's  case,  and  to 
say,  each  of  them  separately,  what  they  were  willing  to  contribute. 
On  the  27th  he  directed  a  special  Mandate  to  the  Archdeacon  of 
Barnstaple,  requiring  him  to  attend  to  the  business  promptly, 
reminding  him  that  he  had  a  share  in  the  Bishop's  charge,  and, 
as  an  Archdeacon,  was  called  "the  Bishop's  eye."^  Meanwhile 
he  had  been  forced  to  borrow  money,  for  his  immediate  wants, 
from  John  de  Brutone^  and  Roger  de  Charletone,  Archdeacon  of 
Totnes.*  On  the  28th  of  September,  Richard  de  Tuvertone,  Rector 
of  Yamscombe,  was  commissioned  to  admonish  the  Religious  and 
the  Beneficed  Clergy  within  the  Archdeaconry  of  Exeter,  to  pay 
their  contributions  before  All  Saints'  Day^;  and  like  Commissions 
were  directed  to  William  de  Wolleghe,  Vicar  of  Suttone,  on  the 
5th  of  October,  for  the  Archdeaconry  of  Totnes,*  and  to  the  Prior 
of  Launceston,  on  the  6th  of  December,  for  part  of  the  Archdeaconry 
of  Cornwall.^ 

At  last,  the  money  began  to  flow  into  the  impoverished  exchequer, 
and  the  grateful  Bishop  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  each  contribu- 
tion as  "liberal."  On  the  7th  of  January,  1328-9,  Archdeacon 
Wydeslade  sent  him  £43  from  Barnstaple® ;  the  Prior  of  Bodmin 
£bi  3«.  Ad.  from  certain  Deaneries  in  Cornwall  (in  addition  to 
608.  already  remitted  through  John  de  Nassington),  on  the  9th® ;  the 
Rector  of  Yamscombe  £53  15«.  Sd.  from  the  Archdeaconry  of  Exeter, 
on  the  13th^^ ;  the  Vicar  of  Suttone  £46  4«.  Sd,  from  the  Arch- 
deaconry of  Totnes,  on  the  1 1  th  of  February ,^^  and  a  further  sum 
of  £40,  paid  through  Sir  John  de  Carminou,  on  the  1 4th.*2  Qn  the 
5th  of  May,  1329,  Richard  de  Tuvertone  remitted  an  additional 
sum  of  100«.,^^  and  on  the  1 9th  of  June  he  paid  in  8«.  Sd.  more.^* 
The  Bishop  must  have  been  helped,  also,  by  his  relatives  and 
friends,  for  he  was  ready  with  most  of  the  money  by  the 
appointed  time,  and  the  details  of  the 'final  payments  and   copies 
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of  the  acquittances  are  duly  recorded  in  his  Register.^  From  one 
of  his  relatives,  his  cousin,  Lord  Courtenay,  of  Okehampton,  he 
receiyed,  instead  of  the  help  and  sympathy  which  he  expected, 
an  almost  savage  rebuff.  He  wrote  to  his  cousin  on  the  24th  of 
January,  1328-9,  telling  him  of  the  debt  to  the  Court  of  Rome, 
the  time  for  the  full  payment  of  which  was  close  at  hand,  and 
b^ging  him  to  lend  him  £200  for  a  year,  on  any  security  he 
might  be  pleased  to  name.^  The  bearer  was  to  wait  for  an  answer, 
and  a  very  unsatisfactory  answer  it  proved  to  be.^  The  writer 
informed  the  Bishop  that,  having  been  put  to  great  expense  lately 
on  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  and  in  connection  with 
the  settlement  of  the  affairs  of  his  mother,  recently  deceased,  he 
had  no  money  to  spare ;  and  as  to  lending  money  to  Bishops  of 
Exeter,  he  had  assisted  the  late  Bishop,  James  de  Berkeley,  and 
saw  very  little  prospect  of  the  repayment  of  the  loan.  It  would 
have  been  well  if  he  had  laid  aside  his  pen  at  this  point ;  but  he 
was  angry  with  Grandisson,  and  apparently  jealous  of  him  as  a 
formidable  rival  amongst  the  magnates  of  the  County.  Your 
Clergy,  he  wrote,  are  complaining  of  you,  all  through  your  Diocese, 
on  account  of  the  heavy  demand  which  you  have  made  on  their 
purses,  the  like  of  which  no  Bishop  has  ever  attempted  before. 
With  a  callous  indifference  to  the  hardness  of  the  Bishop's  position, 
he  advised  him  to  live  within  his  means,  and  to  render  to  all, 
both  rich  and  poor,  their  due ;  taking  care  not  to  make  himself 
too  conspicuous,  but  devoting  himself,  as  a  Bishop  ought,  to 
comforting  the  souls  of  his  people,  ready  to  listen  to  all  and  not 
ready  to  give  credence  to  every  idle  tale,  but  like  a  just  judge, 
slo  wto  pronounce  judgement  without  taking  counsel  with  others. 
It  was  not  likely  that  a  man  of  Grandisson's  temperament,  whose 
whole  soul  was  devoted  to  the  fulfilment  of  his  duty,  with  a 
fervent  desire  to  magnify  not  himself  but  his  Office,  would  submit 
quietly  to  such  a  gratuitous  onslaught  as  this;  and  he  answered 
Courtenay's  letter  on  the  27th,  telling  him  his  mind  without 
restraint.^  As  to  the  marriage  of  his  daughter,  and  the  business 
connected  with  his  mother's  Will,  he  sympathized  with  him  entirely, 
and  was  ready  to  accept  his  excuses  for  his  inability  to  help  his 
Spiritual  Father.  But  the  charges  brought  against  him  so  recklessly' 
compelled  him  to  speak  plainly  in  self-defence.  It  was  true  that 
he  had  appealed  to  the  whole  Dioceso  for  money,  and  that  the 
response  had  been  most  generous.  And  it  was  possible  that  he 
was  the  first  Bishop  to  do  such  a  thing.  But  his  cousin  ought 
to  be  aware,  for  the  facts  were  well  known  to  all  men,  that  never  ^ 
before  had  a  Bishop,  on  entering  his  Diocese,  found  it  so  utterly  i 
wrecked  and  so  heavily  burdened  with  debt  as  he  had  found  the 
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Diocese    of    £xeter,    and    that    without    any    fault    of   his,   as 
Qod    knew.     After    all    his    hard  work,   for  he  had  not    spared 
himself    in    the    matter,    he    had,     so    far,     only    succeeded   in 
partially  reducing  the  debt;  and    he  felt   strongly   that   all  good 
sons  of  the  Church  were  bound  to  help  their  Spiritual  Father  and 
Mother  to  the   utmost  of  their  power,  as   God   commanded  and 
reason  dictated.    As  to  the  loan  to  Bishop  James  de  Berkeley  it 
might  never  be  repaid  in  this  world;  but  his  cousin  might  hope 
to  find  treasure  in  Heaven,  as  the  reward  of  his  charity.     As  for 
himself,  he  had  been  called  to  his  Charge  as  was  Aaron ;  he  was 
no  mere  intruder  like  the  sons  of  Korah.     As  to  the  advice  that 
he  should  endeavour  to  live  within  his  means  and  economicallji 
he  had  done  nothing  worthy  of  reproach,  and  he  was  persuaded 
that  God,  who  giveth  fodder  unto  the  Ciittle  and  feedeth  the  young 
ravens  that  cry  unto  Him,  would  never  fail  his  servant,  but  would 
give  him  food  and  raiment,  than  which  he  desired  nothing  more 
in  this  world.     As  to  the  suggestion  that  he  should  do  justly  and 
show  favour  to  rich  and  poor  alike,  he  thanked  his  cousin  from 
his  heart  for  such  good  advice,  and  he  hoped  that,  in  this  matter 
also,    God's   grace  would    be   sufficient  for   hina.     Tho  latter  part 
of  Courtenay's   Letter  the  Bishop  evidently  regarded  as  especially 
impertinent,  and   he  told  his  cousin  plainly  that  the  children  of 
Crod  and  Holy  Church  had  neither  the  right  nor  the  power  to  judge 
their  Spiritual  Fathers  and  Masters.     It  might  be  that  he  made 
himself  "singular,"  but  he   thought  that,  after  all,  it  might  be 
pleasing  to  God  and  the  Virgin,  who  was  herself  "  singulere,"  that 
he  should  be  this,  rather  than  "double" — ^a  double-minded  man, 
like  the  children  of  this  world.     He  had  not  forgotten  the  advice 
which  Jethro  gave  to  Moses,  and  he  would  deal  accordingly  with 
the  people  committed  to  his  charge.     He  was  yet  young,  no  doubt ; 
but,  nevertheless,  he  felt  sure  that  he  would  be  at  no  loss  to  render 
a  reason  for  all  his  actions  on  all  proper  occasions      He  had  been 
brought    up    in   the    School  of   Clerks  and    Prelates,  and  he  did 
not  see  his   way  to  go  to  school  again   elsewhere :   how   could  a 
Prelate  be  expected  to  go  to  school  to  a  Knight,   when  St    Paul 
had  said  that   "he  that  is  Spiritual  judgeth  all  things,   and    he 
himself  is  judged  of  no  man ! " 

A  day  or  two  later,  he  wrote,  also,  to  the  Lady  Agnes,  Lord 
Courtenay's  wife,^  informing  her  that  he  wished  her  to  hear,  from 
himself,  that  he  had  asked  her  husband  for  a  loan,  though  she 
probably  knew  all  about  it  already.  Courtenay  had  refused  his 
help,  and  had  given  sufficient  reasons  for  his  refusal.  He  had  not, 
however,  confined  himself  to  making  excuses,  but  had  indulged 
in  remarks  which  it  was  painful  to  read,  for   they   shewed   that 
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the  writer  was  wise  in  his  own  conceits,  and  justified  the  Frenoh 
proverb — that  there  is  never  a  fool  who  does  not  think  himself 
a  wise  man!  The  Bishop  could  not  reproach  himself;  he  would 
prove  that  in  life  and  in  death  he  is  her  husband's  Bishop  and 
Father  in  God;  and  all  would  be  well  if  Ck>urtenay  would  follow 
his  own  advice,  and  indulge  no  more  in  harsh  judgements  and 
evil  speaking. 

While  all  this  troublesome  and  disturbing  business  was  in  hand, 
the  Bishop  was  diligently  engaged  in  the  general  work  of  his 
Diocese.     We  must  retrace  our  steps,  that  we  may  follow  him. 

Remaining,  as  we  have  seen,  at  Clyst,  and  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhoNod,  till  the  30th  of  September,  1328,  he  proceeded,  j^ 
on  the  2nd  of  October,  to  visit  several  of  the  Religious  Houses  in 
Devonshire.  He  reached  Buckfast  Abbey^  on  that  day,  and  on 
the  3rd  we  find  him  at  Modbury  Priory,'  on  the  4th  at  Plympton,' 
on  the  6th  at  Buckland  Abbey ,^  and  on  the  7th  at  Tavistock,' 
where  he  spent  three  days ;  crossing  the  Tamar  to  Stoke-Climsland 
in  Cornwall  on  the  lOth.^  From  thence  he  went,  on  the  same  day, 
to  Lawhitton,  his  Manor  near  Launceston,  where  he  remained  for 
a  few  hours  only^ ;  for  on  the  11th  we  find  him  at  St.  Ive,  where 
he  had  to  deal  with  a  case  of  divorce,  and  with  the  recalcitrant 
parishioners  of  Liskeard  who  had  refused  to  pay  the  procurations 
due  on  the  Reconciliation  of  their  Churchyard  early  in  August.^ 
On  the  13th  he  commenced,  in  earnest,  his  first  Visitation  of 
Cornwall,  mainly  with  a  view  to  inspecting  the  Episcopal  estates 
and  property,  beginning  at  Launceston  (see  p.  95)^ ;  from  whence  he 
passed,  by  way  of  Southill,®  to  his  Manor  of  Cotynbeke,  close  to 
St  German's  Priory.  He  spent  about  a  week  there,  engaged,  of 
course,  in  dealing  with  the  dilapidations  and  making  arrangements 
for  the  future  well-being  of  the  estate.  Peculation  had  been  going 
on  there  on  a  large  scale ;  and  Stephen  and  Baldwin  Crabbe,  John  de 
Dessere,  and  John  le  Hyne,  of  Devyoke,  who  refused  to  make 
restitution,  were  excommunicated.  Stephen  Crabbe  was  absolved,  on 
his  submission,  on  the  26th.^  On  the  22Dd  we  find  him  at  Men- 
henyot,  and  on  the  same  day  at  Trenuth,^^  a  seat  of  the  antient  Family 
of  Bray,  a  name  which  occurs  frequently  in  the  Registers.  He 
appears  to  have  spent  the  night  there,  arriving  at  Bodmin  on  the 
23rd.^^  On  the  24th  he  visited  the  Priory,  *'  not  by  way  of  a  formal 
Visitation,  though  he  had  issued  his  Mandate  to  that  effect^  but 
desiring,   with  the  help  of  God,  to  deal  with  everything  needing 
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correction,  quietly  and  peaceably."  He  evidently  found  the  state 
of  things  worse  than  he  had  expected  ;  for  the  administration 
had  broken  down  altogether,  and  the  goods  of  the  House  had 
been  grievously  wasted  by  the  carelessness  and  negligence  of  the 
bailiffs  and  other  officials.  And  a  few  days  later,  at  Ty'wardreath, 
on  the  11th  of  November,  he  commissioned  Ralph  de  Lampil, 
Rector  of  Withiel,  and  William  Bagge,  one  of  the  Canons,  to 
assist  the  Prior ^n  the  management;  they  were  required  to  deal 
with  all  debts  and  credits,  and  to  clear  out  all  useless  servants 
and  officers,  substituting  competent  and  honest  men  in  their  room  ; 
doing  their  best  to  recover  the  revenues  which  had  been  dispersed 
and  squandered.^  The  Bishop,  now,  turned  his  attention  to  his 
other  Manors  in  Cornwall,  reaching  Poutone,  in  St  Breoke,^  on 
the  25th,  Lanner,  in  St.  Allen,^  on  the  30th,  and  Penryn^  on 
November  the  first,  where  he  visited  the  College  of  Glasney,  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  town.  On  the  4th  we  find  him  at  the  Priory 
of  St.  Michael's  Mount,  where  he  took  in  hand  the  case  of  the 
Collegiate  Church  of  St  Buryan,  which  had  given  so  much  trouble 
to  his  predecessor,  Bishop  Stapeldon,  and,  even  already,  to  himself 
also.^  Claiming  to  be  exempt  on  the  ground  that  their  Church 
was  a  Royal  Peculiar,  and  ignoring  the  concessions  which  Stapeldon 
had  obtained  from  the  Crown,  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries  had 
defied  Bishop  Grandisson,  declining  to  receive  him,  and  even  laying 
violent  hands  on  Richard  de  Belloprato,^  who  appears  to  have  been 
sent  forward  to  announce  the  Bishop's  approach;  polluting  their 
churchyard  with  his  blood.  It  was  necessary,  of  course^  to  deal 
severely  with  the  perpetrators  of  such  outrages,  and,  accordingly, 
the  Bishop  solemnly  excommunicated  the  offenders,  the  chief  of  whom 
he  denounced  by  name.  This  measure  had  the  desired  effect^  at 
any  rate  as  far  as  the  more  influential  parishioners  wei»  concerned  ; 
and  on  the  following  day  eighteen  of  them  (whose  names  are  duly 
recorded)  presented  themselves  before  the  Bishop  and  acknowledged 
his  jurisdiction,  confessing  that  they  had  sinned  in  siding  with  the 
rebels,  and,  on  taking  an  oath  never  again  to  rebel  against  the 
Bishop's  authority,  they  were  absolved.  On  the  same  day  the 
Bishop  proceeded  to  St.  Gwennap^  and  reconciled  the  churchyard 
there,  and  on  the  6th  to  Truro,  where  he  dedicated  the  High  Altar 
in  St.  Mary's  Church.^  After  resting  for  a  day  or  two  at  his 
Manor  of  Lanner  (which  was  within  an  easy  distance  of  Truro), 
he  visited  the  Priory  of  Tywardreath®  on  the  11th,  crossing 
the  County  on  the  12th  to  Lanteglos-by-Camelford,  from  whence 
he  journeyed,  by  way  of  Morton,  near  Stratton,  to  Hartland  Abbey ,• 
having  abandoned  the  Visitation  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  St 
Crantock,  which  he  had  fixed  for  the  14th.     He  was  at  Bideford^ 
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on  the  16th,  at  Bishop's  Tawton^  on  the  18th,  at  Bishop's  Njmpton 
on  the  22nd,  at  Morchard-Bishop^  on  the  24th.  There  were  many 
things  to  set  in  order  at  each  of  the  three  Manors;  at  Nympton 
especially  where  he  received  the  submission  of  Thomas  Flemyng, 
Rector  of  Southmolton,  who  had  been  exoommimicated  for  trespassing 
on  the  park,  as  soon  as  he  heard  of  Bishop  Stapeldon's  death  and 
thought  he  could  do  so  with  impunity,  taking  his  hounds  with  him 
and  slaughtering  and  carrying  off  two  hundred  head  of  deer,  etc.;  and, 
not  content  with  that,  entering  on  the  premises  of  the  Manor-House 
and  taking  possession  of  a  large  amount  of  the  property  of  the 
deceased  Bishop,  including  cattle,  vessels  of  lead  and  of  wood,  carts 
and  benches,  and  many  other  like  things.  We  are  told  that  the 
Bishop  charged  him  with  these  offences  viva  voce^  and  then  handed 
him  a  written  list  of  them.  '  Fleming  did  not  deny  that  he  had 
committed  the  outrages,  and,  on  promising  to  make  restitution  by 
payment  of  a  hundred  marks,  he  was  absolved.' 

The  Bishop  remained  at  Exeter,  and  in  the  neighbourhood,  till  the 
beginning  of  March,  1329-dO,  engaged  chiefly,  no  doubt,  in  the  great 
work  of  rebuilding  the  Nave  of  the  Cathedral,  which  now  demanded 
his  earnest  attention  and  care.  The  entries  in  his  Register  during 
this  period  are  concerned  with  the  ordinary  routine  of  Diocesan 
work,  with  a  few  noteworthy  exceptions. 

On  the  18th  of  December,  1328,  being  the  Sunday  next  after  the 
Feast  of  St.  Lucy  the  Virgin,  he  dedicated  the  High  Altar  in  the 
Choir  of  the  Cathedral  Church — Stapeldon's  magnificent  "Silver 
Altar" — in  honour  of  the  most  Blessed  and  ever  Virgin  Mother  of  God, 
and  of  the  Blessed  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  commending  it  to  their 
guardianship,  and  granting  an  Indulgence  of  forty  days  to  all  who, 
being  in  a  state  of  grace,  assisted  at  the  ceremony.^ 

To  this  period  must  be  attributed  the  very  interesting  undated 
Letter  to  the  Pope,  his  patron,^  which  I  have  already  quoted  for 
the  account  of  his  Enthronization,  and  the  dispute  with  the  Arch- 
deacon of  Canterbury,  proceedings  which,  he  says,  interfered  with 
the  scheme  of  work  which  he  had  laid  down,  and  compelled  him 
to  postpone  for  a  time  his  General  Visitation  of  the  Diocese.  He 
found  it  necessary,  he  wrote,  to  go  into  Cornwall  as  soon  as 
possible,  in  order  to  visit  and  inspect  his  Manors  in  that  County, 
a  journey  the  details  of  which  I  have  set  forth  above.  And  he  gives 
the  Pope  a  curious  accoimt  of  his  first  impressions  of  the  County 
and  its  inhabitants.  He  describes  it  as  a  foreign  land,  adjoining 
England  only  along  its  Eastern  boundary,  being  surrounded  on 
every  other  side  by  the  sea,  which  divides  it  from  Wales  and 
Ireland  on  the  North.  On  the  South,  he  adds,  it  looks  towards 
Gascony  and  Britanny ;   and  the  Cornish  speak  the  language  of 
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those  Lands.  In  the  far  West,  hejond  St  Michael's  Mount,  it 
overlooks  the  houndless  expanse  of  the  Ocean.  His  Diocese,  he 
found,  included  a  group  of  islands — the  Scilly  Isles — on  which 
his  Predecessors  had  never  set  foot,  contenting  themselves  with 
sending  certain  Brothers  thither,  to  look  after  the  islanders,^  but 
he  had  not  himself,  as  yet^  done  even  so  much  as  that.  As  for 
his  Manors'  he  had  found  them  ruinated  and  stript  bare  ;  the 
land  was  sterile  and  uncultivated  ;  the  very  cattle  had  been 
taken  awaj,  and  nothing  remained  to  sow  the  fields  withal.  A 
few  paltry  rents  had  come  in  ;  but  he  was  obliged  to  buy  the 
▼ery  necessaries  of  life,  and  there  was  an  enormous  expense 
before  him  for  repairs.  It  grieved  him  exceedingly  to  be  com- 
pelled to  write  in  such  a  strain  as  this,  and  as  if  he  had  no 
gratitude,  to  one  who  had  treated  him  generously,  far  beyond 
his  deserts. 

He  wrote,  at  the  same  time,  to  certain  Cardinals,'  his  friends, 
telling  them  that,  on  account  of  his  isolated  position,  they  would 
probably  hear  little  of  him,  or  he  of  them,  for  a  long  time  to 
come.  I  am  not  only  set  down,  he  tells  them,  in  the  ends  of 
the  earth,  but  in  the  very  end  of  the  ends  thereof.  My  Diocese, 
which  embraces  Devon  and  Cornwall,  is  separated  from  all  the 
rest  of  England,  and,  except  on  one  side  only,  surrounded  by 
seas  so  tempestuous  that  they  can  scarcely  be  called  navigable. 
The  people  of  Cornwall  speak  in  a  tongue  which  is  unknown  to 
the  English,  and  only  known  to  Bretons.  The  wines  of  Gascony, 
indeed,  find  their  way  thither,  and  flesh-meat  is  fairly  abundant; 
but  there  is  scarcely  any  com  in  the  County,  or  anything  else 
for  the  use  of  mortals.  To  his  friend.  Cardinal  Orsini,*^  who 
had  written  to  ask  how  he  fared,  he  writes  in  a  more  hopeful 
strain.  He  was  grateful  to  find  that,  although  he  was  removed 
so  far  out  of  sight,  he  had  not  been  altogether  forgotten.  He 
was  well  and  happy ;  for  there  was  at  least  this  comfort  in  his 
isolation,  that  he  was  far  removed  from  the  pressure  of  the 
populace  ;  and,  if  he  was  unable  to  take  his  place  among  the 
Nobles  of  the  Land,  he  was,  at  any  rate,  free  from  their  incursions, 
and  could  not  be  shaken  by  the  storms  of  life  ;  he  was  spending 
his  days,  as  it  were,  in  the  bosom  of  Abraham. 

His  position,  however,  was  one  of  great  and  increasing  difficulty ; 
and  we  find  him  writing  to  the  Pope^  on  the  22nd  of  February, 
1328-9,  to  tell  him  that,  if  he  could  have  foreseen  what  he  had 
to  endure  daily  at  the  hands  of  the  wonderful  people  who  inhabited 
this  remote  comer  of  the  world,  he  would  have  entreated  that 
someone  more  fitted  for  such  work  than  he  could  ever  be  might 
have  been  sent  to  them, — words  which   must  have  been  written 
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in  a  moment  of  despair;  but  he  was  a  man  of  dauntless  spirit^  as, 
indeed,  his  next  words  shew, — "nevertheless,  I  am  striving,  God 
approving  and  you  commanding,  to  do  my  duty,  according  to  my 
poor  powers  and  slender  attainments,  relying  on  your  prayers 
and  timely  succour."  And,  in  the  end,  he  was  not  without  his 
reward. 

He  refers,  also,  in  these  Letters,  to  other  matters  of  great 
importance,  which  demanded  his  immediate  attention.  In  the  first 
of  them^  he  tells  the  Pope  that  his  Cathedral  Church  was  in 
course  of  rebuilding,  and  had  been  about  half  finished  by  his 
Predecessors.  He  had  recently  dedicated  the  High  Altar,  and  he 
longed  to  provide  for  the  resumption  of  the  work  ;  for  it  was 
an  exceedingly  beautiful  Church,  and  destined  to  exceed  in  glory 
all  other  Churches  of  its  class  in  England  or  in  France,  if  only 
it  could  be  completed  and  brought  to  perfection.  Alas,  a  rich 
Bishop  had  been  succeeded  by  one  who  was  poverty-stricken  ; 
and  he  did  not  see  how  anything  could  be  done  for  a  long  time  to 
come,  unless  the  Pope  could  help  him.  He  wrote  to  the  same  efi*ect 
to  the  Cardinalu.^  Nevertheless,  with  his  usual  energy,  he  set  to 
work  almost  immediately  ;  and,  following  loyally  and  wisely  the 
lines  which  had  been  laid  down  by  Bishops  Byttone  and  Quivil, 
on  which  Bishop  Stapeldon,  also,  had  been  prepared  to  work  (thus 
securing  a  marvellous  unity  of  design  throughout  the  Church, 
scarcely  affected  at  all  by  the  changes  of  style  which  had  taken 
place  everywhere  in  the  int-erval),  he  was  able  to  complete  the 
magnificent  Nave,  as  we  see  it  tchday,  more  than  ten  years  before 
his  death.  Unfortunately,  we  know  very  little  as  to  the  details 
of  the  progress  of  the  work ;  for  the  records  are  all  but  silent, 
and  even  the  famous  Fabrick-Rolls  fail  us:  they  are  nearly  con- 
tinuous, indeed,  throughout  the  period ;  but  the  details,  which 
we  have  found  so  valuable  hitherto,  are  no  longer  given,  and  we 
find  little  more  than  a  record  of  the  weekly  payments  made  to 
the  workmen.  The  lack  of  funds  did  not  turn  out  to  be  so 
serious  a  matter  as  Grandisson  had  anticipated ;  money  soon  came 
in  from  several  quarters,  and  especially  from  the  Executors  of 
Bishop  Stapeldon.  He  saw  his  way  to  begin ;  but  he  was  disturbed 
by  the  fear  that  he  might  not  be  able,  miserably  poor  as  he  then 
was,  to  finish  so  vast  a  work.  There  still  remained  in  hand  the 
greater  part  of  Stapeldon's  final  gift  of  a  thousand  marks,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  marble  and  other  stone,  as  well  as  timber  in  abundance, 
which  that  Bishop  was  engaged  in  accumulating  when  he  was  so 
cruelly  murdered.  Much  of  it  had  not  been  paid  for,  but  remained 
as  a  charge  on  the  available  funds;  and  there  were  other  arrears, 
for  £92  3«.  had  to  be  paid,  in  1328,  to  William  Canon,  of  Corfe,  for

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marble.  Grandisson,  himself,  gave,  or  collected  from  his  friends, 
£60  (more  than  £1200  of  our  money),  and  by  1330  there  was  a 
good  working  balance  in  hand,  and  the  great  undertaking  had 
been  fairly  started. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Norman  Nave,  begun  by  Bishop 
William  de  Warelwast  and  completed  by  Bishop  Henry  Marshall 
before  1206,  was  still  standing,  with  the  exception  of  the  eastern 
bay,  which  had  been  rebuilt  by  Bishop  Quivil.  It  was  at  this  point 
that  Grandisson  took  up  the  work ;  and  it  made  such  rapid  progress 
that  by  the  end  of  1334  the  great  piers  of  the  Nave  arcades  were 
in  their  places.  We  learn  this  fact  from  an  important  memorandum 
attached  to  the  Fabrick-Roll  of  1331-2,  the  date  (21  Jan.)  of  the 
first  reckoning  for  the  work  in  question  with  William  Canon,  but 
dated  9  September,  1334,  on  the  completion  of  the  transaction. 
The  contract  was  for  eleven  and  a  half  great  columns,  to  wit,  the 
ten  columns  west  of  QuiviFs  work,  and  the  two  responds —equal 
to  one  column — at  the  West  End ;  the  half-oolumn  being,  as  Arch- 
deacon Freeman  has  shown,  divisible  in  like  manner  for  two  quarter- 
columns  required  for  the  aisles,  where  we  see  them  to-day,  at  the 
north-east  and  south-east  angles.  The  cost  of  the  whole  was 
£124  4«.  There  were,  also,  included  sixty  groups  of  small  columns 
for  the  triforia,  and  twenty-nine  columns  for  the  cloister,  bringing 
the  total  cost  of  this  work  up  to  £140  5$,  9(1,  or  nearly  £3,000 
of  our  money.  Canon  was  bound  to  repair  all  damaged  stones 
and  make  good  all  defects,  and  he  had  done  so.  The  arches,  of 
course,  had  not  then  been  built.  It  has  been  supposed  by  some 
antiquaries,  and  notably  by  Archdeacon  Freeman,  that  Grandisson 
reconstrtteted  the  Norman  Nave,  without  taking  it  down;  but  I  am 
bold  to  say  that  I  cannot  accept  this  theory.  The  Norman  work 
at  Winchester,  and  elsewhere,  lent  itself  easily  to  reconstruction 
in  the  "  Perpendicular  "  style ;  but  it  is  impossible  to  believe  that 
Grandisson's  ** Decorated"  work  is  the  result  of  a  similar  trans- 
formation. He  retained  as  much  as  he  could  of  the  external  walls, 
the  walls,  I  mean,  of  the  aisles^  and  the  west  wall ;  but  by  the  time 
he  had  substituted  for  the  narrow  Norman  windows  the  large  windows 
which  we  see  to-day,  there  would  not  have  been  very  much  of  those 
walls  left.     Of  course,  the  arches  of  the  Nave  arcades  cannot  be 

>  I  have  often  examined  these  walls  carefully,  within  and  without ;  and 
Canon  Edmonds  has  recently  examined  them  again  for  me.  I  cannot  do 
better  than  give  his  report, — "Along  the  south  wall  there  are,  at  regular 
intervals,  disturbances  in  the  masonry  internally,  and  at  each  of  these  places 
a  double  line  of  quoins  marks  the  situation  of  the  old  Norman  responds 
[indicating,  therefore,  the  width  of  the  original  bayn].  These  intervals  do 
not  stand  in  any  relation  to  the  present  arcades.  But  they  do  stand  in 
intimate  relation  to  the  sliallow  buttresses  of  Normau  character  which  still 
remain,  but  stand  in  no  relation  to  the  great  flying  buttresses  which  Grandisson 
built,  to  take  the  thrust  of  hi8  new  roof." 
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regarded  as  reconstructions  of  the  old  arches,  which  must  have 
been  on  entirely  different  lines,  being  semi-circular  and  narrower, 
and  springing  of  necessity  from  a  higher  level  than  the  present 
arches.  The  Norman  roof  may  have  been  of  wood;  but  if  it  was 
vaulted  in  stone,  it  must  have  been  taken  down;  for  the  present 
magnificent  vaulting,  obviously  a  new  and  complete  work  from 
end  to  end,  cannot  be  the  result  of  a  transformation  of  a  roof 
built  by  Marshall.  Nothing  would  remain  after  the  rebuilding 
of  the  arcades  and  the  removal  of  the  Norman  vaulting  except 
such  fragments  of  the  clerestory  walls  as  might  have  been 
spared  when  the  present  great  windows  were  inserted,  and  there 
could  have  been  no  such  *'  fragments "  even  ;  for  there  is  no 
triforium  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  There  is  a  quasi- 
triforium,  indeed,  but  there  is  no  passage  behind  it.  The 
passage  is  above  it,  carried  through  the  said  "fragments,"  and 
protected  by  a  beautiful  pierced  parapet  where  it  crosses  the 
clerestory  windows.  This  fact  alone  suffices  to  demolish  the 
reconstruction  theory.  I  may  mention  here  that  the  great 
architect  sloped  the  roofs  of  his  aisles  inwards,  instead  of  outwards 
as  was  usual,  in  order  that  his  clerestory  windows  might  fall  in 
with  this  necessary  arrangement.  From  every  point  of  view, 
therefore,  I  cannot  but  regard  the  reconstruction  theory  as 
absolutely  incredible.  Grandisson  would  not  have  wasted  money 
and  risked  the  lives  of  the  workmen  on  a  scheme  which  would 
not  have  been  worth  the  cost  and  trouble  even  if  it  had  been 
practicable.  That  he  never  even  made  the  attempt  is  proved 
by  the  fact  that  his  bays  do  not  correspond  with  the  bays  of 
the  structure  which  he   superseded. 

It  was  supposed,  for  a  long  time,  that  Grandisson  lengthened 
the  Church  considerably  at  the  west  end,  a  theory  which  may, 
probably,  be  traced  to  a  statement  by  Leland,  who  wrote,^  about 
two  centuries  after  these  great  works  were  carried  out,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Bishop  "enlargid  the  west  part  of  the  Chirche, 
making  vij  archis,  wher  afore  the  plot  was  made  out  of  v.'' 
Evidently,  as  Archdeacon  Freeman  points  out^  the  historian  had 
seen  the  contract  with  William  Canon,  and  had  misunderstood  it : 
he  did  not  know  that  Quivil  rebuilt  the  eastern  bay,  which  included 
four  piers.  Dr.  Oliver,  in  his  History  of  the  Cathedral,^  falls  into 
the  same  error.  But  the  Fabrick-Roll  of  1329-30  shews  that  one 
of  the  first  things  that  Grandisson  did  was  to  rebuild  the  Chapel 
of  St  Radegunde  "juzta  fontem,''  which  he  designed  for  his  own 
last  resting-place ;  and  it  is  actually  in  part  contained  within  the 
west  wall.  This  was  evidence  enough  for  Archdeacon  Freeman; 
and  that  he  was  fully  justified  in  his  contention  has,  quite  recently,

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been  abundantly  proved  in  the  coarse  of  a  careful  mvestigation 
of  the  structure.  I  am  indebted  to  Canon  Edmonds,  who  took 
the  greatest  interest  in  this  investigation,  watching  its  progress 
from  day  to  day,  for  the  following  interesting  account  of  the 
work  and  its  results: — "The  great  west  window  is  an  insertion 
into  an  older  wall :  a  large  square  of  masonry  [indicating  exactly 
what  was  taken  away  to  make  room  for  the  new  window]  is  com- 
posed entirely  of  Beer  stone,  the  rest  of  the  wall  being  almost 
wholly  oonstructed  of  Salcombe  stone.  Saloombe  stone  is,  in 
our  Cathedral,  the  note  of  the  Twelfth  Century ;  Beer  stone  of 
the  Fourteenth.  No  one  doubts  that  the  window  [a  magnificent 
specimen  of  the  style  known  as  ''Decorated''],  is  Grandisson's 
work;  but  above  it,  and  below  it,  and  on  both  sides  of  it,  the 
substance  of  the  wall  is  of  Salcombe  stone.  The  Bishop's  work 
below  the  west  window  has  been  partly  hidden  and  partly  cut. 
back  to  make  room  for  the  great  Screen,  with  its  sculptured  figures 
of  Kings  and  Bishops,  erected,  apparently,  in  Bishop  Brantingham's 
time;  and  th^  Chapel  of  St.  Radegunde,  the  eastern  portion  of  which 
is  embedded  in  the  west  wall,  was  cut  back  for  the  same  purpose ; 
it  once  projected  into  the  Cathedral-Yard.  On  the  left  hand  of 
the  north-west  door  four  ashlar  stones  were  removed,  revealing 
the  fact  that  there,  also,  some  projecting  Chapel,  or  other  building, 
had  been  cut  back;  and  enough  of  the  masonry  was  removed  to 
expose  to  view  the  Fourteenth  Century  mouldings  as  Grandisson 
must  have  left  them.  Models  of  these  mouldings  were  taken, 
and  also  of  the  part  of  the  sill  and  splay  of  the  window  which 
were  cut  through  at  the  same  time ;  and  they  may  be  seen  in  the 
adjacent  Chapel  of  St.  Edmund — the  Consistory  Court.  It  may 
be  regarded  as  certain  that  neither  decay  nor  discontent  with  the 
beauty  of  Grandisson's  work  could  have  led  to  these  changes  so 
soon  after  his  time ;  but,  probably,  at  Exeter,  as  at  Peterborough, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  strengthen  the  west  wall ;  and  against 
it  a  mass  of  masonry  was  built  by  way  of  au  effectual  buttress, 
to  secure  the  safety  of  the  building.  The  Screen  was  designed 
to  veil  this;  and  it  will  be  allowed  that,  for  beauty  and  dignity, 
it  is  worthy  of  the  building  which  it  supports  and  adorns." 

From  the  Roll  of  1852-3,  the  last  remaining  of  Grandisson's  time/ 
we  learn  that  "  the  new  work,  opposite  the  great  Cross  "  was  then 
commenced.  It  cost  a  little  over  X46 ;  and  Archdeacon  Freeman  has 
shewn  conclusively  that  the  entry  must  refer  to  ''  the  far-famed  and 
unrivalled  Minstrel's  Gallery,"  which  was  ''evidently  an  after 
thought,"  as  it  is  clearly  an  addition  to  the  previously  completed 
work.   We  may,  therefore,  conclude  safely,  in  the  absence  of  all  actual

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record  of  the  fact,  that  the  rebuilding  of  the  Nave  was  finished  before 
1353,  and  "probably,"  as  the  Archdeacon  says,  ''some  little  time 
before."  In  1338  oak  was  required  for,  we  cannot  doubt,  the 
construction  of  the  roof  above  the  vaulting ;  and  on  the  5th  of 
July  in  that  year  the  Bishop  ordered  the  Bailiff  and  Provost  of 
Chudleigh  to  send  to  Kxeter,  for  the  purpose,  twelve  oak  trees 
from  his  Park.^  The  Rolls  shew  that  the  heavy  annual  expenditure 
which  had  gone  on  uninterruptedly  from  1325,  in  Stapeldon's  time, 
till  1342,  fell  suddenly  to  a  comparatively  trifling  outlay  after  the 
latter  year,  nothing  being  then  in  hand  but  minor  works  and 
finishing  touches, — the  extension  of  the  cloister,  the  completion  of 
the  western  entrances,  and  the  like.  Money  was  wanted  for  these 
purposes  in  1349-50,  and  the  Roll  of  that  year  records  that  a  writer 
was  employed  to  make  eight  hundred  copies  of  an  Indulgence, 
"  for  the  fabrick  of  the  Church."  Soon  afterwards  .we  find  that  pre- 
parations were  obviously  in  progress  for  what  we  should,  now-ardays, 
call  the  reopening  of  the  Nave.  One  John  Bellringer  was  employed 
''  to  cleanse  all  the  images  over  the  High  Altar ; "  new  mats  were 
provided  for  the  Chapter-House  ;  the  bells,  including  the  bell  called 
''  Grandisson  "  and  the  '*  Peter-Bell "  were  put  in  order ;  the  windows 
of  St  Radegunde's  Chapel  were  glazed  and  fitted  with  iron  bars ; 
three  stone  steps  were  laid  at  the  great  doorway,  and  the  pavement 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Choir  was  repaired ;  the  herb-garden  within 
the  Cloister  was  weeded  ;  the  chamber  (over  the  north  porch)  called 
"  le  Iloldechaker  "  was  cleansed, — a  process  which  might  have  been 
repeated  with  advantage  in  more  recent  years ;  and  the  windows, 
which  had  been  glazed  with  plain  glass  were  painted  with  a  prepara- 
tion of  clay  and  chalk,  to  subdue  the  glare,  no  less  than  three 
hundred  barrow-loads  of  chalky  earth  (argillum)  being  used  in  the 
process;  new  forms  were  also  provided  in  the  Choir,  fitted  with 
lockers  for  the  service-books.  And  then,  as  I  have  said,  the  Rolls 
cease  entirely  for  the  rest  of  Grandisson's  Episcopate,  from  1353  to 
1371,  when  they  were  re-commenced  under  Bishop  Brantingham. 
We  cannot  be  doubtful  for  a  moment  as  to  the  significance  of  all  this; 
the  Nave  was  completed  and  ready  to  be  restored  to  its  sacred  use. 

Was  it  re-consecrated  ?  Freeman  takes  it  for  granted  that  it  was ; 
and  he  seems  to  have  satisfied  himself  that  the  ceremony  took  place 
in  1351,  on  one  of  the  Feasts  of  St.  Peter,  viz.,  on  the  18th  of 
January,  or  the  29th  of  June,  or  the  Ist  of  August.  And  the 
writer  of  the  brief  sketch  of  the  Bishop's  Life  in  the  Dictionary  of 
National  Biography  tells  us^  that  the  Bishop  "  lived  to  complete  the 
Nave  of  the  Church,  and  probably  consecrated  it  on   21  Nov.,^

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1367  "  !  Not  a  particle  of  evidence  exists  for  either  of  these  state- 
ments. The  former  rests,  mainly,  on  the  preparations  for  resumed 
use  of  the  fabrick  detailed  above,  and  the  latter  on  the  absurd 
misunderstanding  of  the  Roll  of  1 353,  which  betrayed  even  Oliver 
into  supposing  that  the  rebuilding,  which  was  commenced  imme- 
diately after  Orandisson's*  accession,  and  continued  year  by  year 
till  all  the  work  was  done,  had  actually  been  suspended  altogether 
for  some  five  and  twenty  years  after  the  death  of  Bishop  Stapeldon. 
The  Nave  was  not  enlarged  in  any  direction  and  its  outer  walls, 
including  the  whole  of  the  west  wall,  wefre  retained.  It  did  not 
need  Re-consecration:  and  as  it  had  not  been  '* polluted,"  neither 
did  it  need  Reconciliation.^  There  is  no  record  in  the  Register, 
or  elsewhere,  that  Grandisson  performed  either  of  these  Cere- 
monies :  on  the  other  hand,  as  we  have  seen,  he  dedicated  the 
High  Altar,  because  it  was  an  entirely  new  structure;  and  this 
is  duly  recorded. 

After  this  digression  I  return  to  the  Letter  which  the  Bishop 
addressed  to  Pope  John  at  the  beginning  of  his  Episcopate.  He 
had  encountered  many  difficulties  as  to  which  he  desired  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  Pope.^  The  familiar  relations,  he 
says,  which  had  existed  so  long  between  Bishop  Stapeldon  and 
the  late  King  had  resulted  in  a  legacy  of  heavy  trials  for  his 
successor  in  the  See ;  suspicion  and  hatred  were  rife  on  every 
side,  and  amongst  other  results  of  the  late  Bishop's  cruel  murder 
must  be  included  the  loss  of  the  bulk  of  the  Privileges,  Charters, 
and  other  muniments  of  the  Church.  He  was  doing  all  he  could  to 
meet  the  mischief,  and  did  not  despair  of  success  if  the  Pope  would 
help  him.    He  was  anxious,  also,  about  his  rights  in  connection  with

the  remedy  in  such  cases.  I  cannot,  of  course,  eoter  here  on  a  discussion  which 
would  require  a  treatise  to  do  justice  to  it ;  but  I  may  say,  generally,  that,  when 
the  area  of  a  consecrated  building  was  not  extended,  and  the  new  work  made  no 
essential  change  in  the  fabrick  and  no  break  in  its  continuity,  re- consecration  was 
not  deemed  necessary  merely  because  new  materials  had  been  introduced  and 
great  improvements  effected.  According  to  the  rule  laid  down,  to  meet  such 
cases,  by  Archbishop  Anselm,  sacrum  trahit  ad  se  non  tacrum  ;  a  rule  which  he 
extended  even  to  Churches  which  had  been  enlarged  as  to  length  or  breadth,  or 
both  ;  and  there  was  no  enlargement  at  Exeter.  Bishop  Qrandisson  was  most 
scrupulous  in  dealing  with  all  such  matters  ;  and  I  feel  persuaded  that  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  he  re-consecrated  the  Nave  of  the  Cathedral.  At  all 
events  such  a  question  cannot  be  decided  by  mere  guesswork,  in  the  absence  of 
contemporaneous  records.

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the  Collegiate  Church  of  Bosham — one  of  the  King's  Free  Chapels, — 
of  which  the  Bishops  of  Exeter  were  Ordinaries  ex  officio.  There 
had  been  much  trouble,  in  times  past,  between  his  Predecessors 
and  the  Bishops  of  Chichester,  who  were  unwilling  to  recognize 
this  imperium  in  itnpeno ;  and,  as  the  controversy  remained 
unsettled,  he  earnestly  intreated  the  Pope  to  intervene. ^  Again, 
while  he  was  **  labouring,  with  all  zeal,  in  the  Vineyard  of  the  Lord 
of  Hosts,  in  his  remote  comer  of  England,"  the  Court  of  Can- 
terbury was  still  pursuing  him  with  its  Inhibitions,  Citations,  and 
Plaints,  based  on  certain  **  musty,  uncertain,  and  doubtful  cus- 
toms," contrary  to  all  law,  so  that  it  was  out  of  his  power  to 
devote  himself  as  he  desired  to  the  care  of  the  churches  and  the 
salvation  of  souls  ;  and  he  begged  the  Pope  to  protect  him. 
And  there  was  another  matter^  as  to  which  he  hesitated  to  trouble 
the  Pope,  though  he  felt  strongly  that  he  was  bound  to  reveal 
the  diseases  which  affected  his  flock  to  their  chief  Pastor  and 
Physician.  "  I  speak  the  truth  in  God,  I  lie  not,"  he  wrote, 
referring  to  Robert  Bonus,  Abbat  of  Tavistock ;  "  but  this  man, 
a  native  of  Aquitaine,  promoted  by  your  Holiness^  through  the 
deceit  of  others,  has  shewn  himself  to  be  utterly  irreligious  and 
a  despiser  of  the  worship  of  God  from  the  first  day  of  his  arrival 
amongst  us ;  worrying  his  Monks  with  base  charges  and  insults, 
and  provoking  the  Nobles  and  all  others  in  his  neighbourhood, 
so  that  he  is  hated  of  all  men,  and  will  bring  destruction  to  his 
House,  and  to  himself  also,  through  his  furious  madness,  if  he 
cannot  be  effectually  checked."  The  Bishop,  out  of  consideration 
for  the  Pope  (as  Patron  of  Bonus),  and  "de  Peragrua,  de  Garvo, 
and  de  Mota,"  who  had  recommended  him,^  had  dealt  very  gently 
with  the  offender,  resorting  at  first  even  to  blandishments,  and 
then  visiting  him  in  an  informal  way^  and  trying  to  mediate 
between  him  and  his  Convent;  finally  threatening  him  with  the 
vengeance  of  God  and  of  the  Pope ;  but  all,  so  far,  without  any 
result.  *'  Nevertheless,"  the  Bishop  adds,  "  I  will  do  what  in 
me  lies  to  bring  him  to  a  better  mind,  as  long  as  it  may  be 
found  possible  to  tolerate  such  a  man."  He  refers  also  in  the 
same  letter  to  the  heavy  burden  of  debt  which  had  been  laid 
upon  him  by  the  Curia,^  expressing  a  hope  that,  with  the  help 
of  his  Flock,  he  might  be  able  to  pay  it  off  by  the  appointed 
time.  And  he  wrote  to  William  de  Laudun,  now  Archbishop  of 
Toulouse,  asking  him  to  bear  with  him  if  he  postponed,  till  the 
Feast  of  the  Assumption,  repayment  of  the  500  florins  kindly 
lent  to  him,  in  his  distress,  at  Avignon.^ 

As  I  have  said,   the  Bishop  remained  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Exeter,  aud  chiefly  at  Chudleigh   (his  favourite    residence,    and

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deBtined  to  be  his  head-quarters  throughout  his  Episcopate),  from 
November,  1328,  till  the  beginning  of  March,  1329-30.  He  visited 
the  Cathedral,  as  we  have  seen,  after  his  Enthronization ;  and 
that  it  was  far  from  being  a  merely  formal  Visitation  is  shewn 
by  the  "Decrees*'  which  he  sent  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  on 
the  19th  of  December.  He  had  discovered  that  the  confusion 
consequent  on  the  death  of  Bishop  Stapeldon,  which  had  greviously 
affected  the  Diocese  at  large,  had  found  its  way  into  the  Mother- 
Church  itself.^  There  had  been  a  serious  relaxation  of  discipline. 
Some  of  the  Canons,  greedy  of  filthy  lucre,  could  only  be  regarded  as 
mercenaries, — he  was  tempted  to  call  them  robbers.  Their  so-called 
Residence  was  a  mere  farce  ;  for  they  spent  their  time  on  their 
private  business,  or  in  amusing  themselves  in  the  chace;  and 
when,  at  rare  intervals  and  reluctantly,  they  took  their  places  in  the 
Choir,  they  could  not  behave  themselves  even  there  with  decency, 
but  indulged  in  idle  chattering,  the  Canons  and  the  inferior 
Ministers  alike,  not  shewing  the  least  reverence  and  devotion 
even  during  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Mysteries,  and  rattling 
through  the  Canonical  Hours,  talking  to  one  another  the  while, 
and  frequently  going  out  of  the  Church  before  the  Office  was 
finished.  Moreover,  they  wholly  neglected  the  hospitality  to  which 
they  were  bound,  seeking  their  own,  not  the  things  which  are 
Jesus  Christ's  ;  claiming  their  share,  as  if  they  had  earned  it, 
in  the  daily  distribution  and  the  quarterly  division,  thus  defrauding 
their  Brethren,  and  even  the  very  boys  of  the  Choir,  of  their 
due.  And  so,  as  the  Bishop  adds,  the  worship  of  God,  the 
devotion  of  the  people,  and  the  honour  of  the  Church  were  being 
destroyed,  and  a  grievous  scandal  occasioned.  He  told  them  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  pass  over  in  silence  such  flagrant 
transgressions  as  these,  and  he  called  on  the  Dean  to  provide  a 
remedy  immediately.  The  Canons  and  their  Vicars  were  to  be 
compelled  to  do  their  duty^  no  longer  preying  upon  the  goods 
of  the  Church  while  their  services  were  either  withheld,  or  per- 
formed with  shameless  irreverence.  Hurrying  through  the  Sacred 
Offices  could  no  longer  be  tolerated.  In  chanting  the  Psalms 
they  were  to  observe  the  necessary  pauses  in  the  middle  and 
at  the  end  of  every  verse  ;  and  in  singing  the  Antiphons,  Hymns, 
and  Responses  they  were  to  keep  together,  instead  of  jumbling 
the  sentences  one  upon  the  other  ;  for  which  end  the  T3ean  was 
required  to  see  that  all  the  books  in  use  corresponded  exactly 
both  as  to  the  notation  and  the  text.  Unless  this  Mandate  were 
obeyed  a  fine  of  ten  pounds,  in  aid  of  the  Fabrick-Fund,  would 
be  imposed  ;  and  the  Dean  was  cited  to  appear  before  the 
Bishop,  in  the  Chapter  House,  or  in   the  Cathedral  Church,   on 
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the  Juridical  day  nexfc  before  the  Feast  of  St.  Peter  in  Cathedra, 
to  shew  cause  why  they  should  not  be  mulcted  accordingly.  As 
so  many  others  in  the  Diocese  had  done,  the  Dean  saw,  at  once, 
that  Grandisson  had,  indeed,  come  to  rule,  and  that  within  the 
Cathedral  as  well  as  outside,  and  that  it  would  be  dangerous  to 
trifle  with  him  ;  and  on  the  20th  of  February  he  certified  the 
Bishop,  that  he  was  obeying  him  in  this  matter,  day  by  day, 
and  would  always  obey  him  to  the  uttermost  of  his  power. ^ 

While  this  important  business  was  in  hand,  the  Bishop  was 
summoned  to  London,  to  take  part  in  a  Provincial  Council  about 
to  be  opened  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on  the  27th  of  January.^ 
The  Mandate  reached  him,  at  Chudleigh,  on  the  22nd  of  December ; 
and  on  the  18th  of  January  he  wrote  to  the  Archbishop,  informing 
him  that  he  had  cited  all  who  were  expected  to  attend  from  his 
Diocese.  He  sent  a  list  of  their  names,  and  enclosed  a  copy  of 
the  6rav<wiina  which  his  Clergy  desired  to  submit  to  the  Council. 
These  were  three  in  number,  and  referred  to  the  tyranny  of  certain 
Lords  in  the  Diocese  who  had  deprived  their  nattvi  of  their  antient 
right  to  dispose  of  their  property  by  Will,  the  encroachments  of 
the  Secular  Judges  on  the  Privileges  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  abuse 
of  the  right  of  Appeal  to  the  Court  of  Canterbury  on  the  part 
of  many  who,  in  that  way,  sought  to  escape  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
censure.<<  and  punishments  which  they  hsul  incurred  by  their  mis- 
deeda  He  wrote,  also,  privately  to  the  Archbishop,  telling  him 
that  he  could  not  appear  in  person,  and  chiefly  because  the  Council 
was  to  meet  in  London.  The  blood  of  the  murdered  Stapeldon  still 
cried  to  Heaven  for  vengeance ;  and  the  lay-folk,  their  degenerate 
sons,  had  compelled  their  Bishops  (so  he  had  been  told)  to  swear 
that  they  would  take  no  steps  in  the  matter,  and  would  allow  the 
murderers  to  escape  with  impunity.  The  mob  was  on  their  side, 
and  universal  chaos  prevailed.  The  magnates  of  the  City  had  made 
a  show  of  endeavouring  to  restrain  the  madness  of  the  people,  but  it 
was  notorious  that  they  were  as  guilty  as  the  rest.  He  knew  that, 
in  due  time,  the  Angel  of  the  Lord  would  put  a  bit  into  their 
mouths ;  but,  meanwhile,  he  did  not  see  his  way  to  mount  either 
horse  or  mule  that  hath  no  understanding.  The  citizens^  had 
already  torn  his  London  House  in  pieces,  and  carried  off  all  its

his  safety  and  his  honour.  He  cannot  attend  safely,  because,  if  he 
were  present,  he  would  feel  compelled  to  take  measures  to  secure  the 
punishment  of  the  men  who  had  committed  so  great  an  outrage  on 
his  Predecessor.  He  cannot  attend  with  due  regard  to  his  honour ; 
for  it  would  not  become  him  to  take  his  place  in  the  Council,  and 
allow  such  a  crime  to  be  passed  over  in  silence."  It  is  clear,  also, 
that  he  was  offended  with  the  Archbishop  on  personal  grounds ;  for 
he  wrote,  at  the  same  time,  to  Master  John  Bloyhou,  Official  of  the 
Court  of  Canterbury,  and  lately  his  own  Official-Principal,'  exhorting 
him  not  only  to  support  his  excuses  for  non-attendance  at  the 
Council,  but  also  to  tell  the  Primate,  privately  (for  he  found  it 
difficult  to  believe  that  he  himself  was  responsible  for  such  conduct), 
how  astonished  he  was  to  find  that  he  had  been  acting  independently 
of  the  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  notifying  his  Enthroni- 
zation,^  by  his  Letters,  to  divers  persons  therein,  and  not  to  the 
Diocesan,  and  even  writing  some  very  extraordinary  Letters  to  the 
Prioress  and  Convent  of  Polsloe,  such  as  even  their  own  Bishop 
would  not  have  addressed  to  them ;  a  proceeding  which  he  hoped 
would  not  be  attempted  in  the  case  of  the  other  Religious  Houses. 
We  learn  from  a  source  external  to  the  Kegister'  that  Bishop 
Stapeldon's  case  was  not,  after  all,  neglected  by  the  Council.  On  the 
10th  of  February  the  assembled  Bishops  and  Prelates,  with  the 
whole  Clergy,  heard  Mass — ^the  "  Missa  de  Pace  " — which  was  cele- 
brated by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  after  the  Crospel  the  Primate 
and  his  Suffragans,  with  the  other  Prelates,  standing  before  the 
Altar,  vested  in  their  Pontificals  and  with  lighted  candles  in  their 
hands,  solemnly  excommunicated  the  murderers  and  their  abettonr. 

The  Register  now  becomes,  through  a  large  number  of  folios,  a 
simple  record,  for  the  most  part,  of  the  Bishop's  daily  and  inde- 
fatigable labours  in  the  ordinary  work  of  his  Diocese.  Early  in  March 
he  set  out  for  Winchester,  to  attend  the  Parliament  to  be  held  there 
on  the  11th  of  that  month.^  On  the  8th  we  find  him  at  Otterton 
Priory,*  and  on  the  same  day  at  Colcombe,*  a  seat  of  the  Courtenays 
in  the  parish  of  Colyton.  He  reached  Winchester  on  the  10th,  and 
by  the  21st  he  was  on  his  homeward  way,  resting  for  some  days  at 

Itchenstoke.  On  the  30th  of  March,  1330,  he  was  at  Honiton.^  On  the 
_____  ^

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3l8t  he  reached  Cljst,  where  he  appears  to  have  remained  continu- 
ously till  the  1st  of  July,  engaged,  we  cannot  doubt,  in  super- 
intending the  works  in  the  Cathedral,  which  were  then  in  full 
progress.  In  July  he  paid  a  short  visit  to  Oxford,  reaching  Wells* 
on  the  5th,  the  Oxfordshire  Bampton*  (which  was  in  the  gift  of  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  £xeter)  on  the  10th,  and  Oseney  Abbey,'  on 
the  12th.  After  sojourning  for  several  days  in  Oxford,  he  returned 
to  Clyst  on  the  10th  of  August,  having  spent  about  a  week  with  his 
parents  at  Oxenhall,^  and  he  visited  Canonsleigh  Abbey^  on  the  8th. 
He  remained  at  Clyst  till  the  20th,  preparing  to  renew  the  Visitation 
of  Cornwall,  for  which  he  issued  his  Mandate  to  the  Archdeacon  on 
that  day,  starting  almost  immediately  for  the  West.  On  the  29th 
he  was  at  Buckland  Abbey,^  at  Modbury  on  the  30th,  at  Plymouth 
on  the  31st,  at  Buckland-Monachorum  (probably,  confirming  in  the 
Parish-Church)  on  the  1st  of  September,  and,  again,  at  Plymouth^ 
on  the  2nd.  On  the  same  day  he  crossed  the  Tamar  to  his  Manor 
of  Lawhitton,  near  the  Assize-Town  of  Launceston,  and  forthwith 
commissioned  John  de  Eysi  and  William  de  Londay  to  demand  and 
take  custody  of  certain  clerks,  should  they  be  convicted  before  John 
de  Stonore  and  Robert  de  Aspale  and  others,  the  King's  Justiciaries.^ 
On  the  4th  he  proceeded  to  his  Manor  of  Poutone,  near  Padstow, 
where  he  remained  till  about  the  16th  of  October.  While  he  was 
there  he  discovered  that  disturbances  had  broken  out  again  in  the 
Cathedral,  in  consequence,  no  doubt,  of  his  absence ;  and,  this  time, 
the  Vicars  were  chiefly  to  blame.  He  had  been  informed,  on 
trustworthy  authority,  that  their  conduct  was  disgraceful ;  they 
were  not  ashamed  to  indulge  in  loud  and  indecent  laughter  during 
Divine  Service,  and  some  of  those  who  occupied  the  upper  forms  in 
the  Choir  at  Matins^  holding  lighted  candles  in  their  hands,  had  even 
dared  to  drop  the  melted  grease,  deliberately  and  wilfully,  on  the 
heads  of  those  who  sat  beneath  them.  They  also  disturbed  the 
service  by  jeering  at  mistakes  made  in  singing  and  reading  by  the 
less  educated  members  of  the  choir,  for  whose  deficiencies  they 
ought  rather  to  have  shewn  sympathy ;  correcting  their  blunders 
aloud,  and  in  English,  in  a  tone  of  derision.  Also,  they  deliberately 
jumbled  together  the  separate  parts  of  the  service,  causing  the 
greatest  confusion ;  and  it  was  clear  that,  though  they  might  be  in 
the  Choir  in  the  body,  their  heart  was  anywhere  else — in  the 
market,  in  the  streets,  or  in  their  beds.  The  Bishop  wrote,  on  the 
15th  of  October  to  the  Dean  and  Subdean,®  commanding  them  to 
deal  severely  with  the  offenders,  who  were  to  be  summoned  to  appear 
on  three  successive  days,  in  the  Chapter-House,  to  hear  their 
Bishop's  Letter  read.     They  were  to  be  charged  to  desist  from  their 
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evil  oounee  forthwith,  and  order  themselves  reverently  in  the  Sanct- 
uary ;  those  who  refused  to  ohey  were  to  he  heavily  fined ;  and  if, 
after  that,  any  of  them  continued  in  ohstinate  rehellion,  they  were 
to  he  ezoommunicated  and  deprived;  their  hlood  would  he  upon 
their  own  heads. 

From  Poatone  the  Bishop  went  to  Penryn,^  where  he  remained 
ahout  a  week.  He  visited  St.  Prohus^  on  the  29th  of  Octoher; 
and  on  the  7th  of  November  we  find  him  at  Glynn,^  near  Bodmin, 
a  Manor  of  the  Carminowes.  From  thence,  calling  on  his  way 
at  Cotynbeke,  Lawhitton,  Launceston,  Tavistock,  Meavy,^  and 
Plympton,  he  returned  to  Ghudleigh,  on,  or  ahout,  the  24th,  and 
remained  there,  or  in  the  neighbourhood,  till  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  Register,  now,  for  a  time,  records  only  the  ordinary  routine 
work  of  the  Diocese,  with  a  single  exception:  grievous  sacrilege 
had  been  committed  at  Whitchurch,  near  Tavistock,  where  an 
armed  band  of  lay  folk  had  seized  the  Parish-Church  by  force, 
and  refused  to  give  up  possession  or  allow  any  services  to  be  held 
in  it ;  and,  as  nothing  else  could  be  done,  the  Bishop  wrote  to 
the  King,  on  the  21st  of  March,  1330-1,  entreating  him  to  deal 
with  the  rebels  by  his  Royal  authority.^  Early  in  1331  (on  the 
25th  of  April)  we  find  him  at  Lambeth,^  from  whence  he  returned 
by  way  of  Bosham,^  where  there  had  been  trouble  for  a  long  time 
past,  his  Jurisdiction  being  constantly  disputed  by  the  Bishop  of 
Chichester  and  his  officials;  but  the  Register  is  silent  as  to  what 
he  did  there.  He  visited  his  Manors  of  Farringdon^  and  Chidham, 
and  returned  by  a  circuitous  route — by  Lambourne,^  Ashperton  in 
Herefordshire,^  his  birthplace,  Donyatt  in  Somerset,^  and  Petris- 
heghes*  to  Clyst,  where  he  arrived  on  the  9th  of  July. 

The  time  was,  now,  approaching  when  it  would  be  necessary  for 
him  to  visit  the  Papal  Court.  He  set  out  on  the  18th  of  September, 
resting  at  Forde  Abbey^^  on  that  day,  and  at  Salisbury  on  the  21st. 
He  reached  London  on  the  3rd  of  October  and  remained  there 
till  the  22nd,  when  we  find  him  at  Canterbury.^^  On  the  23rd 
he  sailed  from  Dover,^^  and,  after  spending  a  few  days  in  Paris,^^ 
reached  Avignon^^  on  the  29th  of  November,  where  he  remained 
till  the  19th  of  December.  It  is  recorded  that,  while  he  was 
there,  he  obtained  a  special  "Privilege"  from  the  Pope,  and  we 
are  referred  for  a  copy  of  it  to  a  separate  quatemtu  (p.  138).  It 
was  granted  on  the  20th  of  December.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  the  Bishop  visited  Lambeth  on  the  25th  of  April,  and 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that,  while  he  was  there,  he  dis- 
cussed with  Archbishop  Mepeham  the  question  of  his  general 
Visitation  of  the  Province  which  was  then  impending.     The  consul-

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tation  was,  evidently,  unsatisfactory  from  Grandisson's  point  of 
view  ;  and  he  resolved  to  keep  the  Metropolitan,  at  all  hazards, 
out  of  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  by  the  help  of  the  Pope,  from 
whom  he  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  general  Inhibition,  which 
made  his  position  secure.  He  even  contrived  to  include  in  the 
terms  of  the  Indult  his  own  Successors  and  all  future  Archbishops 
and  their  officials.  "  We  cannot  commend  him,"  says  Dr.  Oliver,^ 
•*  for  his  resistance,  though  it  proved  successful.  .  .  .  Such 
Visitations  were  conformable  to  the  Canons,  had  been  of  long 
usage  here,  and  were  continued  after  his  time  ;  and  we  cannot 
help  believing  that  it  was  unworthy  of  his  reputation,  as  also  a 
dangerous  departure  from  regular  discipline,  and  affording  an  evil 
precedent,  to  have  sheltered  himself  under  special  Briefs  of  his 
Patron."  Neither  do  I  **  commend  "  him ;  but  I  feel  that, 
if  we  are  to  judge  his  action  at  all,  we  are  bound  to  consider 
his  peculiar  position,  his  character,  and  his  strong  personality; 
putting  ourselves,  as  far  as  may  be,  into  his  place.  Mepeham, 
as  we  have  seen,^  had  been  guilty  of  unjustifiable  interference  in 
the  a&irs  of  his  Diocese  on  several  occasions ;  and  he  could 
scarcely  be  expected  to  regard  with  complacency  the  formal 
Visitation  of  a  Primate  who  had  not  hesitated  to  visit  his  Flock 
by  Letters,  informally,  and  behind  the  Diocesan's  back.  He  had 
found  the  whole  Diocese,  including  even  the  Cathedral  itself,  in 
dire  disorder,  as  we  know ;  his  very  means  of  sustenance  had 
been  cut  off  by  the  almost  universal  peculation  which  had  been 
going  on  for  years ;  and  every  comer  of  his  vast  and  most  diffi- 
cult Charge  demanded  the  vigorous  rule  of  a  firm  hand,  if 
reformation  was  ever  to  be  accomplished.  He  could  not  brook 
interference  with  his  plans,  which  had  been,  already,  crowned 
with  a  large  measure  of  success,  especially  on  the  part  of  one  who 
had  shewn  that  he  was  of  a  meddlesome  disposition,  and  would 
probably  do  great  mischief  by  superseding  his  authority  and 
unsettling  the  minds  of  his  people,  just  as  many  of  them,  recog- 
nising and  appreciating  the  faithfulness  and  unselfishness  of  their 
chief  Pastor,  were  responding  to  his  earnest  call  to  return  to  the

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Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  their  souls.  The  Diocese  was  remote, 
isolated  practically  from  all  the  rest  of  England  ;  and  he  had  availed 
himself  of  this  peculiarity  of  position  to  the  full,  not  for  his  own 
aggrandisement,  but  because  it  enabled  him  to  make  full  proof  of  his 
Ministry  without  much  risk  of  disturbance  from  without.  Whether 
he  was  right  or  wrong  in  determining  to  keep  his  Diocese  to  himself, 
at  any  rate  for  a  while  and  at  a  most  critical  time,  we  cannot  doubt 
that  his  motives  were  conscientious,  and  that  he  was  fighting,  not 
for  himself,  but  for  the  needs  of  his  people  as  he  understood  them, 
and  in  defence  of  his  arduous  work.  And  the  Pope  was  on  his  side. 
Armed  with  his  Indult,  he. returned  to  England,  after  a  short 
stay  in  Paris,  reaching  Sandwich  on  the  9  th  of  February.  He 
remained  in  London^  till  the  28th  of  March,  1332;  engaged, 
probably,  in  securing  the  active  support  of  the  King  and  Queen.^ 
Journeying  homeward  by  way  of  Faringdon  and  Shaftesbury,*  he 
reached  Clyst*  on  the  8th  or  9th  of  April.  The  Archbishop  was  now 
well  on  his  way  to  the  Far  West,  engaged  in  visiting  the  adjacent 
Diocese  of  Bath  and  Wells,^  having  already  visited  the  Dioceses  of 
Rochester,  Chichester  and  Salisbury.^  He  had  publickly  announced 
his  intention  to  visit  Exeter,  ignoring  the  intervention  of  the  Pope  and 
the  King,  and  probably  hoping  that  Grandisson  would,  in  the  end, 
yield  to  the  inevitable.  If  it  were  so,  he  had  mistaken  his  man. 
As  soon  as  our  Bishop  found  that  Mepeham  was  actually  coming, 
he  took  up  his  abode  in  the  Palace,  and  made  preparation  for  his 
reception.  And  first  he  wrote,  on  the  25th  of  May,  to  the  Dean 
of  Exeter,^  forbidding  him  to  publish  any  Letters  which  he  might 
receive  from  the  Primate ;  for  he  had  appealed  to  the  Pope,  against 
the  threatened  Visitation,  and  nothing  could  be  lawfully  done 
while  the  Appeal  was  pending.  On  the  10th  of  June  he  wrote 
to  the  Mayor  of  the  City,^  claiming  his  support.  The  Archbishop, 
he  said,  either  by  the  Mayor's  default  or  with  his  connivance, 
had  brought  bands  of  armed  men  into  the  City,  who  had  invaded 
the  Precincts  of  the  Cathedral,  and  had  torn  down  the  copies 
of  his  Appeal  which  he  had  caused  to  be  affixed  to  the  door  of 
the  Chapter-House.  This  had  been  done  in  defiance  of  the  King's 
Mandate,  which  the  Mayor  had  received  and  ought  to  have  obeyed  ;

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and  the  Bishop  demanded  an  immediate  answer.  The  Register 
is  silent  as  to  what  actually  transpired  ;  but  we  learn  from  another 
source^  that  Mepeham  entered  the  City  on  the  1st  of  June,  and 
proceeded  towards  the  Cathedral,  where  the  Bishop's  armed 
retainers  successfullj  resisted  him,  and  he  was  not  even  allowed 
to  enter  the  Close.  A  Provincial  Council  was  summoned  to  meet 
in  London,^  to  discuss  the  matter;  but,  as  might  have  been 
expected,  both  the  Pope  and  the  King  having  been  defied,  the 
Archbishop  and  his  Suffragans  could  not  agree,  and  nothing  came 
of  it.  Mepeham  died  about  a  year  afterwards,  on  the  13th  of 
October,  1333,  and  it  has  been  said  that  he  died  of  grief  on 
account  of  his  disappointment ;  but  I  am  unwilling  to  believe  that 
he  was  so  poor  a  creature  as  that  I 

Returning  to  Chudleigh  on  the  21st  of  October  he  remained  there, 
or  at  one  of  his  other  Manors  close  at  hand,  till  the  8th  of  July, 
1333.    The  work  in  the  Cathedral  now  demanded  his  presence  and 
close  attention;  for,  as  we  have  seen,^  the  new  pillars  of  the  Nave 
arcades  had  recently  been  completed,  and  the  arches  and  clerestory 
must  have  been  in  progress.     On  the  17th  of  November  he  issued  a 
Mandate  to  his  Official-Principal  for  the  recovery  of  the  Muniments 
belonging  to  the  Palace-Archives  and  other  things  of  value,  which 
were  still  in  the  hands  of  those  who  had  seized  them  after  Bishop 
Stapeldon's  death.     On  the  following  day  he  sanctioned  the  Appro- 
priation of  the  Rectory  of  Yamscombe  to  the  Hospital  of  St  John 
in  the  City  of  Exeter,  in  furtherance  of  Stapeldon's  great  scheme  for 
the  promotion  of  the  better  education  of  the  Clergy.     That  Bishop 
had  not  only  founded  a  Hall  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  but  he  was 
also  engaged  in  establishing  a  Grammar-School  for  boys  in  connection 
with  this  Hospital  in  Exeter,  when  his  work  was  interrupted  by  his 
violent  death.*    There  was  still  trouble  at  Whitchurch,®  and  it  seems 
that  Abbat  Bonus,  of  Tavistock,  had  been  at  the  bottom  of  the 
mischief  from  the  beginning.     He  had  numerous  adherents — "  sons 
of  Belial "  the  Bishop  called  them, — and  they  had  not  only  occupied 
the  Church  with  an  armed  force,  but  had  fortified  themselves  by 
throwing  up  a  stone  wall  against  the  doorway,  surrounded  by  a 
trench.     It  was  a  question  of  a  disputed  right  of  patronage,^  the 
Abbat  and  Convent  claiming  the  right  to  present  against  Walter 
atte  Treawen  on  whose  presentation  the  Bishop  had  instituted  David 
Alyam^  in  March,  1330-1.     It  was  impossible  to  induct  Alyam  ;  for 
when  the  Abbat  of  Buckland  went  to  Whitchurch  for  the  purpose, 
he  found  the  Church  converted  into  a  fortress,  and  met  with  such

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outrageous  treatment  at  the  bands  of  the  garrison  that  he  was  fain 
to  retreat,  after  pronouncing  Sentence  of  Excommunication  against 
the  offenders,  which  he  had  been  commissioned  to  do  if  they  refused 
to  submit.  As  this  measure  had  no  effect  on  the  culprits,  the 
Bishop  wrote  to  the  Archdeacon  of  Totnes  on  the  8th  of  December, 
ordering  him  to  proclaim  the  Sentence  throughout  the  Archdeaconry, 
and  to  take  all  such  steps  as  might  be  found  necessary  to  enforce 
it.  Nearer  home  the  Dean,  Richard  de  Coletone,  had  been  giving 
trouble  for  some  time  past.  He  had,  in  fact,  been  disaffected 
from  the  beginning  ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  he  bitterly 
resented  the  Bishop's  active  interference  in  the  Cathedral,  and 
the  ruthless  way  in  which  he  had  exposed  the  malpractices  of 
certain  members  of  the  Cathedral  Body.  At  last  the  Bishop 
excommunicated  him,  the  Dean  having  disputed  his  Jurisdiction  and 
refused  to  appear  before  hira  when  cited  to  do  so  ;  and  on  the  13th 
of  February,  1332-3,  he  issued  a  Mandate  to  the  Subdean  and 
Henry  Bloyou,  one  of  the  Canons,  for  the  sequestration  of  his 
revenues.^  This  strong  measure  had  the  desired  effect.  The  Dean 
appeared  before  the  Bishop  on  the  21st  of  March,  confessed  his 
fault,  and  promised  entire  obedience  for  the  time  to  come.  He 
was  immediately  forgiven  and  absolved  ;  and  the  Bishop,  on  the 
following  day,  wrote  to  the  Subdean  and  to  Bloyhou  to  tell 
them  the  good  news  :  "  I  received  him,"  he  wrote,  "  with  heart- 
felt joy ;  his  banishment  from  the  Church  had  been  a  bitter 
grief  to  me  ;  I  had  mourned  for  him  as  for  a  son  that  was 
lost ;  and  now,  to  quote  the  Parable  in  the  Gospel,  I  am,  in  spirit^ 
feasting  and  making  merry,  for  he  was  dead  and  is  alive  again,  was 
lost  and  is  found."*  A  few  days  later,  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1333, 
the  Bishop  dealt  with  another  offender,  one  Richard  Selere,  who 
had  been  thrice  Mayor  of  Exeter,  and  had  been  excommunicated 
for  violently  assaulting  John  Davy,  a  clerk.  He  was  absolved  on 
promising  to  make  full  satisfaction  to  the  injured  man,  and  to 
deliver  by  way  of  fine,  a  quarter  of  wheat  apiece,  "good,  clean 
grain,"  to  the  Friars  Preachers  and  Minors  of  Exeter,  the 
Brethren  of  St  John's  Hospital,  and  the  lepers  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene's,  before  Michaelmas.^  Another  trouble  arose  at  this 
time,  which  was  confined  indeed  to  a  single  parish,  but  there 
was  danger  that  it  might  extend  to  other  places  with  serious 
results ;  and  it  may  be  mentioned  as  evidence  of  the  unruly 
temper  with  which  the  Bishop  had  had  to  contend  from  the  first. 
The  tithe-payers  of  the  large  Parish  of  Silverton,  a  few  miles 
from  Exeter,  were  leagued  together  to  defraud  the  Parson  of  his 
dues,  some  of  them  cutting  down  the  amount  of  their  tithes  and 
some  keeping  them  back  altogether.    As  might  be  expected,  the

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Bishop  was  down,  at  once,  on  what  he  called  their  "  damnable 
presumption,"  giving  them  to  understand  that  Excommunication 
was  the  punishment  due  to  such  an  offence,  and  sending  them 
a  Monition  to  that  effect  on  the  20th  of   April.^ 

Early  in  1333  the  Scots  invaded  England,  and  the  King  forth- 
with marched  against  them.  He  wrote  to  the  Bishops  from 
Newcastle-on-Tjne  on  the  23rd  of  April,  requesting  the  prayers 
of  all  Christian  people  for  the  success  of  his  arms.  Grandisson 
was  prompt  to  take  action,  and  on  the  31st  of  May,  feeling, 
probably,  that,  in  his  remote  Diocese,  the  people  would  scarcely 
understand  the  matter,  and  would  take  little  or  no  interest  in  a 
danger  so  distant,  he  appealed  to  them  in  moving  terms, — "Who 
is  there  that  dwells  in  any  part  of  this  Realm  of  England,  who 
that  has  any  ardent  desire  for  the  peace  and  honour  of  the  King, 
and  can  fail  to  be  roused  by  hearing  of  the  savage  fury  and  insolent 
pride  of  our  enemies,  or  remain  unmoved  when  so  noble  a  Prince 
asks  us  for  our  prayers  ? "  He  had  undertaken  the  war  for  the  sake 
of  his  people,  and  to  ward  off  the  dangers  which  threatened  them 
all ;  not  regarding  himself,  nor  shrinking  from  the  risk  or  turmoil 
of  the  conflict,  but  caring  only  that  his  subjects  might  dwell  at 
ease  and  be  refreshed  in  the  multitude  of  peace.  And  he 
ordered  the  Celebration  of  Masses  with  Litanies,  Processions,  and 
devout  prayers  in  every  parish.*  On  the  17th  of  June  he  appro- 
priated the  Rectory  of  Rockbeare  to  the  Abbess  and  Convent  of 
Canonsleigh,  the  patrons  of  the  Benefice,  reserving  to  himself  and 
bis  Successors  the  right  of  Collation  to  the  Vicarage.^  In  Julv 
be  spent  a  few  days  with  his  father  at  Oxenhall ;  but  he  was  soon 
recalled  to  Exeter  to  deal  with  fresh  troubles  in  the  Cathedral.^ 
He  had  recently  collated  his  nephew,  his  sister's  sou,  John  de 
Northwode,  to  a  Canonry,  with  expectation  of  the  first  Prebend 
that  might  fall  vacant.  But  the  preferment  was  claimed  by  one 
William  le  Gyldene,  who  behaved  so  violently  that  the  Bishop 
excommunicated  him.  The  Dean,  though  but  lately  absolved  on 
his  submission,  was,  evidently,  a  turbulent  man,  for  we  find  him 
again  in  trouble,  suspended  and  excommunicated.^  And  on  the 
23rd  of  August  the  Bishop  commissioned  the  Subdean  and  William 
de  Nassington  to  take  the  Dean's  place  in  correcting  the  misconduct 
of  the  Vicars,  who  were  not  likely  to  mend  their  ways,  with  such 
an  evil  example  before  them.  On  the  11th  of  September  he 
commissioned  another  of  the  Canons,  John  de  Nassington,  to 
exercise  the  Dean's  right  of  patronage.^  There  was  trouble,  also, 
with  the  Deans-Rural,  many  of  whom,  instead  of  doing  their 
work  themselves,  had  presumed  to  appoint  as  substitutes  men 
of  no  character  and  wholly  unfit  for  such  an  office,  creating  a

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serious  Boandal ;  and,  on  the  1 9th,  the  President  of  the  Consis- 
tory Court  was  ordered  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be  found 
necessary  to  compel  the  Beneficed  Clergy  who  had  been  elected, 
to  do  their  work  themselves.  The  Bishop  resided  in  his  Manor- 
House  of  Paignton  during  the  month  of  September,  and  on  the 
4th  of  October  he  started  on  a  Visitation  of  portions  of  East  Corn- 
wall. On  his  way,  and  on  the  same  day,  he  dedicated  the  Parish 
Church  of  Dittisham,  which  had  been  rebuilt,  and  the  High  Altar 
at  Blaokawton.^  He  spent  the  6th  at  East  Allington,  and  dedicated 
the  High  Altar  there;  reaching  Yealmpton  on  the  following  day.^ 
On  the  9th  we  find  him  at  his  Manor-House  of  Cotynbeke,  where 
he  remained  till  the  1st  of  November.  It  had,  at  last,  become 
necessary  to  deal  peremptorily,  and  finally  with  the  sad  case  of 
the  Abbat  of  Tavistock,  whose  '^  enormities  "  could  be  tolerated 
no  longer.  The  Bishop  had  been  most  patient  with  him,  and 
had  tried,  by  every  means  in  his  power,  to  bring  him  to  a  better 
mind  ;^  but  all  his  efforts  Were  in  vain,  and  on  the  24th  of  October 
Bonus  was  deprived.^  His  successor,  John  de  Courtenay,  one  of 
the  Monks,  was  blessed  by  the  Bishop  at  Clyst^  on  the  24th  of 
April,  1334.  Proceeding  northward  from  Cotynbeke,  he  dedicated 
the  High  Altar  of  St.  Sampson's,  Southill,  on  the  4th  of  November, 
1333,  the  cemetery  of  St.  Thomas,  within  the  precincts  of  Laun- 
ceston  Priory,  on  the  6th,  and  the  High  Altar  of  Kilkhampton 
on  the  10th,  reaching  Hartland  Abbey  on  the  12th.  The  case 
of  Dean  Coleton's  rebellion  had  become  acute ;  for  he  had  taken 
part  in  the  opposition  to  the  Collation  of  John  de  Northwode 
referred  to  above,  and  also  of  Richard  Fitz-Ralph,  to  Canonries, 
and,  the  Primatial  See  being  vacant  by  reason  of  Mepeham's 
death,  he  had  induced  the  Official  of  the  Court  of  Canterbury 
to  intervene  in  the  matter  and  impugn  the  Bishop's  right  and 
jurisdiction.  Accordingly  the  Bishop  issued  an  Inhibition  to  his 
four  Archdeacons,  from  Hartland,  on  the  21  at  of  November,* 
forbidding  them  to  obey  the  said  Official  or  pay  any  attention  to 
the  Mandate  which  he  had  directed  to  them  on  the  9th  of  that 
roonth.^  On  the  12th,  moreover,  he  had  ordered  the  Subdean 
to  sequestrate  the  Dean's  revenues.^  Leaving  Hartland  he  reached 
Torrington  on  the  16th,  and  Winkleigh,  where  he  dedicated  the 
High  Altar,  on  the  17  th  ;  after  which  he  remained  in  his  Manor- 
House  of  Crediton  till  the  14th  of  January,  1333-4.  But  he  was 
not  suffered  to  rest  long ;  the  Vicars  in  the  Cathedral  were  again 
causing  grievous  scandal  by  shameless  misconduct  in  the  Choir, 
encouraged,  we  can  scarcely  doubt,  by  the  evil  example,  in  another

way,  of  the  Dean,  their  Immediate  head;  and  the  Bishop,  re- 
membering their  abominable  conduct  on  the  Feast  of  the  Holy 
Innocents*  in  the  previous  year,  when  they  not  only  disturbed 
the  Services  by  loud  laughter  and  other  gross  improprieties,  but 
even  disgraced  themselves  by  indulging  in  vulgar  revellings  and 
obscene  gestures  before  the  people,  wrote  to  them,  on  the  16th 
of  December,  through  the  Subdean  and  William  de  Nassington, 
to  tell  them  that,  if  they  dared  to  repeat  such  conduct  on  the 
same  holy  Feast,  now  near  at  hand,  he  would  deal  with  them 
with  the  utmost  rigour.^  To  Graudisson,  who  was  a  man  of  the 
most  reverent  and  devout  mind,  and  who  was  engaged  at  the 
time,  at  great  self-sacrifice  and  with  abounding  zeal,  in  the 
arduous  work  of  completing  the  Cathedral  Church,  which,  he 
tells  us,  over  and  over  again,  he  regarded  as  his  beloved  Spouse, 
the  very  thought  of  such  sacrilege  as  this  must  have  caused 
nothing  short  of  agony.  But  he  was  dauntless,  and  the  work 
went  on  unceasingly  in  the  face  of  all  rebufis  and  discouragemeut. 
We  soon  find  him  in  £xeter  again  ;^  where,  on  the  16th  of 
January  he  appropriated  the  Rectory  of  Bere- Ferrers  for  the 
endowment  of  an  Archpresbitery  in  that  Church.^  On  the  20th 
of  January  he  was  at  Ottery,*  a  place  which  was  very  near  his 
heart,  and  for  the  benefit  of  which  he  was,  already,  contemplating 
great  things. 

On  the  defeat  of  Douglas,  the  Regent  of  Scotland,  Baliol  was 
received  as  King  in  a  Parliament  held  in  October  at  Perth ; 
but,  on  his  ceding  to  the  English  the  South  of  Scotland,  he  was 
driven  out,  and  fled  to  Berwick  early  in  February  :  it  was, 
doubtless,  in  consequence  of  these  stirring  events  that  our 
Bishop  journeyed  to  the  North,  to  attend  the  Parliament  which 
was  summoned  to  meet  at  York^  on  the  21st  of  February, 
1333-4.  We  find  him,  on  his  way,  at  Lutterworth^  on  the  12th 
of  February,  and  he  remained  in  York  till,  apparently,  the 
middle  of  March.  The  Register  only  records  his  movements,  and 
gives  no  account  of  his  doings  in  Parliament.  He  appears  to 
have  been  in  London^  on  the  16th  of  March  on  his  way  to 
Faringdon,  Hants,  where  he  remained  till  the  middle  of  April, 
1334.  On  the  20th  of  April  he  passed  through  Wid  worthy  and 
Gittisham®  on  his  way  to  Clyst,  where  he  amved  on  the  same 
day;  remaining  there,  or  at  one  of  his  Manors  in  the  neighbour- 
hood and  at  Exeter,  till  the  13th  of  May,  1336.  Evidently,  the 
great  work  in  the  Cathedral,  which  must  have  been  then  advancing 
rapidly,  demanded  his  almost  continuous  presence. 

There  is,  of  course,  a  full  record  of   the  routine  work  of   the 
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Diocese  during  this  long  interval.  On  the  6th  of  May,  1334, 
the  Abbey-Church  of  Tavistock  was  formally  released  from  Inter- 
dict, and  the  Monks  who  had  been  excommunicated  were  absolved.''^ 
On  the  15th,  William  de  Byttedene,  the  recalcitrant  Prior  of 
St.  James's,  Exeter,  was  excommunicated,  and  the  case  of  one 
Peter  de  Beare,  a  depraved  and  heretical  clerk,  who  was  married, 
and  seems  to  have  led  a  most  disreputable  life,  was  severely 
dealt  with.^  Dean  Coletone,  who  had  appealed  to  the  Pope,  and 
was  now  at  Avignon,  was  once  more  inclined  to  be  reconciled  to 
his  Bishop ;  but,  as  he  had  no  money  and  could  not  return  to 
England,  the  Bishop,  on  the  28th  of  June,  ordered  a  temporary 
relaxation  of  the  sequestration  of  his  revenues.^  One  William, 
calling  himself  a  hermit,  had  settled  at  "  St.  Davyd  in  la  Hamme," 
in  the  parish  of  Ashprington,  near  Totnes ;  he  was  disturbing  the 
neighbourhood  by  preaching  heresies  and  reviling  the  Bishop,  and 
was  supposed  to  be  insane  :  on  the  30th  of  June  the  Bishop 
ordered  the  man  to  be  brought  before  him,  with  what  result  we 
are  not  told.^  On  the  1st  of  July  a  new  series  of  Statutes  was 
promulgated  for  the  better  government  of  Crediton  Collegiate 
Church.*  On  the  same  day  the  Rectory  of  St.  Colan  was  appro- 
priated to  Glasney  College,  for  the  better  endowment  of  the 
Sacristy,"  and  Walter  Meryet,  who  as  Chancellor  was  bound  by 
Statute  to  lecture  periodically  in  the  Cathedral,  was  released  from 
part  of  the  burden  by  permission  to  employ  a  deputy.®  The  King 
having  required  the  Bishop,  by  his  Letters,  dated  on  the  3rd  of 
August,^  to  send  him  a  Return  as  to  all  aliens  beneficed  in  his 
Diocese,  the  latter  complied  on  the  12th  of  September,  a  full  copy  of 
the  Document  being  recorded  in  his  Register.^  Grave  irregularities 
having  been  committed,  in  the  matter  of  absolving  penitents  and 
enjoining  penances,  by  the  Archdeacons  and  their  Officials,  who  had 
presumed  to  act  in  cases  reserved  to  the  Bishop  alone,  and  were, 
therefore,  deceiving  the  people,  "crying  Peace,  peace,  when  there 
was  no  peace,"  they  were  commanded,  on  the  12th  of  December,  to 
desist  immediately.^  Pope  John  XXll  died  on  the  4th  of  December : 
he  was  Grandisson's  patron  and  staunch  friend ;  and  we  are  told 
that  the  Bishop  received  the  tidings  with  anguish  of  heart  and 
with  tears.  On  the  22nd  he  issued  a  general  Exhortation  to  the 
Diocese,  announcing  their  loss,  and  requiring  prayers  to  be  offered 
in  every  Church  for  the  repose  of  the  deceased  PontifiPs  soul,  and 
for  those  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  elect  a  successor,  that  God 
would  guide  them  aright ^^  On  the  23rd  of  January,  1334-5,  the 
Rectory  of   Bickleigh  was  appropriated  to  Buckland  Abbey.^^    A 
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dispute  having  arisen  at  Wells  between  Alan  de  Conesburghe  and 
Bobert  de  Tautoue,  both  of  whom  claimed  the  Provostship  in  the 
Cathedral,  the  Pope  deputed  Bishop  Grandlsson  to  investigate 
the  matter.  Meanwhile  Tautone  died;  and  the  Bishop,  on  the 
9th  of  May,  1335,  sequestrated  the  revenues,  pending  a  final 
settlement.^  On  the  31st  of  May  the  Bishop  wrote  in  severe 
terms  to  the  four  Archdeacons,  denouncing  the  grievous  irreverence 
of  which  many  priests  were  guilty  in  their  administration  of  the 
VuUicum:  he  had  discovered  that  this  was  of  almost  daily 
occurrence,  and  that  many  of  the  Clergy  did  not  even  take 
the  trouble  to  vest  themselves  for  this  ministry,  and  carried  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  to  the  sick  as  if  it  were  a  common  thing, 
without  a  light,  and  without  a  bell  to  arouse  the  devotion  of  the 
faithful  on  their  way.^  There  had  been  a  great  outrage  com- 
mitted in  Plymouth  at  this  time :  the  bailiff  of  Plympton  Priory, 
John  Haywarde  by  name,  while  engaged  in  his  ordinary  duties 
on  the  Priory  estates,  had  been  set  upon  by  a  band  of  men,  to 
escape  from  whom  he  took  refuge  in  the  Church  of  Suttone. 
The  ruffians  broke  down  the  door,  dragged  their  victim  out^  and 
not  only  slashed  him  with  their  swords  and  beat  him  with  clubs, 
but  even  went  so  far  as  to  break  his  legs.  They  escaped,  and 
it  appeared  that  no  one  could,  or  would,  identify  them ;  so  the 
Bishop  issued  a  general  Sentence  of  Excommunication  against 
them  on  the  8th  of  July.' 

The  King  was  still  in  the  North,  ravaging  Scotland,  in  concert 
with  Baliol.  And  the  Bishop,  to  whom  Edward  had  appealed  from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  on  the  28th  of  June,  issued  his  Mandate,  on  the 
3rd  of  August,  for  the  renewal  throughout  his  Diocese  of  prayers 
for  the  success  of  the  English  arms.^ 

It  will  be  remembered^  that  Dean  Coletone  had  written  to  the 
Bishop  from  Avignon,  expressing  his  desire  to  be  reconciled,  once 
more,  to  his  offended  Father  in  God,  and  asking  for  a  partial  relax- 
ation of  the  sequestration  of  his  revenues,  as  he  could  not  return 
to  England  for  lack  of  money;  and  that  his  request  was  granted 
on  the  28th  of  June,  1334.  About  a  year  elapsed  before  he  set 
out :  the  negotiations  and  necessary  arrangements,  of  course,  took 
time ;  and  probably  he  was  detained  by  illness,  broken  down,  we 
can  well  believe,  by  his  utter  failure  to  influence  the  Pope  against 
the  Bishop.  He  died  on  his  way  home,^  on  the  4th  of  August^, 
1335.     On  the  14th,  two  Licences  were  granted — to  the  Treasurer,

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Richard  de  Wjdeslade,  to  exercise  the  Jurisdiction  pertaining 
to  the  Deanery,  during  the  vacancy;  and  to  the  Chapter,  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  election  of  Coletone's  successor.  On  the  25th  the 
Peculiar  Jurisdiction  of  Braunton,  which  pertained  to  the  Deanery, 
was  committed  to  Richard  de  Bysshopleghe,  Rector  of  Lawhitton. 
And  on  the  6th  of  September,^  the  Subdean,  Richard  de  Brayleghe, 
was  elected  unanimously.^  The  Bishop  confirmed  the  election  on 
the  2nd  of  October,  issuing  his  Mandate  for  the  Induction,  by 
the  Treasurer,  on  the  same  day.^  And  on  the  1 9th  of  December, 
mindful  of  the  recent  troubles  and  scandals  in  the  Cathedral  Choir, 
he  wrote  to  remind  the  new  Dean  that  it  was  his  duty  to  exer- 
cise controul  over  the  Vicars;  exhorting  him,  ''by  the  shedding 
of  the  Precious  Blood  of  Jesus  Christ,''  not  to  hesitate  to  enforce 
the  penal  statutes  against  all  offenders,  remembering  that  he  had 
assumed  a  share  in  the  Bishop's  responsibilities.^ 

Grandisson,  as  we  have  seen,  was  a  strenuous  reformer  of  abuses ; 
and  we,  now,  find  him  directing  his  attention  to  the  state  of  his 
Consistory  Court.  There,  as  elsewhere,  grievous  abuses  were  preva- 
lent. Men  who  had  no  standing  as  judges  were  presuming  to 
exercise  judgement;  and  even  the  lawful  Judges,  Officials,  and 
Notaries  were  taking  part  in  oppressing  all  who  came  within  their 
dutches,  blinded  by  a  love  of  private  gain  which  "ought  rather  to 
be  called  rapacity."  Cases  were  heard  not  in  open  Court  but  in 
secret  chambers ;  and  many  innocent  persons  were  condemned, 
without  resistance  on  their  part,  being  simply  worn  out  by  the 
treatment  which  they  received,  and  driven  into  submission  as  the 
least  of  the  evils  which  threatened  them.  The  fame,  or  rather,  as 
the  Bishop  says,  the  infamy,  of  these  misdeeds  at  last  reached 
Grandisson's  ears,  and  he  promptly  took  measures  to  secure  a 
remedy,  issuing  on  the  3rd  of  February,  1335-6,  a  series  of  Rules, 
fourteen  in  number,  for  the  better  governance  of  the  Courts  and, 
at  the  same  time,  appointing  a  Commission  to  inquire  into  the 
excesses  of  which  he  was  informed  the  Advocates,  Proctors,  and 
others  serving  in  the  said  Court  were  guilty.  He  insisted  on 
immediate  obedience,  and  reminded  the  offenders  that  he  was 
making  no  new  demands  upon  them,  but  only,  as  they  were  well 
aware,  insisting  on  their  submitting  themselves  to  the  antient  and 
time-honoured  regulations  of  the  Court,  which  pertained  to  his 
Spiritual  Jurisdiction.^ 

On  the  Uth  of  May,  1336,  he  dedicated  the  High  Altar  at 
Stoke-in-Teignhead^ ;  after  which  he  resided  for  about  a  month  at 
Paignton,  and  then  set  out  to  conclude  his  General  Visitation  of

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Cornwall,  which  had  been  twice  commenced  and,  for  yarious  reasons, 
suspended.  On  his  way^  he  dedicated  the  High  Altar  at  Moreleigh, 
on  the  13th  of  June,  and  that  of  Diptford  on  the  14th;  the 
Church  of  North  Huish  and  its  High  Altar  on  the  15th,  the 
Church  of  Holbeton  and  its  High  Altar,  and  the  Altar  of  St. 
Thomas,  on  the  18th,  and  the  Church  of  Com  wood,  its  High 
Altar,  and  two  other  Altars  therein,  on  the  19th.  On  the  26th, 
we  find  him  in  his  Manor  of  Cotynbeke,  near  St.  German's,  where 
he  found  it  necessary  to  deal  peremptorily  with  a  sad  case  of 
outrage  at  Plymouth,  an  attempt  having  been  made  to  intrude  one 
Koger  de  Trevyliaus,  by  force  of  arms,  into  the  Vicarage  of  Sut- 
tone,  which  was  not  even  vacant  at  the  time,  but  in  the  possession 
of  Brother  Nicholas  de  Weylonde,  the  lawful  Vicar.  He  had  threat- 
ened the  offenders  with  Excommunication,  writing  from  Paignton, 
on  the  28th  of  May,^  but  with  little  or  no  result;  and  now  he 
ordered  the  Church  to  be  laid  under  Interdict,  and  the  Sentence 
of  Excommunication  to  be  solemnly  proclaimed.^  The  sacrilegious 
ruffians  had  behaved  with  the  greatest  brutality,  cruelly  wounding 
one  Bartholomew  Glyse,  who  had  taken  refuge  in  the  Church,  and 
with  much  violence  driving  out  of  the  place  Walter  de  Kynelonde, 
a  priest,  whom  the  Bishop  had  sent  to  suppress  the  tumult;  and 
they  broke  into  Weylonde's  house  and  stole  everything  they  could 
lay  their  hands  on — a  large  number  of  silver  cups  and  spoons,  all 
the  Vicar's  provisions  and  his  bedding,  and  £20  in  money. 

It  must  have  been  with  a  feeling  of  great  relief  that  the  Bishop 
set  out,  on  the  1st  of  July,  to  traverse  the  quiet  highways  and 
byways  aloog  the  Cornish  coast^  The  Church  of  St.  Veep,  between 
Lostwithiel  and  Fowey,  had  been  recently  rebuilt;  and  he  dedi- 
cated it,  on  that  day,  in  honour  of  SS.  Cyric  and  Juliet,  with 
its  High  Altar.  Proceeding  down  the  river  to  Fowey,  where 
also  the  Church,  originally  dedicated  to  St  Finbar,  had  been 
rebuilt,^  he  dedicated  it,  with  its  three  Altars,  in  honour  of  St. 
Nicholas,  Bishop  and  Confessor,  on  the  3rd.  On  the  10th  he 
dedicated  the  High  Altar  of  St.  Gulval,  close  to  Penssance  on  the 
east,  and  on  the  11th  that  of  "  Paul  "  (the  Church  of  St.  Paulinus), 
just  beyond  that  town  on  the  west.  His  headquarters  were  at 
Alvertone,  in  the  suburbs  of  Penzance,  a  Manor  of  the  Baronial 
Family  of  Tyes.^     On  the   12th  he  proceeded,  with  great  state,

eminent  Clericks,  to  exercise  in  person  his  Diocesan  Jurisdiction 
where,  for  so  many  years,  both  he  and  his  Predecessors  had  been 
successfully  resisted.  There  was  now,  it  seemed,  a  prospect  of 
better  things,  and  Grandissou  determined  to  make  the  most  of 
his  opportunity.  The  parishioners  assembled  in  the  Church  in 
large  numbers  to  meet  him,  and  he  spoke  to  them  by  an  inter- 
preter, Henry  Marsley,  Rector  of  St.  Just-in-Penwith ;  for  with 
the  exception  of  the  higher  classes,  who  were  educated  men,  they 
understood  only  their  own  Cornish  tongue.  At  the  outset  he 
solemnly  renounced  everything  that  could,  in  any  way,  be  regarded 
as  prejudicial  to  the  rights  of  the  King,  claiming  only  spiritual 
authority  over  them  as  their  Bishop.  All  submitted,  and  quite 
imanimously;  the  principal  inhabitants  speaking  in  English  or 
In  French,  and  the  others  in  their  own  language.  This  was  done 
with  great  solemnity,  all  kneeling  at  the  Bishop's  feet,  with  up- 
lifted hands,  confessing  that  they  had  been  rebels  against  the 
unity  of  the  Church.  The  Hymn  Vent,  Creator,  was  then  sung 
and  prayers  were  said,  after  which  the  Bishop  absolved  them  all. 
And  then  he  preached  to  them  from  the  text— *' Ye  were  as  sheep 
going  astray,  but  are  now  returned  unto  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop 
of  your  souls."  The  sermon  was  in  Latin,  the  interpreter  after* 
wards  reciting  the  substance  of  it  to  the  congregation  in  their 
Cornish  tongue.  Many  of  the  younger  parishioners  then  came  forward 
and  received  the  First  Tonsure  at  the  Bishop's  hands ;  and  children, 
"almost  more  than  could  be  numbered,"  gathered  from  all  parts 
of  the  large  Parish  and  its  dependent  Chapelries,  were  confirmed. 
The  priests  who  served  the  Church  took  the  oath  of  Canonical 
Obedience;  but  the  Dean,  still  rebellious,  was  conspicuous  by 
his  absence ;  and,  two  days  later,  at  Alvertone,  the  Bishop  com- 
mitted the  administration  of  the  Deanery  to  Henry  Marseley,  the 
interpreter  mentioned  above.  The  names  of  the  five  Chaplains 
are  given,  and  also  those  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  thirteen  in 
number ;  some  of  which,  such  as  Yy vyan,  Boscawen,  and  Penrose, 
are  still  names  of  honour  in  this  far-western  land. 

On  the  13th  the  Bishop  visited^  St.  Just  and  St.  Madron, 
dedicating  the  High  Altars  of  both  Churches;  and  on  the  14th 
he  celebrated  the  same  solemn  rite  in  the  Churches  of  St.  Ludgvan, 
and  St.  Colan  (near  St.  Columb),  not  far  from  his  Manor  of 
Poutone,  where  he  remained  till  about  the  23Fd ;  visiting  Lezant, 
where,  also,  he  dedicated  the  High  Altar,^  on  the  27th,  and 
Lawhitton  on  the  31st,  on  his  homeward  way.  lie  had  made  a 
complete  circuit  of  the  County ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that 
he  had  confirmed  or  admitted  to  the  first  Tonsure  in  many  places.

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But  there  is  do  record  of  such  work  except  in  the  case  ol  St. 
Biiryan ;  and  the  Register  of  his  Ordinations  (referred  to  on  p.  820) 
has,  unhappily,  been  lost.  The  works  in  the  Cathedi*al,  of  course, 
required  his  constant  supervision,  and  he  resided  in  £xeter,  or 
at  Cljst  hard  by,  till  the  12th  of  February,  1336-7,  and,  probably, 
later;  and  the  Register  contains  a  full  record  of  his  ordinary 
routine  work  during  the  interval.  Roger  de  Trevyliaus,  ^*  the 
ringleader  and  charioteer  of  the  rebels''  at  Plymouth,  submitted 
and  was  absolved;  and  the  Church  of  Suttone  was  released  from 
Interdict  on  the  9th  of  August.^  Even  Dean  Maunte,  finding,  of 
course,  that  he  was  no  longer  supported  at  St.  Buryan,  obeyed 
the  Bishop's  summons  to  Clyst,  and  made  his  submission  there, 
taking  the  oath  of  Canonical  Obedience  on  the  16th.^  John  of 
Eltham,  Karl  of  Cornwall,  died  in  September;  and  on  the  30th 
the  Bishop  sequestrated  his  goods.^  He  had,  probably,  good 
reason  for  doing  so,  for  the  officials  of  the  £arls,  as  the  Registers 
abundantly  testify,  had  long  been  accustomed  to  oppress,  and 
sometimes  even  grievously  outrage  the  Clergy,  presuming,  no 
doubt,  on  their  position  as  the  agents,  indirectly,  of  the  Crown> 
But  on  this  occasion  he  found  that  might  was  stronger  than  right ; 
and  on  the  8th  of  October  he  wrote  to  his  Commissaries,  iufoinning 
them  that  it  had  never  been  his  intention  to  derogate  the  rights 
of  the  King,  and  that  they  would  have  to  accept  John  de 
Mountvyroun  as  their  colleague,  on  the  King's  behalf.^  On  the 
30th  of  October  the  Rectory  of  St.  Madron  was  appropriated  to 
the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England.^  On  the  12th 
of  November  the  IMshop  dedicated  the  High  Altar  of  the  Chapel 
of  St.  John's  Hospital,  Exeter ;  and  on  the  1 4th  he  reconciled  the 
churohyard  at  Exrainster,  which  had  been  polluted  by  the  shedding 
of  blood.^  On  the  19th  he  settled  finallv  with  the  Executors  of 
Bishop  Stapeldon,  receiving  from  them  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
marks.^  There  had  been  troubles  for  some  time  past  in  coiniec- 
tion  with  the  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Crantock,  in  Cornwall, 
which  had  been  seriously  hampered  by  the  negligence  and  mal- 
practices of  the  late  Dean.  The  Vicars  appointed  by  the  Canons 
were  ignorant  men,  who  could  neither  sing  nor  read  properly,  and 
some  of  them  were  not  in  priests'  Orders.  On  the  8th  of  October 
he  had  issued  his  Mandate  to  the  Dean,  William  de  Lunday, 
requiring  him  to  provide  a  remedy  against  all  such  abuses 
for  the  time  to  come.^  And,  now,  he  found  that  the  Canons  were 
non-resident,  and  that,  in  consequence,  the  worship  of  God  was

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neglected,  the  duty  of  hospitality  suspended,  and  the  very  build- 
ings were  becoming  ruinous.  So  he  issued  a  Mandate,  requiring 
them  all  to  reside  under  pain  of  Excommunication.^  There  had 
been  much  difficulty,  for  some  time  past,  in  inducing  parishioners  to 
pay  the  procurations  due  to  the  Bishop  when  Churches  had  been 
dedicated  or  reconciled,  and  there  seemed  to  be  some  doubt  as  to 
the  amounts  chargeable.  The  Bishop  was  pained  by  perpetual 
altercations  on  the  subject,  and  on  the  12th  of  December  he  issued 
an  authoritative  "Table  of  Fees,"  confirming  a  former  Table 
authorized  by  Bishop  Stapeldon, — for  the  Dedication  of  Churches, 
five  marks;  of  Altars,  forty  shillings;  for  the  Reconciliation  of 
Churches  and  their  Cemeteries,  either  five  marks  or  forty  shillings, 
according  to  circumstances.^  There  were  troubles  at  Launccston 
Priory,  Adam  de  Knolle,  the  Prior,  being  a  man  of  evil  repute, 
unworthy  of  his  Profession,  and  given  to  spending  much  of  his  time 
outside  his  House,  consorting  not  only  with  men  of  the  world  but 
even  with  dissolute  women.  And  on  the  10th  of  February,  1336-7, 
the  Bishop  ordered  R4chard  de  Gomersale  and  Bartholomew  de 
Castro  to  hold  an  Inquisition  in  the  Priory  and  report^ 

Early  in  March  (being  summoned  to  Parliament),  he  went  to 
Loudon, — one  of  his  rare  and  brief  absences  from  his  Diocese.'*  He 
had  long  been  troubled  about  the  affairs  of  the  Earldom  of  Cornwall, 
which  was  erected  into  a  Duchy  on  the  17th  of  March,  when  Prince 
Edward  was  invested  as  the  first  Duke.  Two  Documents  were 
inserted  in  the  Register,  both  without  context,  the  first  relating  to 
the  Charter  of  Ring  Edward  II,  confirming  to  the  Bishops  of  Exeter 
the  Grant  of  the  Tithe  of  Royal  Fish,  in  Devon  and  Cornwall,  made 
by  King  Henry  II  to  Bishop  Robert  de  Chichester*;  the  second 
containing  a  series  of  Petitions  to  the  King  touching  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Royal  Duchy,  and  complaining  of  the  many  oppressions 
and  exactions  committed  in  the  name  of  the  Elarls  of  Cornwall 
against  the  Church,  in  past  times.'  By  the  end  of  the  month  he 
was  at  home  again;  at  Honiton  on  the  31st,  and  soon  after  at 
Chudleigh,^  and  at  Exeter,  where  he  appropriated  the  Rectory  of 
Northmolton  to  LilleshuU  Abbey.^  There  were  fresh  troubles  at 
Bosham ;  the  See  of  Chichester  was  void  by  the  death  of  Bishop

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J(din  de  Langetone  in  June,  1337,  and  the  Archbishop  seised  the 
opportunity  to  visit  the  College  which  had  always  been  exempt  from 
his  Jurisdiction ;  but  Grandisson,  as  the  Ordinary  of  the  place, 
appealed,  on  the  22nd  of  September,  to  the  Pope.^  There  were 
troubles,  also,  again,  in  the  Cathedral,  arising  from  the  persistent 
non-residence  of  Walter  Meriet,  the  Chancellor.  This  had  been 
going  on  for  ten  years,  and  had  caused  great  anxiety  to  the  Bishop, 
who  complains  that  the  man  was  incorrigible,  and  that  reproof, 
rebuke,  and  exhortation  were  simply  thrown  away  upon  him ;  the 
offender  was  careful  to  secure  every  penny  of  his  revenues,  but  he 
did  nothing  to  earn  them;  he  had  even  allowed  the  buildings  at 
Stoke-Gabriel  and  St.  Newlyn, — Churches  appropriated  for  the  en- 
dowment of  his  Office, — to  fall  in  ruins  to  the  ground,  while  the 
parishioners  were  wholly  neglected.  This  was  more  than  the  Bishop 
could  stand,  and  on  the  31st  of  October  he  took  vigorous  measures 
to  compel  the  Chancellor  to  reside  and  fulfil  his  duties.^  On  the 
14th  of  November  an  Archpresbytery,  for  an  Archpriest  and  five 
associate-priests,  was  established  in  the  Church  of  Haccombe'  by 
Sir  John  Lercedekne,  fulfilling  the  intention,  frustrated  by  his  death, 
of  Sir  Stephen  de  Haccombe,  from  whom  Sir  John  had  inherited  the 
Manor  through  his  wife  Cecilia  de  Haccombe.  The  Church  of  St. 
Hugh,  of  Quethiock,  in  Cornwall,  was  appropriated  to  the  new 
Foundation.^  On  the  26th  of  November  the  Bishop  visited  the 
Cathedral  in  person,  and  he  caused  a  full  account  of  the  proceedings 
to  be  entered  in  his  Register.^  The  names  of  all  the  Cathedral 
Body,  the  officials  and  ministers,  are  recorded,  from  the  Dean  to  the 
junior  custos,  and  the  Articles  of  Visitation,  fifty-one  in  number  and 
of  a  most  searching  character,  are  set  forth  at  large.  The  result  of 
the  Bishop's  investigations  was  far  from  satisfactory,  and  in  his 
consequent  Deci'ee,  issued  on  the  4th  of  January,  1337-8,  he  de- 
nounced the  offenders,  in  withering  terms,  as  guilty  of  avarice  and 
fraud ;  nay,  in  God's  sight,  of  theft  and  sacrilege ;  commanding 
them  to  obey  the  Statutes.  The  Dean  was  to  send  to  the  Bishop 
full  particulars,  with  the  names,  in  all  cases  of  colourable  aud 
fictitious  Residence,  within  fifteen  days. 

We  have,  now,  reached  the  date  of  the  Foundation  of  the  College 
of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery,  which  takes  rank  amongst  the  chief  achieve- 
ments of  Grandisson's  Episcopate.  The  Church  is  a  truly  magnificent 
building,  recalling,  with  its  transept-towers,  the  good  Bishop's  own 
well-loved  "Spouse"  of  Exeter.  It  must  have  been  a  fabrick  of 
some  pretensions  originally ;  but  jm  remodelled,  enlarged,  and  in 
great  measure  rebuilt  by  Grandisson,  it  is  justly  regarded  as  one  of 
the  glories  of  Devon,  and  a  marvellous  monument  of  the  great 
Bishop's  architectural  knowledge,  munificence,  and  devotion.    From

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end  to  end  it  breathes  his  spirit ;  and  in  every  detail  we  see  and  feel 
the  evidence  of  the  continuous  influence  of  his  master-mind  and 
matchless  skill  It  is  impossible,  within  the  narrow  limits  of  a 
Preface,  to  do  justice  to  such  a  subject  as  this  ;  and,  happily,  I  have 
no  need  even  to  attempt  the  task.  The  Church  has  been  described 
at  length,  with  many  excellent  illustrations,  in  the  Transactions  of 
the  Exeter  Architectural  Society^ ;  Dr.  Oliver  has  dealt  exhaustively 
with  the  history  and  Statutes  of  the  Foundation  in  his  Monasttcon  of 
the  Diocese ;  and,  while  I  am  writing,  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Dalton,  Canon 
of  Windsor,  is  engaged  on  yet  another  such  history,  which  will  be 
far  more  full  and  accurate  than  its  predecessors.  I  have  had  the 
advantage,  through  his  courtesy,  of  reading  many  of  his  proofs ;  and 
I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  here,  that  he  has  extended  his  researches 
beyond  the  fabrick  of  the  Church,  tracing  and  identifying,  with 
marked  success,  all  that  can  now  be  traced — a  fragment  here  and 
there,  and  long-buried  foundations — of  the  Collegiate  Buildings, 
which  were  swept  away  after  the  Dissolution.  I  must  be  content, 
simply,  to  refer  the  reader  to  the  numerous  documents  relating  to 
the  College  which  are  included  in  these  Volumes,^  beginning  with 
the  purchase  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Manor  and  Advowson  of  Ottery, 
in  1335,  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Rouen,  who,  he  tells  us, 
drove  a  hard  bargain,  compelling  him  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price 
for  property  which  they  were  forced  to  acknowledge  was  of  small 
value  to  themselves.  The  date  of  the  actual  Foundation  was 
Christmas  Eve,  1 337 ;  the  sanction  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Exeter  for  his  Ordinances  was  obtained  on  the  22nd  of  January, 
1337-8,  and  they  were  sent  to  Avignon  for  Confirmation  soon  after- 
wards ;  the  Pope  objected  to  them  as  too  prolix,  and  advised  the 
Bishop  to  cut  them  down ;  which  he  did,  issuing  the  Statutes  on  the 
29th  of  September,  1339,  and  sending  the  revised  Document  to 
Avignon  at  the  same  time,  or,  perhaps,  early  in  1 340.  Benedict  XII 
died  on  the  25th  of  April,  1342,  before  a  Bull  of  Confirmation  had 
been  issued.  It  was  issued  by  Clement  VI  on  the  27th  of  June 
following,  and  was  one  of  the  first  of  his  Pontifical  Acts. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  1338,  the  Church  of  Newtoii-St.  Cyres 
was  appropriated  to  Plympton  Priory,^  and  that  of  St.  Merryn  to 
the  Dean  and  Chapter.^  Roger  de  Charleton,  Archdeacon  of  Totnes, 
died  in  April,  and  his  successor,  John  de  Northwode,  was  collated 
on  the  13th  of  June.^  He  was  the  Bishop's  nephew;  and,  pro- 
bably, there  was  a  suspicion  of  nepotism,  for  the  appointment  was 
resented  by  certain  persons  "blinded  by  avarice  and  overcome  by 
ambition,"  against  whom  the  Bishop  issued  a  strongly  worded  de. 
nunciation  on  the  24th.^    There  was  trouble  again,  at  this  time,

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with  the  Abbat  and  Monks  of  Tavistock ;  and  it  would  seem  that 
Abbat  Courtenay,  of  whom  great  things  had  been  expected,  was, 
in  many  respects,  no  improvement  on  his  predecessor  Bonus.  On 
the  12th  of  July  the  Bishop  issued  a  Ck>mmi8sion  for  the  Visitation 
of  the  Abbey^ ;  and  a  second  Commission  for  an  inquiry  as  to  its 
condition  was  issued  on  6th  of  August^  The  results  were  a  Seques- 
tration-order oh  the  27th,  and  an  Ordinance  for  its  better  government 
on  the  31st,  which  led  to  Gourtenay's  submission^ ;  but  the  Bishop 
issued  a  second  Ordinance  on  the  1 2th  of  September,  having  regard 
to  the  serious  state  of  affairs,  which  demanded  an  immediate  and 
effectual  remedy :  he  had  ascertained  that  the  Abbey,  "  which  had 
once  abounded  in  riches  and  honour  "  had  been  reduced  to  a  miser- 
ably poor  condition,  and  that  its  debts  amounted  to  no  less  than 
£1,300,  a  very  large  sum  in  those  days.^  It  will  be  remembered 
that  as  long  ago  as  July,  1333,  an  outrage  had  been  committed  in 
the  Cathedral  by  one  William  de  Gyldene  (or  Guldene),  for  which  he 
was  excommunicated.^  He  had  then  resisted  the  Collation  of  John  de 
Northwode  to  a  Canoniy,  and  he  appears  to  have  been  the  ringleader 
in  the  opposition  to  his  promotion  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Totnes, 
referred  to  above.  This  man  was  suspected  of  heresy,  and  it  is 
certain  that  he  was  a  turbulent  fellow,  ambitious,  envious,  and 
utterly  unscrupulous.^  On  this  second  occasion  he  again  resorted 
to  open  and  sacrilegious  violence,  in  order  to  secure  his  ends. 
The  Bishop  requested  the  Dean  to  send  him  a  full  report  of  what 
had  taken  place,  and  Dean  Brayleghe  complied  on  the  13th  of 
November.^  It  appears  that  Gyldene  invaded  the  Choir,  on  All 
Saints'  Day,  during  Divine  Service,  followed  by  a  large  band  of 
armed  ruffians.  The  Psalms  of  the  Daily  Office  were  being  chanted 
at  the  moment;  but  Gyldene  did  not  hesitate  to  interrupt  the 
Clergy  violently,  and  some  of  his  followers,  approaching  the  Dean, 
demanded  of  him  that  he  should,  there  and  then,  admit  their 
leader  to  the  Stall  which  had  formerly  belonged  to  Reginald  de 
Campo  Amulphi.  Efforts  were  made  to  pacify  the  intruders,  but 
with  little  effect;  for  afterwards,  while  Mass  was  being  celebrated, 
the  tumult  was  renewed,  each  of  the  Canons  being  assailed  in 
turn,  with  the  same  purpose  in  view.  All,  whether  known  or 
unknown,  who  took  part  in  this  scandalous  scene  were,  of  course, 
excommunicated,  and  we  hear  no  more  of  Gyldene.^

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the  President  of  his  Consistory  Court  in  1336,^  working,  as  we 
know,  with  unfailing  energy  and  giving  himself  but  little  rest 
At  length,  feeling  that  his  work,  in  such  a  widely  extended  and 
scattered  Diocese,  was  overwhelming,  and  fearing  that  any  part 
of  it  might  be  neglected,  he  commissioned  Richard  Frauuceys, 
Bishop  of  Waterford,  to  serve  as  his  Coadjutor,  on  the  18th  of 
February,  1338-9;  the  immediate  result  being  that  Churches  and 
Altars  were  dedicated  in  twelve  places,  and  Confirmations  were 
held.^  The  Chancellor  of  the  Cathedral,  Walter  Meriet,  was  still 
guilty  of  persistent  non-residence ;  and  the  Bishop,  declaring  that 
he  "could  no  longer  endure  to  sew  pillows  for  his  arm-holes,  or 
supply  a  bolster  for  a  mad  man's  head,"  cited  him,  on  the  1st  of 
July,  1339,  to  appear  before  him  at  Clyst  on  the  lOth.^  We  hear 
no  more  of  him  after  this.  He  was  a  wealthy  man  and  had  large 
estates,  in  the  enjoyment  and  management  of  which  he  was, 
apparently,  wholly  absorbed.  But  he  seems  to  have  retained  his 
Dignity  in  our  Cathedral  tUl  his  death  on  the  17th  of  May, 
1345^;  his  successor  (as  far  as  we  know,  for  the  Register  is  silent 
on  that  point)  was  Thomas  de  Bokynham,  who  was  collated  on 
the  25th  of  March,  1346.^  The  Bishop  had  great  trouble,  from 
time  to  time,  throughout  his  Episcopate,  with  the  scions  of  great 
Families,  who,  often,  seem  to  have  thought  that  they  were  entitled 
to  take  liberties  with  him;  but  he  was  no  respecter  of  persons, 
and  did  not  spare  them.  Walter  de  Botriaux,  a  member  of  a  power- 
ful Baronial  Family,  was  Rector,  at  this  time,  of  St.  Ruan-Lanyhome, 
in  Cornwall.  He  could  not  be  induced  to  reside  on  his  Benefice,  but 
wandered  about  in  all  directions,  absorbed  in  secular  pursuits  and 
committing  other  offences,  "as  to  which,"  the  Bishop  says,  "we 
remain  silent  for  the  present."  On  the  2nd  of  July  he  was  cited  to 
appear  at  Clyst^  having  been  previously  admonished,  but  without 
effect.^  He  must  have  satisfied  the  Bishop,  in  the  end,  by  full 
submission ;  but  it  was  considered  advisable  that  he  should  resign 
Lanyhome,  and  the  Bishop  sent  him  away,  almost  to  the  Land's  End, 
to  St.  Just-in-Penwith,  to  which  he  was  collated  (by  lapse)  on  the 
12th  of  November,  1340.^  On  the  8th  of  August  in  that  year,  the 
Bishop,  having  discovered  that  there  were  great  irregularities  in 
Frithelstock  Priory,  commissioned  the  Abbat  o(  Hartland  to  deal 
with  the  matter,  and  specially  with  the  misconduct  of  the  Sub-prior, 
who  had  been  guilty  of  incontinency.  The  Abbat  was  to  take  with 
him  the  Bishop's  Ordinance  for  th^  correction  and  reform  of  all 
abuses.® 

On  the  23rd  of  December  Hugh  de  Courtenay,  Earl  of  Devon,  died. 
He  had  given  the  Bishop,  as  we  know,  a  very  unfriendly  reception

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when  he  came  into  the  Diocese,  and  he  appears  to  have  maintained 
his  hostile  attitude  for  many  years.  As  late  as  1335,  we  find  a 
letter^  addressed  to  him  by  Grandisscto  on  the  22nd  of  December, 
which  begins  with  the  ominous  words, — "Amendement  dalme!" 
The  Bishop  remonstrates  with  his  cousin  for  his  remorseless  perse- 
cution of  himself,  his  people,  and  the  Ministers  of  Jesus  Christ' 
How  he  would  like  to  be  the  Earl's  good  Father,  if  only  he  would 
behave  himself  as  a  good  Son  !  He  cannot  any  longer  put  up  with 
continual  maltreatment.  He  prays  for  him,  flight  and  day,  to  God, 
Who,  by  His  Prophet  declares  that  he  willeth  not  the  death  of  a 
sinner,  but  that  rather  he  should  be  converted  and  live,  but  Who 
also  warns  us  to  submit  to  correction,  lest  He  be  angry  with  us  and 
we  perish.  On  the  3rd  of  November,  1340,  shortly  before  the  Earl's 
death,  the  Bishop  wrote  to  him  again,'^  in  a  different  strain.  He 
gives  him  his  Blessing ;  and,  having  heard  that  he  was  very  feeble^  he 
tells  him  that  his  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God — his  daily  prayer 
— is  that  they  may  both  be  led  to  seek  to  do  the  will  of  God  and  not 
their  own  will,  and  that  all  things  may  work  together  for  their

quarter.  *'  Over  and  above  all  this,"  he  adds,  with  characteristick  plainness  of 
speech,  *'  I  have  to  reckon  with  the  mad  conduct  of  that  silly  old  man,  the  newly 
fledged  Earl  of  Devon,  who  will  not  allow  the  men  on  his  estates  to  make  their 
WiUs,  or  any  such  Wills,  if  made,  to  be  proved  before  the  Diocesan  ;  and  he 
excludes  from  his  domains  all  exercise  of  Ecclesiastical  discipline.  In  his  private 
Chapels  he  ignores  the  Interdict  which  I  have  laid  upon  them  ;  and,  although  he 
is  possessed  of  no  special  Privilege  that  anyone  has  ever  heard  of,  he  arranges  for 
Celebrations,  or  rather  profanations,  therein  continually,  not  having  obtained,  or 
even  so  much  as  asked  for,  any  Licence  from  me.  So  vain-glorious  is  he  that  he 
even  goes  about  proclaiming  everywhere  that  he  is  the  King's  equal,  and  can  make 
any  laws  be  likes,  and  judge  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men.  Pretending  that  he 
has  received  Commission  to  act  in  this  manner,  he  boasts  that  no  one  in  the 
Realm  is  his  equal  in  wisdom,  and  that,  in  fact,  all  the  affairs  of  the  Realm 
depend  on  himself  in  the  main.  Such  absurdities,  and  others  which  for  very 
shame  I  refrain  from  repeating,  he  affirms  concerning  himself,  and  proclaims 
amongst  the  simple  folk  of  Devon,  who  are  easily  deceived  because  they  never  see 
any  other  sort  of  King ;  whereas  in  every  deed  and  action,  he  is  the  most 
contemptible  of  men.  I  feel  that  I  must  not  attempt  to  deal  with  these  and 
other  injuries  inflicted  on  the  Church  as  long  as  our  Lord  the  King  is  absent 
from  England,  lest  perchance  disturbances  should  arise  against  even  my  pre- 
sumption also ;  and  you  know,  as  well  as  I  do,  that  some  people  think  me  an 
audacious  man.  He  Who  Imows  all  things  knows  the  truth  as  to  these  matters  ; 
and  to  Him  I  commit  myself,  and  whatever  He  may  have  in  store  for  me,  in  trust- 
fulness and  humility  "  (p.  298,  Na  2M^) . 
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eternal  good.  Qod  will  do  HU  part  if  they  are  willing  to  do  their 
part.  And  he  added  that  he  had  directed  Benedict  de  Pastone  to 
deliver  his  advice  to  the  Earl  with  all  good  will  and  humility,  in 
the  expectation  that  he  would  be  granted  a  patient  and  courteous 
hearing.  Gourtenay  was  buried  in  the  Conventual  Church  of  Cowick, 
on  the  5th  of  February,  1340-1,  in  the  presence  of  a  great  concourse 
of  notable  men ;  and  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that  the  Bishop  attended 
the  Exe<iuie8,  celebrating  Mass,  and  preaching  from  the  words — 
*'  He  died  in  a  good  old  age,  full  of  days,  riches,  and  honour.''^ 

On  Sexagesima  Sunday,  the  11th  of  February,  1340-1,  there  was 
great  excitement  in  Exeter.  The  Cathedral  bells  were  set  ringing 
early  in  the  morning,  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  Bishop,  who 
was  at  Chudleigh,  to  the  effect  that  a  notable  miracle  had  been 
wrought  on  a  blind  man,  one  John  le  Skynnere,  whose  sight  had 
been  restored.^  Grandisson  was  suspicious  from  the  first,  fearing 
that  the  people  might  be  deceived  and  that  grave  evils  might  ensue ; 
and  he  wrote  immediately  to  the  Dean,  his  Official-Principal,  and  the 
Subdean,  forbidding  them,  under  pain  of  Suspension,  Interdict,  and 
Excommunication,  to  allow  the  bells  to  be  rung  again,  or  to  take  any 
other  steps  to  celebrate  the  alleged  miracle  till  the  case  had  been 
fully  investigated  :  such  portents,  he  told  them,  were  often  the  work 
of  the  devil,  and  of  men  who  were  greedy  of  filthy  lucre  and  vain- 
gloty.  No  time  was  lost ;  and  on  the  13th  the  Bishop  wrote  to  the 
Dean  and  Subdean,  informing  them  that,  as  he  had  feared,  Satan 
had  been  transforming  himself  into  an  Angel  of  Light.  Skynnere 
had  appeared  before  him,  and  had  been  closely  examined.  At  first 
the  man  had  stoutly  protested  that  the  miracle  had  indeed  been 
wrought^  declaring  that  he  was  ready  to  confirm  his  statement  by  an 
oath ;  but  he  wavered  and  contradicted  himself,  and  at  last  broke 
down,  confessing  that,  being  a  poor  man,  he  had  concocted  this  story 
in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  make  money :  for  seven  years  past 
he  had  been  quite  blind  of  one  eye,  and  so  remained  ;  he  was  always 
able  to  see  a  little  with  the  other,  and  he  could  see  no  better  now ; 
he  must  have  been  tempted  by  the  devil  both  to  lie  and  to  perjure 
himself.  The  Cathedral  authorities  were  severely  rebuked  for  their 
credulity,  and  advised  to  follow,  in  future,  the  example  of  the  Jews, 
who  called  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  blind  man  whom  our  Lord 
had  healed,  and  strictly  examined  them.  On  Quinquagesima  Sunday 
the  imposture  was  publicly  exposed  in  the  Cathedral,  by  the  Bishop's 
mandate.^

'  Five  years  before  this  oocurrenoe  the  Bishop  had  to  deal  with  a  curious  case 
of  alleged  restoration  of  sight,  under  rather  suspicious  circumstanoes.  Sir  Roger, 
the  Perpetual  Vicar  of  St.  Crantock,  had  become  blind,  and  was  unable  to  attend 
to  his  duties ;  and  the  Bishop  had  appointed  a  coadjutor  to  relieve  him,  of  course 
at  the  Vicar's  cost.    The  latter  seems  to  have  become  tired  of  the  expense,  and 
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The  Bishop  had  been,  for  some  time,  greatly  perturbed  by  the 
numerous  and  serious  infringements  of  the  Privileges  and  Liberties 
of  the  Church,  which  had  been  committed  in  his  Diocese ;  and,  at 
last,  he  determined  to  take  the  matter  seriously  in  hand.  He 
excommunicated  the  offenders,  being  determined  to  earn  the  right  to 
say  to  them — "my  hands  are  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  of  you ;  for 
I  have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  the  counsel  of  God."  The 
Documents,  which  are  lengthy  and  of  much  interest,  are  dated 
24  February  and  16  March,  1340-1,  and  1  July,  1341.^  Between 
the  second  and  third  of  these  dates  the  Bishop  was  in  London,^ 
attending,  no  doubt,  the  Parliament  which  was  held  there  in  April. 
He  seems  to  have  left  Glyst'  soon  after  the  13th  of  that  month,  and 
to  hare  remained  in  London  till  the  28th  of  May.  On  the  29th  we 
find  him  at  Kingston-on-Thames,^  on  his  homeward  way. 

After  this  nothing  of  importance  is  recorded  till  the  21st  of  May, 
1342,  when  the  Bishop  issued  an  Ordinance  for  the  reformation  of 
the  abuses  which,  for  some  time  past,  had  disgraced  Launceston 
Priory.*  It  did  not  have  the  desired  effect,  however.  The  Prior, 
Adam  de  Knolle,  was,  evidently,  past  correction.  He  led  a  dissolute 
life,  and  was  fast  ruining  his  House;  and  the  Bishop  saw  clearly 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  him.  On  the  22nd  of  December, 
1344,  he  announced  his  intention  to  appoint  a  coadjutor,^  and  on 
the  13tb  of  January  following  he  committed  the  administration  in 
temporals  to  three  of  the  Canons.  But  things  went  from  bad  to 
worse ;  the  Prior  still  surrounded  himself  with  men  of  scandalous 
character,  and  he  misappropriated  grievously  the  goods  of  his  House, 
even  sending  victuals  regularly  from  his  own  table  to  one  Joan,  the 

it  was  suddenly  announced  that  he  could  see  very  well,  and  could  do  his  work 
himaell.  **  If  this  be  true,"  wrote  Qrandisson  to  the  Dean  of  St.  Crantock,  on 
the  12th  of  May,  1335,  "  a  miracle  must  have  been  wrought  I "  And  he  ordered 
the  case  to  be  thoroughly  inveetigated  (p.  784). — Again,  in  1359,  on  the  death,  in 
the  repute  of  sanctity,  of  Richard  fiuvyle,  Rector  of  Whitstone,  in  Cornwall,  great 
excitement  prevailed  in  the  parish,  and  throughout  the  neighbourhood,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  numerous  miracles  which,  it  was  said,  had  been  wrought  at  his 
tomb.  Pilgrimages  were  made  to  the  place,  which  was  so  crowded  that  it  was 
difiScult,  in  the  heart  of  the  country,  to  feed  the  people,  and  fairs  were  established 
and  there  were  great  disturbances.  For  a  considerable  time  the  Bishop  did  not 
know  what  was  going  on  ;  but,  as  soon  as  the  matter  was  reported  to  him,  he 
intervened  strenuously,  and  with  his  usual  caution  ;  ordering  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation to  be  made  by  his  Commissaiy  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  CornwaU, 
which  was  then  vacant  (29  Aug.,  1861).  The  Inquisition  was  held  in  the  Church 
of  Wyke-St  Mary,  and  the  Commissary  made  his  Return  on  the  27th  of  October. 
A  lengthy  Schedule  was  annexed  to  the  Return,  setting  forth  the  names  of  many 
who  declared  that  they  had  been  healed,  and  giving  full  i^rticulars  of  each  case. 
Unfortunately,  we  are  not  told  what  the  Bishop  did  ;  but  a  long  and  very 
interesting  account  of  the  proceedings  on  the  spot,  from  first  to  last,  was  recorded 
in  hie  Register  (pp.  1281—1234).

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wife  of  Heniy  Cosyn,  his  partner  in  sin,  and  persecuting  Brother 
Stephen,  the  Subprior,  who  ventured  to  resist  him.^  At  last  the 
offender  was  removed  :  threatened  with  Excommunication,  and  told, 
in  plain  terms,  that  he  would  be  deprived  and  expelled  if  he  did  not 
submit,  he  formally  resigned  his  Office  on  the  26th  of  June,  1346,  the 
Bishop  appointing  Thomas  de  Burdone,  one  of  the  Canons,  as  his 
successor  on  the  13th  of  July.^ 

Adam  de  Carletone  had  held  the  Archdeaconry  of  Cornwall  since 
January,  1307.     He  was,  now,  old  and  infirm;  and  the  Bishop  wrote, 
on  his  behalf,  to  the  Beneficed  Clergy  of  the  Archdeaconry  on  the  28th 
of  May,  1342,  informing  them  that,  as  the  Archdeacon  would  not  be 
able  to  hold  his  Ordinary  Visitation,  and  would,  consequently,  be 
deprived  of  his  procurations,  he  relied   on  their  giving  him  sub- 
stantial help,  out  of  courtesy  and  gratitude  for  his  services  in  the 
past.     Carletone,  however,  felt  that  he  would  never  again  be  equal 
to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  so  arduous  a  post ;  for  the  Arch- 
deaconry comprised  the  entire  County  of  Cornwall,  and  the  difficulty 
of  moving  from  place  to  place  was  very  great.     It  seems,  too,  that 
he  had  never  been  really  in  touch  with  the  Cornish  people,  whose 
tongue  he  did  not  understand ;  and,  yearning  for  his  native  County 
and  the  many  friends  from  whom  he  had  been  separated  so  long, 
he  obtained  the  Bishop's  permission  to  exchange,   with  John  de 
St.  Paul,^  for  the  Rectory  of  Brington,  in  Huntingdonshire.     A 
pathetick  letter  which  he  wrote  to  the  Bishop  on  the  occasion  was 
copied  into  the  Register.^     '*  I  am  bound,"  he  told  him,  "  to  visit  all 
the  Churches,  and  many  other  places,  every  year,  inspecting  the  Books, 
Vestments,  and  other  Ornaments,  correcting  wayward  souls,  ascer- 
taining whether,  or  not,  the  Churches  are  duly  served,  and  doing 
many  other  things  which  involve  great  toil.     I  cannot  possibly  do 
my  duty  any  longer,  being  well  stricken  in  years  and  weak  in  body ; 
and  I  am  filled,  every  day,  with  remorse,  when  I  think  of  the  conse- 
quences to  others  of  such  a  collapse.     Moreover,"  he  added,  "  I  have 
never  got   on   well  with  these  Cornish  folk,  for  they  are  a  truly 
wonderful  race,  of  a  rebellious  temper,  unwilling  to  be  taught  or 
to  submit  to  correction.     A  more  influential  man  than  myself  is 
needed  to  deal  with  them ;  one  who  is  on  familiar  terms  with  the 
King  and  the  Prince,  and  other  Magnates  of  the  Realm,  who  would 
give  him  their  support  in  difficulties  which  I  cannot  deal  with, 
seeing  that  1  have  but  few  friends  in  these  parts,  and  am  too  weak 
and  ailing  to  stand  up,  alone,  against  so  many  rebels."     He  thought 
however,  that  he  was  still  equal  to  light  work  in  a  country  parish  ; 
and  he  would  be  happy  if  he  could  go  to  Brington,  where  he  could 
visit  his  few  parishioners  every  day,  free  from  the  fatigue  of  long

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journeys,  and  surrounded  by  old  friends,  who  could  speak  to  him  in 
his  own  English  tongue.  And  John  de  St.  Paul  was  eiactly  the  man 
to  deal  with  Comishmen,  and  make  them  submit  to  his  authority. 
The  exchange  was  effected  on  the  19th  of  June,  1346. 

A  Provincial  Council  was  held  in  London  in  1342,  to  deal  with 
general  questions  of  Ecclesiastical  Jurisdiction.^  The  Bishop  wrote 
to  excuse  himself  from  attending,  being  ill  and  afraid  to  undertake 
so  long  a  journey  in  the  winter ;  but,  in  the  end  he  was  forced  to  go, 
in  obedience  to  a  Royal  Writ,  requiring  him  to  appear,  at  West- 
minster, on  the  29th  of  September,  to  shew  cause  why  he  had 
resisted  John  de  Sodbury,  Hamon  de  Direworthi,  and  others,  whom 
the  King  had  commissioned  to  deal  with  certain  alleged  outrages, 
committed,  in  Devon  and  Cornwall,  by  Ecclesiastical  persons  under 
cover  of  the  Privileges  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Liberties  of  the  Church.* 
It  is  evident  that  these  men  acted  in  a  high-handed  manner.  They 
commenced  their  operations  by  arresting  Paul  Brey,  Professor  of  Civil 
Law,  Richard  Giffard,  and  John  de  Piltone^  priests,  and  Rectors 
of  Churches  having  cure  of  souls,  whom  they  condemned  to  banish- 
ment and  outlawiy,  even  going  so  far  as  to  pronounce  them  worthy 
of  death.  It  was  not  likely  that  the  Bishop  would  sit  still  while  this 
was  going  on.  He  forthwith  cited  them  all,  as  having  incurred  the 
Sentence  of  Excommunication,  to  appear  before  him,  at  Clyst,  on  the 
first  Juridical  day  after  the  8th  of  September,  the  Feast  of  the 
Nativity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin ;  and  it  is  evident  from  the  con- 
sternation which  ensued  that  they  had,  at  any  rate,  exceeded  their 
instructions.  Hamund  de  Direworthi  could  not  wait  till  the  appointed 
day,  but  presented  himself  at  Clyst  on  the  4th.  The  Hishop  was^  of 
course,  surprised  to  see  him  so  soon,  and  asked  him  what  he  wanted. 
He  replied  that  he  had  ventured  to  anticipate  the  date  of  the 
appointment,  because  he  was  anxious  to  tell  the  Bishop  that  he  had 
been  an  unwilling  agent  from  the  first,  having  been  forced  to  serve 
under  the  Royal  Commission  by  threats  of  forfeiture  of  all  his  goods; 
and  he  confessed  that  he  could  offer  no  excuse  for  his  conduct,  as  he 
had  acted  with  his  eyes  open,  and  in  violation  of  his  conscience. 
After  a  searching  examination  on  all  crucial  points,  the  liishop 
received  his  confession  and  absolved  him,  requiring  him,  by  way  of 
penance,  to  make  publick  confession  of  his  errors,  before  the  King's 
Council  and  elsewhere,  and  to  take  every  step  in  his  power  to  undo 
the  mischief  which  he  had  done.  Another  of  the  Commissioners, 
John  Berde,  Under-sheriff  of  Devon,  also  anticipated  the  appointed 
day ;  he  appeared  at  Clyst  on  the  6th,  and  confessed  that  he  was 
guilty  of  the  charges  brought  against  him,  except  that  he  had  not, 
personally,  taken  part  in  pronouncing  the  sentences  of  outlawry. 
The  Bishop  pronounced  him  excommunicate;   but,  on  his  humble

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petition,  he  was  absolved,  and  a  like  penance  was  enjoined.  Richard 
Durauut,  coroner,  appeared  on  the  10th ;  he  acknowledged  that  he 
had  done  everything  that  he  was  charged  with,  and  that  it  was  he 
who  had  pronounced  the  sentences  of  outlawry.  He  was  not  at  all 
penitent ;  so  he  was  excommunicated,  and  departed  unabsolved.  But 
six  days  afterwards  he  returned  to  Clyst,  and  with  due  humility  and 
tears  confessed  his  errors,  and  the  Bishop  absolved  him  after  he  had 
taken  an  oath  never  to  offend  against  the  Liberties  of  the  Church 
again.  The  other  Commissioner,  John  de  Sodbury,  Rector  of  Shepton- 
Malet,  was  the  most  hardened  and  violent  of  all.  The  Bishop 
describes  him  as  "  a  priest,  delicately  nurtured  by  the  Church,  his 
holy  Mother,  from  the  patrimony  of  the  Cruci6ed,  who  had 
sharpened  his  tongue  like  a  sword,  uttering  mad  and  blasphemous 
words . against  his  Mother,  her  Ministers  and  Liberties";  he  had 
even  ventured  to  arrest  certain  clerks  in  the  Cathedral,  before 
the  High  Altar.  This  man  was  determined  to  resist  the  Bishop's 
authority  to  the  last ;  and,  instead  of  appearing  in  person,  he  sent 
his  proctor  to  Clyst,  who,  imposing  on  the  Bishop's  patience,  con- 
trived to  waste  eight  days  in  making  frivolous  excuses  for  the 
absence  of  his  principal.  Sodbury  was,  then,  excommunicated ;  but 
he  had  already  complained  of  Grandisson's  strenuous  resistance  to 
the  King,  who  issued  a  Writ  on  the  3rd  of  September,  commanding 
the  Bishop  to  appear,  and  shew  cause,  at  Westminster  immediately 
after  Michaelmas.  By  a  happy  coincidence,  as  the  Bishop  tells  us, 
the  Provincial  Council  was  in  full  session  at  the  time,  and  he  resolved 
to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunity.  Accompanied  by  all  the 
Prelates  and  other  Magnates  of  the  Realm,  he  appeared  before  the 
Council,  which  was  presided  over  by  the  Duke  of  Cornwall,  in  the 
King's  absence;  and  the  case  was  heard  and  determined  in  the 
Bishop's  favour  by  an  unanimous  vote,  the  sentences  of  outlawry 
being  declared  null  and  void,  and  all  other  proceedings  of  the  Com- 
missioners within  the  two  Counties  suspended  till  the  next  Session 
of  Parliament.  By  this  time  Sodbury  was  penitent  enough,  and  the 
Duke  interceded  with  the  Bishop  on  his  behalf,  promising  for  him 
that  he  would  be  faithful  to  the  Church  for  the  time  to  come,  and 
make  amends  for  the  evil  that  he  had  wrought.  He  made  his 
submission  before  the  Provincial  Council;  and  on  the  21st of  October, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Archbishop  and  his  Su£fragans,  Bishop  Gran- 
disson  absolved  him,  in  the  Lady-Chapel  of  St.  Paul's,  after  he  had 
taken  oath,  on  the  Archbishop's  Cross,  to  stand  by  the  Mandates  of 
the  Church. 

The  Bishop  left  London  shortly  after  these  events,  and  we  find  him 
at  Ottery  on  the  31st  of  October,  1342.^  He  remained  at  Exeter,  or 
in  its  neighbourhood,  till  the  beginning  of  May,   1343,  when  he 
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started  for  London,  on  his^  way  to  the  Roman  Court  at  Avignon. 
He  reached  Dover^  on  the  25th,  where  he  appointed  William  de 
Crouthome  (his  Official-Principal),  William  de  Nassingtone,  and 
Benedict  de  Pastone,  his  Vicars-General,  to  administer  the  Diocese 
during  his  absence.  After  this  date  there  are  no  entries  in  the 
Register  till  the  12th  of  September,^  on  which  day  he  wrote  to  the 
Nuncios,  explaining  the  delay  in  answering  their  communication 
on  the  sabject  of  certain  procurations  which  were  due  to  them  on 
account  of  the  expenses  of  their  recent  embassy  to  England. 
Though  it  was  dated  on  the  31st  of  October,  it  had  not  been 
deliyered  to  him  till  about  the  3rd  of  May,  when  he  had  just  arrived 
in  London,  and  was  on  the  point  of  starting  for  Avignon ;  but  he 
had  commissioned  the  Treasurer  (Richard  de  Wydeslade),  and  the 
Archdeacon  of  Barnstaple  to  deal  with  the  matter  in  his  absence  ; 
and  now,  immediately  on  his  return,  having  received  a  reminder 
on  his  way  through  London,  he  hastened  to  complete  the  business. 
And,  certainly,  no  time  was  lost,  for  the  Acquittance  is  dated  only 
ten  days  later.^ 

At  this  point,  the  character  of  the  Register  becomes  wholly  changed : 
with  few  exceptions,  only  the  more  important  Acts  of  the  Bishop 
are  recorded ;  and,  as  these  were,  in  nearly  every  case,  performed 
at  Exeter,  Clyst,  or  Chudleigh,  we  are  no  longer  able  to  follow 
his  movements  about  the  Diocese.  Dispensations,  Licences,  Letters- 
Dimissory,  and  the  like,  which  he  was  accustomed  to  issue  from 
all  sorts  of  places,  have  nearly  altogether  disappecured,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  they  were  recorded  in  separate  ^[ticUemi 
(which  have  been  lost),  as  they  were  at  the  beginning  of  his 
Episcopate.^  I  must  be  content,  therefore,  to  give  brief  notices 
of  the  more  important  of  the  existing  entries.^

'  It  would,  of  course,  be  impossible,  within  the  narrow  limits  of  a  Preface, 
to  notice  all  matters  of  interest  recorded  in  this  bulky  Register :  neither  is 
it  necessary  that  I  should  attempt  the  task,  as  the  Index  will  be  found,  I  hope, 
a  complete  guide  to  the  contents  of  the  three  Volumes.  But  it  may  be  well 
to  direct  attention  to  some  of  the  more  remarkable  entries ;  viz.,  a  Mandate 
touching  the  Dedication  of  Cornish  Churches  to  unknown  local  Saints — theu* 
legends  and  acts  (p.  585) :  a  remarkable  case  of  "  Child-Marriage  "  and  sub- 
sequent Divorce — Richard,  Earl  of  Arundel,  aged  about  seven  years,  and 
Isabella,  a  daughter  of  the  late  Hugh  le  Despenser,  aged  about  eight  (p.  988)  : 
the  extraordinary  vagaries,  at  Dartmouth,  of  Hugh,  Archbishop  of  Damascus ; 
this  man  served  as  coadjutor  to  the  Archbishop  of  York,  1344 — 1351  ;  in 
1347  he  came  into  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  and,  without  licence  from  the  Bishop, 
presumed  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions, — it  need  not  be  said  that  Grandisson 
was  not  remiss  in  dealing  with  him  ;  the  case  came  before  Archbishop  Stratforde, 
and  eventually  the  offender,  having  made  his  submission,  at  Lambeth,  3  Sept., 
1347,  was  absolved,  at  Croydon,  on  the  4th  by  the  Commissaries  of  the  Bishop 
of  Exeter  (pp.  1027—1031) :  Excommunication  of  Margery  Ryvel  for  practising 
divinations  at  Modbury  and  Dartmouth  (p.  1044)  :    the  doings  of  a  fanatical 
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Od  the  18  th  of  October,  1343,  the  Bishop  was  at  Bishop's  Taw  ton, 
keeping  the  Anniversary  of  his  Consecration  by  the  celebration 
of  Mass  in  the  Parish-Church  ;  and,  after  the  Gospel,  while  he  was 
preaching,  a  body  of  armed  men  suddenly  rushed  in,  intending,  it 
was  believed,  to  murder  him.  He  was  rescued  from  their  violence, 
for  the  Church  was  full  of  Clergy  and  Lay-folk  ;  and  he  immediately 
excommunicated  all  the  offenders — "  sons  of  perdition/'  as  he  calls 
them,  ''blasphemous  and  barbarous  men,  behaving  like  infidels." 
This  outrage  was  due  to  the  old  enmity  against  Archdeacon  John 
de  North wode,  the  Bishop's  nephew,  and  had  been  organized  by 
John  Peris,  an  intruder  who  claimed  the  Archdeaconry  of  Totnes 
for  himself  and  had  been  excommunicated.  Amongst  the  rioters 
were  John  atte  Watere,  of  Combe  Martyn,  the  pretender's  nephew, 
and  John  de  Bodevile,  his  cousin.^ 

On  the  30th  of  November,  the  Bishop,  finding  it  necessary  to 
intervene  again  in  the  case  of  Bodmin  Priory  (which,  through  gross 
mismanagement)  was  being  brought  to  desolation),  wrote  to  the 
Prior  and  Convent  in  severe  terms,  telling  them  that  his  patience 
was  quite  exhausted,  and  that,  unless  they  immediately  obeyed  bis 
Mandate,  the  Prior  would  be  deprived,  as  utterly  unworthy.^  On 
the  1st  of  December,  1346,  the  Bishop  issued  his  Mandate  for 
the  Visitation  of  the  Priory,  which  was  followed  on  the  20th  of  April, 
1347,  by  the  issue  of  an  Ordinance  for  its  reform  and  better  govern- 
ance, during  the  Suspension  of  the  Prior.^ 

On  the  21st  of  December,  1345,  Juliana  Lampre,  who  had 
succeeded  Margaret  Aunger  as  Abbess  of  Canonsleigh,  received  her 
Benediction  at  Chudleigh.  An  interesting  account  is  given  of  all 
the  proceedings  in  her  election.*  Brother  John  Gras  (or  Cras),  Abbat 
of  Torre,  received  his  Benediction  at  the  same  time.  Polsloe  Priory 
became  vacant  on  the  15th  of  Aprils  1347,  by  the  death  of 
Margery  (or  Margaret)  de  Wydepole  ;  whose  successor,  Juliana 
de  Brutone,  was  elected  on  the  22nd  of  the  same  month  :  in  this 
case,  also,  a  full  account  of  the  proceedings  is  recorded.^ 

The  Cathedral  was  the  scene  of  a  memorable  event  in  1347, 
Richard  Fitz-Ealph,  Dean  of  Lichfield,  had  been  appointed  Arch- 
bishop of  Armagh,  on  the  31st  of  July,  1346,  by  Pope  Clement  VI, 
who,  on  the  12th  of  January,  granted  him  permission  to  be 
consecrated  by  any  Catholick  Bishop  whom  he  might  select  His 
choice  fell  upon  Bishop  Graudisson,  who  consecrated  him  on  the  8th 
of  July  with  great  solemnity;  the  Bishops  of  Bath  and  Wells, 
Salisbuiy,  and  St.  Asaph  assisting.     The  Abbats  of  Hartland,  Torre,

And  we  are  told  that^  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony,  the  Archbishop  rode  through  the 
streets  of  Exeter,   in  his  Pontificals,   on   a  palfrey  covered    with 
a  white  cloth,  after  the  custom  of  the  Roman  Oourt.^    Five  days 
later  he  was  commissioned  by  Bishop  Grandisson^  to  act  for  a  time, 
as  his  coadjutor;  and  it  is  recorded  that   ''he  made  the  circuit 
of  nearly  the  whole   Diocese,  confirming  children   and   dedicating 
Churches,  etc."    It  is  probable  that  the  Bishop  availed  himself  of 
the  opportunity  to  make  this  arrangement,  that  he  might  be  free  to 
deal  with  certain  serious  disorders  in  the  north  of  his  Diocese,  which 
demanded  his  immediate  intervention.      The  peace  of  the  Church 
had,  for  a  long  time  past,  been  disturbed  and  the  Liberties  of  the 
Clergy  infringed,  by  influential  but  turbulent  laymen,  who  did  not 
hesitate  to  resort  to  acts  of  gross  violence,  in  order  to  secure  their 
ends.     They  had  been  denounced,  as  wo  have  seen,  by  the  Council 
recently  held  in  London,  and  had  been  condemned  by  the  King  to 
whom  some  of  them  appealed;  and  these  excesses  were  not  confined  to 
the  Duchy  of  Cornwall,  but  were  rampant  in  all  parts  of  the  Province 
of  Canterbury.     The  King  was  greatly  moved  by  the  reports  which 
reached  iiim,  and  he  requested  the  Archbishop  and  Bishops  to  issue  a 
general  sentence  of  Excommunication  against  the  offenders,  and  that 
without  delay. ^    The  chief  offender  in  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  at  this 
time,  was  Sir  Theobald  de  Grenevile,  head  of  a  most  antient  and 
influential  Family  in  North  Cornwall,  who  had  been  lords  of  the 
great  Manors  of  Kilkhampton  and  Bideford  from  time  iipmemorial. 
He    was    only    four    years     old     when     his    father,     Henry    de 
Grenevile,   died  in  1328 ;   so  he   must  have    been  in  his  twenty? 
third  year  at  this  time.     The  Bishop,  with  habitual  plainness  of 
speech,  describes  him  as  "  a  youthful  Knight,  or  rather  a  mere 
tyro,  prodigal  of  his  knightly  honour,  having  no  fear  of  God  before 
his  eyes,  no  reverence  for  the  Church  ;  regardless  of  the  opinion  of 
his  fellow  men  and  of  his  own  reputation.     When  he  ought  to  have 
stood  by  the  side  of  his  King  in  the  battlefield,  he  skulked  at  home ; 
and  when  he  brandished  his  sword,  it  was  not,  as  -he  was  in  duty 
bound,  against  the  enemies  of  the  Church  and  Realm,  but  against 
God  himself.  His  Church  and  her  Ministers,  and  against  simple,  poor, 
and  unoflending  country-folk,  all  alike  the  objects  of  his  ungovern- 
able rage."      He  had   many  adherents,  including  such  "notorious 
malefactors  "  as  Thomas  de  Mertone,  Richard  Tyrel,  John  de  Lunes- 
cote,  and  John  Trenger;  a  significant  list,  shewing  how  widespread 
and  serious  were  the  dangers  which  Grandisson  had  to  face.     These 
men  and  their  retainers,  to  the  number  of  about  five  hundred, 
invaded  the  Manor  of  Bishop's  Tawton  on  the  24th  of  March,  1347,

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at  dawn  of  day.  They  were  all  armed,  **  after  the  manner  of  men 
arrayed  for  mortal  combat " ;  and,  having  disposed  their  forces  on 
every  side,  so  that  no  one  could  escape,  they  attacked  the  Manor- 
house,  the  house  of  the  Vicar,  and  even  the  houses  of  some  of  the 
Bishop's  tenants,  breaking  down  the  doors,  and  carrying  off  every- 
thing on  which  they  could  lay  their  hands,  to  the  value  of  more  than 
two  hundred  marks.  The  attack  was  so  sudden  that  all  were  taken 
by  surprise,  and  resistance  was  almost  impossible ;  but  the  victims 
did  their  best  to  defend  themselves  and  were  mercilessly  maltreated, 
some  of  them  being  killed.^  All  the  offenders  were  excommunicated; 
but  the  rebellion,  for  it  was  nothing  else,  was  by  no  means  quelled. 
The  next  outrage  was  committed  in  Grenevile's  own  parish  of  Rilk- 
hampton.^  Thomas  de  Stapeldon,  who  had  been  Rector  since  1324,^ 
died  in  1342  ^  and  the  Bishop,  soon  afterwards,  sequestrated  all  the 
revenues  of  the  Benefice,  the  buildings  having  been  allowed  to  fall 
into  a  scandalous  state  of  dilapidation.^  The  Greneviles  were  the 
Patrons ;  but  Theobald  was  a  minor  at  the  time,  and  the  right  of 
patronage  was  claimed  and  exercised  by  Sir  John  de  Raleghe,  of 
Charles,  who  presented  Thomas  de  Cnice,  Rector  of  Whitstone,  and 
the  Bishop  admitted  him.  But  Theobald  was  determined  that  his 
kinsman,  Walter  de  Merton,  a  son  of  the  late  Sir  Richard,  should  be 
the  new  Rector  ;  and  the  latter,  being  quite  unscrupulous,  forthwith 
intruded  himself  and  took  possession,  in  defiance  of  the  Bishop.  This 
was,  of  course,  an  intolerable  state  of  things,  and  Grandisson  ex- 
communicated the  offender  on  the  21st  of  August,  1347.®  A 
tremendous  struggle  ensued;  for  Grenevile  would  not  give  way, 
andy  of  course,  the  Bishop  could  not.  Monitions,  requisitions,  and 
inhibitions  were  tried  in  vain ;  and,  meanwhile,  the  issues  were  con- 
fused by  the  action  of  the  rival  Patrons,  who  had  carried  their  case 
to  the  Court  of  King's  Bench.  The  Judges  decided  in  Theobald's 
favour,  mistaking  the  case  (per  errorem),  and  the  Court  of  Canterbury, 
misled  by  their  error,  ordered  Walter  to  be  instituted  forthwith. 
The  Bishop,  however,  ioimediately  declared  that  the  Admission  of 
the  intruder,  so  obtained,  was  null  and  void,  on  the  ground  that 
Thomas,  the  Rector  in  possession,  had  appealed  to  the  Holy  See.

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And  he  was  not  mistaken ;  for  the  Roman  Court,  by  Decree,  restored 
the  expelled  Rector  to  his  Benefice,  and  condemned  the  intruder  in 
the  costs  of  the  suits,  requiriug  him  to  refund  the  large  sum  of 
money  of  which  he  had  plundered  the  Benefice  during  his  usurpation. 
The  case  was  re-heard  in  the  King's  Court,  with  the  result  that  the 
former  Judgement  was  annulled,  and  Sir  Theobald  was  ordered  to 
refund  the  costs  which  he  had,  in  error,  recovered  from  Sir  John  de 
Raleghe.  The  proceedings  were,  officially,  reported  to  the  Bishop, 
who  was  directed  to  regard  the  Bienefice  as  void,  and  admit  thereto 
any  fit  clerk  who  might  be  presented  to  him  by  Sir  John  de  Raleghe. 
But  Walter,  and  his  wrong-headed  Patron,  Sir  Theobald,  were  not 
disposed  of  so  easily,  and  they  did  not  hesitate  to  defy  both  the  Courts 
and  the  Bishop.  On  the  5th  of  July,  1348,  Grandisson  issued  a 
Commission  to  the  Abbat  of  Hartland  and  the  Prior  of  Launceston, 
who  were  directed  to  proceed  to  Kilkhampton  and  deal  with  the 
offenders  on  the  spot.^  They  were  warned  that  they  would  not  find 
the  task  an  easy  one,  aa  it  was  known  that  Theobald  and  his  minions 
had  taken  possession  of  the  Church,  and  were  prepared  to  hold  it,  by 
force  of  arms,  against  all  comers.  This  was  not  encouraging ;  but  the 
two  Commissaries  set  out  on  their  dangerous  enterprise  on  the  22nd, 
and  on  the  30th  they  reported  the  results  to  the  Bishop.^  They^told 
him  that,  as  they  were  entering  a  narrow  lane  close  to  the  Rectory- 
house,  they  were  stopped  by  a  crowd  of  armed  men,  who  had  painted 
their  faces  or  wore  masks  lest  they  should  be  recognised,  and  dared 
them,  at  peril  of  their  lives,  to  approach  the  Church.  The  bows  of 
these  ruffians  were  bent ;  and,  as  the  Commissaries  and  their  atten- 
dants seemed  inclined,  for  the  moment,  to  hold  their  ground^  they 
were  immediately  attacked  with  the  utmost  violence;  arrows  flew 
amongst  them  in  all  directions,  and  their  very  horses  were  belaboured 
with  clubs.  Resistance  was  out  of  the  question  ;  and,  to  save  their 
lives,  they  fled  from  the  place,  their  enemies  pursuing  them  along  the 
road  for  a  mile,  pelting  them  with  stones,  and  beating  brutally  some 
of  the  Abbat's  servants  whom  they  overtook.  The  ringleaders*  were 
Sir  Theobald,  Walter  de  Mertone,  his  intruded  nominee,  and  Thomas, 
Walter's  brother ;  who,  as  soon  as  the  defeated  Commissaries  were 
out  of  sight,  returned  to  the  Church,  with  their  followers,  and 
proceeded  to  fortify  it  effectually,  building  stone  walls  against  some 
of  the  windows.  They  all  remained  in  the  sacred  building  for 
several  days  and  nights,  defiling  it  abominably,  as  the  outraged 
Bishop  tells  us,  and  turning  it  into  a  den  of  thieves.  As  for  the 
Commissaries,  they  had  been  driven  out  of  Kilkhampton,  but  they 
were  not  utterly  defeated.  It  was  the  Feast  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene, 
and,  anticipating  their  failure  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  rebellion, 
they  had  requested  the  Vicars  of  three  adjacent  parishes,  Launcells, 
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Stratton,  and  Poughill,  to  keep  their  congregations  in  Church  as  long 
as  possible,  that  they  might  be  witnesses  of  the  promulgation  of  the 
Bishop's  Mandate.  This  was  done,  without  interruption,  in  each  of 
the  Churches,  and  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  so  that  all  might  under- 
stand.^ We  are  not  told  what  the  Bishop  did  in  these  embarrassing 
circumstances  ;  but  the  results  of  his  action  are  duly  recorded.  On 
the  14th  of  January,  1349-50,  Sir  Theobald,  accompanied  by  Sir 
John  de  Raleghe,  of  Beaudeport^  appeared  before  him  at  Chudleigh, 
and,  on  bended  knee,  confessed  his  sin  and  prayed  the  Bishop  to 
absolve  him.  The  Act  of  Submission  (written  in  French,  and  given 
in  full  in  the  Register),  was  read  by  Sir  John,  on  Grenevile's  behalf ; 
and,  the  Bishop  having  addressed  him,  with  all  solemnity,  as  to  the 
heinousness  of  his  oflfeuces  against  God  and  the  Church,  he  was 
sworn  on  the  Holy  Gospels  to  be  obedient  and  faithful  for  the  time 
to  come;  his  sureties  being  Sir  John  de  Dynham,  Sir  John  de 
Raleghe,  and  Almaric  Fitz-Waryn,  Sheriff  of  Devon.  Thereupon 
the  Bishop  absolved  him,  enjoining  on  him,  as  part  of  his  penance, 
that  he  should  immediately  proceed  to  Ottery,  and  offer  a  wax  taper 
in  the  Collegiate  Church.  The  Precentor  of  Exeter,  the  Provost  of 
Glasney,  the  Precentor  of  Crediton,  and  nineteen  other  clcricks  and 
laymen,  summoned  as  witnesses,  were  present  on  this  important 
occasion.'  The  disputed  question  as  to  the  patronage  of  Kilkhampton 
was,  soon  afterwards,  settled  by  compromise  :  Thomas  de  Cruce 
disappears  from  the  scene ;  and  John  de  Raleghe,  priest,  was  insti- 
tuted on  the  28th  of  October,  1350,  on  the  presentation  of  Sir 
Theobald.  He  had  been  previously  presented  by  Sir  John  de  Raleghe, 
of  Charles,  and  the  Bishop  now  admitted  him  on  the  presentation  of 
the  repentant  Sir  Theobald,  who  was  declared  to  be  the  true  Patron.* 
John  de  Englebonie,  Prior  of  Plympton,  died  on  the  14th  of 
September,  1347,  and  was  succeeded  by  Brother  Robert  de  Forde  on 
the  3rd  of  November.  The  proceedings  in  this  election  are  also^  set 
forth  at  length.*  The  Rectory  of  St.  Wendrou,  which  included  the 
town  of  Helston,  had  long  ago  been  appropriated  to  the  Abbat  and 
Convent  of  Rewley,  near  Oxford,  who  had  been  accustomed  to  starve 
their  Vicars,  not  even  allowing  them  a  house  of  residence — a  serious 
drawback  in  the  case  of  a  parish  of  more  than  12,000  acres,  with  two 
Churches  about  two  and  a  half  miles  apart.  John  Breyt  (or  Bret), 
who  was  instituted  to  the  Vicarage^  on  the  21st  of  September,  1347, 
immediately  laid  his  hard  case  before  the  Bishop,  who  was  not  slow 
in  applying  a  remedy.  All  former  taxations  were  withdrawn  ;  and, 
within  little  more  than  a  month,  on  the  28th  of  October,  the  Bishop 
issued  his  Ordinance,  securing  to  the  Vicar  and  his  successors  a  very 
liberal  endowment,  and  requiring  the  Rectors  to  build  immediately 
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in  the  town  of  Helston  and  as  near  as  possible  to  the  dependent 
Chapel  there,  a  suitable  manse,  of  the  value  of  at  least  four  shillings 
of  rent  per  annum.^ 

The  times  were  lawless,  especially  in  this  remotiC  far-western  land  ; 
and  before  the  troubles  in  North  Devon  were  settled  the  Bishop  was 
compelled  to  cope  with  a  serious  outbreak  in  the  extreme  south  of 
the  County.  There  had  been  dissensions  for  some  time,  in  several 
parishes;  and,  at  last,  the  Archdeacon  of  Totnes,  John  de  North- 
wode,  sent  William  de  Tounstalle,  to  make  inquiry  on  the  spot,  and 
try  to  restore  peace  between  the  disputants.  The  Commissary  sum- 
moned the  parties  to  appear  before  him  in  the  Parish-Church  of 
Yealmpton ;  but  no  sooner  had  he  taken  his  seat  at  the  High  Altar, 
and  attempted  to  open  the  proceedings,  than  he  was  set  upon  by  a 
howling  mob — "sons  of  perdition,"  as  Grandisson  called  them, — 
about  two  hundred  of  whom,  armed  to  the  teeth,  made  their  way 
through  the  Church,  assailed  Tounstalle  and  the  Advocates  and 
Proctors  who  were  with  him  with  drawn  swords,  and,  snatching  out 
of  their  hands  the  Rolls  and  Registers  and  other  Muniments  of  the 
Archdeaconry,  drove  them  all  out  of  the  Church,  assaulting  them 
violently  as  they  fled.  Murder  would,  doubtless,  have  been  com- 
mitted, the  Bishop  tells  us,  had  not  a  brave  Lady,  Dame  Margaret 
de  Monthermer,  whose  house  was  close  to  the  Church,  opened  her 
doors  to  the  fugitives  and  sheltered  them  from  "the  satellites  of 
Satan."  "  0  how  wretched  and  miserable  is  our  fate,"  he  exclaimed, 
as  he  wrote  his  Mandate,  and,  after  his  manner,  committed  the 
utterance  which  was  forced  from  him  to  his  pen,  for  us, — "  what 
place  can  ever  be  safe,  who  among  us  can  ever  feel  secure,  if  even 
the  Church  is  exposed  to  such  calamities,  and  the  Clergy,  her 
favoured  sons,  to  such  dreadful  peril?"  He  wrote  on  the  21st  of 
March,  1347-8,  to  the  Abbat  of  Tavistock,  the  Prior  of  Plympton, 
the  Rectors  of  North  Bovey  and  Petertavy,  and  the  Vicar  of  Suttone, 
commanding  them  to  meet  in  the  parish-church  of  Suttone  on  the 
13th  of  April,  Palm-Sunday,  there  to  pronounce  Sentence  of  Kx- 
communication  against  all  the  offenders,  whose  absolution,  on  their 
submission,  he  reserved  specially  to  himself.^ 

The  Abbat  of  Buckfast,  Brother  Stephen  de  Comubia,  received 
his  Benediction,  at  Chudleigh,  on  the  8th  of  June,  being  Whitsunday, 
1348.  Once  more  there  was  trouble  at  Tavistock  ;  the  Bishop  had 
been  most  patient  with  Abbat  Courtenay,  as  he  had  been  with 
his  unworthy  predecessor  13onus ;  but  his  cousin,  who  had  begun 
well,^  soon  yielded  to  the  temptations  which  surrounded  him,  and

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became  utterly  worldly,  abandoning  himself  to  the  pleasures  of  the 
chace  and  wasting  the  revenues  of  his  House  more  and  more 
recklessly,  mortgaging  or  selling  its  possessions  in  order  to  provide 
funds  to  meet  the  cost  of  his  extravagant  living.  He  submitted, 
as  we  have  seen,^  to  the  Bishop's  Ordinance  in  1336.  There  was 
no  real  improvement,  however,  and  Grandisson  was  compelled  to 
intervene  again  on  the  27th  of  June  and  on  the  5th  of  July,  1348.^ 
On  the  4  th  of  December  he  issued  a  strongly  worded  Decree, 
addressed  to  the  Abbat  and  Convent,  and  specially  to  the  former. 
Divine  Service  was  to  be  duly  and  regularly  executed  in  the 
Conventual  Church,  to  which  end  the  Monks  were  commanded  to 
abandon  altogether  the  unprofitable  habit  of  wandering  about  the 
country-side,  in  which  they  had  been  accustomed  to  indulge.  The 
Abbat  was  to  consort  with  his  Brethren,  and  take  counsel  with 
them,  instead  of  with  certain  lay  persons,  of  doubtful  character, 
who  had  been  his  chosen  companions  in  the  past ;  he  was  to  reside 
continuously,  taking  his  meals  in  the  common  Refectory,  or,  at  any 
rate,  in  the  house  close  by  which  went  by  the  name  of  "  Misericordia," 
unless  he  happened  to  be  ill,  or  found  it  necessary  to  entertain 
apart  guests  of  distinction;  his  useless  and  burdensome  crowd  of 
servants,  and  all  his  hounds,  were  to  be  sent  away ;  his  chaplain 
was  to  sleep  in  his  chamber,  whenever  he  withdrew  himself  from 
the  conunon  dormitory,  and  to  accompany  him  when,  for  necessary 
recreation  and  rest,  he  resorted  to  one  of  their  Manor-houses,  all 
expenditure  being  accounted  for  in  writing  to  those  who  had  been 
appointed  to  administer  the  goods  of  the  House ;  and  as,  in  time 
past,  he  had  misused  his  own  official  seal  and  the  common  seal  of 
the  Convent  for  unlawful  purposes,  he  was  forbidden  to  use  them 
again  without  the  express  consent  of  the  entire  Community :  his 
private  seal  he  was  permitted  to  retain ;  but  he  was  forbidden  to 
use  it  to  the  prejudice  of  his  House,  under  pain  of  Excommunication. 
The  Bishop  reminded  him  of  the  forbearance  with 'which  his  frequent 
offences  had  been  endured  for  many  years,  and  gave  him  to  under- 
stand that,  if  the  barren  fig-tree  were  spared  for  yet  another  year, 
it  must  bear  fruit,  or  he  would  be  compelled  to  cut  it  down.*  But 
the  end  was  near;  Courtenay  died  in  .1349,  probably  one  of  the 
victims  of  the  plague  known  as  "  the  Black  Death." 

And  now,  for  a  while,  the  Eegistrum  Commune  fails  us  almost 
entirely.  For  the  general  routine  work  of  the  Diocese  was  all 
but  paralysed,  and  there  could  have  been,  with  one  notable  exception, 
but  little  to  record.      On  the  7th  of    July,    1348,   the  terrible 

John  XXH;  but  the  Patron,  Earl  Warren,  opposed  his  appointment,  and  forced 
him  to  resign.    He  returned  to  his  Monastery  as  a  simple  Monk,  and  was  elected 
Abbat  in  1334.

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Pestilence,  which,  originating  in  the  Far  East  and  following  the 
trade-routes,  had  already  overspread  great  part  of  Europe,  reached 
our  shores  at  the  port  of  Melcombe-Regis  (Weymouth),  in  Dorset- 
shire.^ It  spread  with  great  rapidity  through  the  Southern  and 
Western  Counties,  carrying  death  and  desolation  in  every  direction, 
and  especially  in  Devonshire ;  in  Cornwall,  apparently,  except  in  a 
few  localities,  and  notably  at  Bodmin,  the  visitation  was  less  severely 
felt.  We  do  not  know  exactly  when  it  entered  the  Diocese;  pro- 
bably, as  early  as  July.  The  average  number  of  Institutions  in 
ordinary  years,  on  avoidance  by  death,  resignation,  or  exchange, 
was  thirty-fiix,  and  in  June  1348,  there  were  only  three  Institutions ; 
but  in  July  there  were  eight,  which  would  give  a  yearly  average 
of  ninety-six ;  in  August  there  were  only  three  (the  normal  number); 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  Institution  did  not,  as  a  rule, 
follow  immediately  on  a  vacancy,  and  this  would  be  true,  especially, 
of  the  period  in  question,  when  the  sudden  outbreak  of  the  plague 
had  thrown  everything  into  confusion.  In  September  there  were 
seven,  bringing  the  annual  average  up  to  eighty-four.  In  October^ 
there  were  only  two ;  which  does  not  prove  that  there  were  fewer 
deaths  amongst  the  Beneficed  Clergy,  but  rather  that,  in  the  general

This  was  a 
contemporaneous,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  a  trustworthy  account, 
except  as  to  the  extent  of  the  mortality,  which  there  is  abundant  evidence  to 
show  far  exceeded  one  fifth  of  the  population.  On  this  pointy  and  on  the  whole 
subject  generally,  I  must  refer  the  reader  to  an  admirable  and  exhaustive 
treatise, — The  Oreat  PtatUenct^  now  commonly  known  at  The  Black  Deaths  by 
Dr.  Gasquet,  O.S.B.  (published  by  Simpkin  Marshall,  and  Co.,  in  1893),  to  which 
it  was  my  privil^^  to  contribute  ;  and  a  valuable  and  most  interesting  account 
of  the  havock  wrought  by  this  plague  in  the  Diocese  of  Norwich  will  be  found 
in  a  little  volume  by  Dr.  Jessopp,  entitled  The  Coming  of  the  Priare.  Father 
Oasquet  says  (and  he,  certainly,  proves  his  case),  that  "those  who,  having 
examined  the  records  themselves,  nave  the  best  right  to  form  an  opinion,  are 
practically  unanimous  in  considering  that  the  disease  swept  away  fully  one-half 
of  the  entire  population  of  England  and  Wales  "  (p.  194).

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consternation,  Patrons  hesitated  and  those  who  were  hoping  for 
preferment  wavered.  We  shall,  probably,  not  be  wide  of  the  mark, 
therefore,  if  we  take  this  mouth  together  with  the  following  month, 
November,  in  which  there  were  ten  Institutions,  and  this  would  give 
a  yearly  average  of  seventy-two  for  each  of  the  two  months.  There 
were  six  Institutions  in  December ;  thirty-one  in  January,  and 
thirty-five  in  February.  In  March  there  were  sixty,  a  yearly  average 
of  720  1  The  plague  was  then  at  its  height.  And,  now,  the  Registrar 
begins  to  group  his  entries,  not  by  the  year,  as  heretofore,  but  by  the 
month.  Under  April,  1349,  we  find  fifty-three  Institutions ;  in  May 
there  were  forty-eight ;  in  June,  forty-six  ;  in  July,  thirty-seven. 
In  August  the  number  fell  to  sixteen ;  but  in  September  there  were 
twenty-three.  These  figures,  appalling  as  they  are,  do  not,  by  any 
means,  represent  all  the  deaths  that  occurred  amongst  the  Beneficed 
Clergy,  but  only  the  Institutions  of  as  many  as  could  be  found  to 
accept  the  vacant  Benefices.  For  months  afterwards,  though  by  this 
time  the  plague  had  ceased,^  there  was  but  little  diminution  in  the 
number  of  Institutions :  there  were  sixteen  in  October,  seventeen  in 
November,  fourteen  in  December;  and,  indeed,  we  do  not  again 
reach  the  normal  figure — three  in  a  month — till  the  end  of  1350. 
It  must  not  be  supposed  that  this  was  due  to  cowardice,  or  to  any 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  surviving  priests  to  accept  posts  of 
danger  in  sorely  impoverished  parishes ;  at  least  half  of  the  whole 
body,  and  probably  much  more  than  half,  had  fallen ;  and  Patrons, 
where  they  survived  (and  in  many  cajses  they  had  died  leaving  no 
representatives),  could  find  no  one  to  present ;  so  that  to  living  after 
living  the  Bishop  was  left  to  collate  by  lapse,  as  best  he  could. 
Neither  was  his  task  an  easy  one,  and  extraordinary  and  irregular 
measures  were  found  necessary  to  meet  the  difficulty.  He  applied 
for  help  to  the  Pope,  and  obtained  permission  to  ordain  fifty 
illegitimate  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  a  hundred  others  who 
were  under  the  Canonical  age  but  had  attained  their  twenty-first 
year.  He  had  represented  to  the  Pope  that  it  was  impossible  to  find 
priests  to  serve  the  vacant  Churches,  which,  on  every  side  were  lying 
desolate.'  This  is  a  terrible  record ;  and,  if  it  be  examined  in  detail, 
the  aweful  character  of  the  visitation  will  be  still  more  apparent. 
At  Ashburton,  for  instance,  John  de  Undele  was  instituted  to  the 
Vicarage  in  November,  1335,^  and  it  appears  that  he  held  it  till 
the  fatal  year,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  David  Penylis,  who  died 
just  before  Christmas,  1348.  His  Institution  is  not  recorded,  owing, 
no  doubt,  to  the  confusion  which  prevailed;  but  on  the  Ist  of 
January  Richard  Yuri  was  instituted,  who  seems  to  have   fallen

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immediately,  for  his  succesaor,  Thomas  de  Boteroombe,  was  insti- 
bated  only  ten  days  later.^  ^gain,  at  Dawlish,  we  find  Thomas  de 
Beauforest  Vicar  in  1346^;  within  less  than  three  years,  on  the 
22nd  of  January,  1348-9,  he  was  suoceeded  by  Hugh  de  Combe,' 
who^  in  his  turn,  was  sucoeeded  by  John  Andreu,  on  the  1st  of  March 
following^ ;  he  was  stricken  down  in  little  more  than  two  months, 
John  Payewel  succeeding  him  on  the  7th  of  May.^  Apparently,  on 
his  death,  the  Patrons  could  find  no  one  ready  to  take  the  dangerous 
post,  and  the  Living  was  allowed  to  lapse  to  the  Bishop,  who  collated 
Robert  de  Luttetone  on  the  9th  of  August,  1351.<^  Thus  far,  it  will 
be  seen,  I  have  dealt  only  with  the  Incumbents  of  Parishes  and  other 
Benefices,  who,  as  Dr.  Gasquet  points  out  (p.  204),  represented  only 
a  portion  of  the  clerical  body ;  and,  in  any  estimate  of  the  whole, 
allowance  must  be  made  for  Chaplains  and  others,  who  were  far 
more  numerous  than  is  commonly  supposed.  He  gives  good  reasons 
for  his  belief  that  the  total  death-roll  in  the  deri^  order  through- 
oat  the  land  would  be  some  25,000 ;  a  large  number,  indeed ;  but 
it  "can  hardly  be  considered  excessive,  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  peculiar  nature  of  their  priestly  duties  rendered  them 
specially  liable  to  infection."  As  to  the  Religious  Houses  in  the 
Diocese,  the  records  are  scanty,  but  these  are  enough  to  shew  that 
they  shared,  to  the  full,  the  common  lot.  John  de  Courtenay, 
Abbat  of  Tavistock,  died  in  1349 ;  and  his  successor,  Richard  de 
Esse,  was  seized,  immediately  after  his  Confirmation,  with  so  grievous 
a  sickness^  that  he  could  not  go  to  the  King,  who,  on  the  17th  of 
October,  wrote  to  Bishop  Grandisson,  commanding  him  to  proceed 
to  Tavistock*  and  receive  the  Abbat's  fealty.  And  on  the  2l8t 
of  September,  1351,  the  Bishop  appropriated  the  Rectory  of  Whit- 
church to  the  Abbey,  which,  he  says,  had  long  suffered  from  divers 
misfortunes  and  was  greatly  impoverished;  the  result  partly,  as 
we  have  seen,  of  the  extravagance  of  the  last  two  Abbats,  but, 
also,  of  the  destruction  of  their  property  in  the  Isles  of  Scilly  by 
pirates,  and  of  the  ruin  wrought  by  the  Pestilence.^  Whatever  his 
sickness  may  have  been,  the  Abbat  recovered,  and  lived  to  rule  his 
House  till  1362.  The  death  of  Roger  de  Raleghe,  Abbat  of 
Hartland,  was  reported  to  the  Bishop,  as  having  recently  occurred, 
on  the  13th  of  March,  1348-9.^^  Nothing  is  said,  in  either  of  these 
cases  as  to  the  fate  of  the  Brothers  and  the  other  inmates ;  but  it  is 
not  likely  that  all  escaped ;  and  such  records  as  exist  shew  that  the

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Monasteries  suffered  most  severely,  and  in  many  instances  were 
almost  depopulated.  At  Newenham,  for  instance,  Abbat  Walter  de  la 
Houe,  and  two  of  his  Monks,  alone  survived ;  no  fewer  than  twenty 
Monks  and  three  lay-brothers  having  been  cut  off.^  At  Bodmin  the 
Augustinian  Priory  was,  in  like  manner,  all  but  destroyed ;  and,  the 
Bishop's  intervention  having  been  found  necessary,  a  full  account  of 
the  visitation  and  its  results  is  given  in  the  Register.^  John  de 
Kilkhamptone,  the  Prior,  died  on  the  27th  of  February,^  and,  almost 
simultaneously,  all  the  Canons  were  cut  off  except  two — Roger  de 
Honytone  and  William  de  Tregawythan.  These  terrified  survivors 
wrote  to  the  Bishop  on  the  17th  of  March  in  pathetick  terms,  telling 
him  that  they  were  left  like  orphans,  and  entreating  him  to  provide 
a  Superior  for  their  House  as  quickly  as  possible.  On  the  19th  the 
Bishop  wrote  to  the  Prior  of  Launceston,  telling  him  of  this  Letter, 
and  adding  that,  as  he  could  not  see  his  way  to  appoint  either  of  the 
survivors,  one  of  whom  was  in  very  feeble  health  and  the  other  quite 
unfit  for  such  a  responsible  post,  he  had  decided  to  appoint  a  Canon 
of  his  House,  Brother  Oger  Bante,  in  whose  general  fitness  and 
prudence  he  had  all  confidence.  The  Prior  of  Launceston  replied 
on  the  21st,  consenting  to  the  Bishop's  proposal,  but  saying  that  he 
did  so  with  great  reluctance,  as  he  could  ill  spare  a  Brother  so 
capable  and  so  useful  to  his  House.^  Bante  was  formally  appointed  on 
the  22nd,and  a  Mandate  was  issued  for  his  immediate  Induction.  The 
mortality  in  the  town  and  parish  was  frightful,  no  fewer  than  fifteen 
hundred  of  the  inhabitants  having  died  of  the  plague,'^  including  the 
Vicar,  whose  successor  was  instituted  on  the  8th  of  April,  1349.* 
John  de  Puteolis,  Prior  of  St.  James's,  Exeter,^  died  some  time  before 
the  9th  of  December,  1349,  on  which  day  his  successor,  John  Lespert, 
was  instituted^ ;  but  he  was  not  able  to  reside,  the  House  being 
brought  to  such  desolation  that  the  Brothers  had  nothing  to  eat !  In 
the  neighbouring  Priory  of  St.  Nicholas,  Prior  John  de  Brethone  died 
in  1348-9  ;  John  de  Wye,  his  successor,  was  admitted  on  the  26th  of

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March,^  but  within  a  few  weeks  he  also  was  cut  off,  and  his  suc- 
cessor, Thomas  Ovjnge,  Monk  of  Battle  Abbey,  was  instituted  on 
the  6th  of  June.^    Nicholas  Isabel,  Prior  of  St  Michael's  Mount, 
died  in  1349,  and  was  succeeded  by  Brother  John  Hardy  on  the  3rd 
of  October.^     The  Master  of  St.  John's  Hospital,  in  the  same  city, 
whose  name  has  not  been  preserved,  succumbed,  no  doubt,  to  the 
fatal  sickness,  for  his  successor,  Brother  John  Bolehille,  was  insti- 
tuted on  the  10th  of  February,  1348-9.^    William  Jaune,  Dean  of 
St.  Crantock,  who  was  collated  in  June,  1348,^  must  have  died  soon 
afterwards,  for  his  name  disappears  from  the  Register,  and  William 
Trevenwythe  succeeded  him  before  the  Ist  of  February,  1351-2.* 
William  de  la  Huna,  Prior  of  Minster,  near  Boscastle,  was  carried  off 
by  the  sickness  on  the  26th  of  April,  1349,  and  we  find  that,  soon 
afterwards,  "  the  House  was  so  impoverished  by  the  death  of  tenants 
and  labourers  that  it  could  not  support  both  its  members  and  the 
Chaplain  they  were  bound  to  find  to  do  the  parish-work,  as  neither 
the  Prior  nor  his  brethren  spoke  English,  or  rather  Cornish  "  (Rot. 
Pat.  29  Edw.  Ill,  p.  2,  m.  19) J    Imbert,  Prior  of  Banistaple,  died 
in  1349,  his  successor  being  instituted  on  the  9th  of  December.^    At 
Pilton,  the  Prior,  John  de  Lakenham,  died  early  in  1349.^     The 
Hospital  of  Clyst-St.  Gabriel,  a  Home  for  the  relief  of  twelve  blind 
or  wom-ont  priests,  suffered  severely.^®    The  Prior  of  Modbury,  John 
de  Fovea,  died  early  in  1349,  and  his  successor  was  instituted  on  the 
9th  of  June.^^     The  Abbats  of  Buckfast  and  of  Torre  died  at  about 
the  same   time,   and  their  successors    received  their  Benediction 
together  on  the  21st  of  May.^^    It  will  be  observed  that,  with  two  or 
three  exceptions,  we  are  told  nothing  as  to  the  fate  of  the  members 
of  these  Houses ;  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  all  these  cases, 
as  at  Newenham  and   Bodmin,  the  Superiors  were  not  the  only 
victims.     It  need  not  be  said  that  the  Bishop  never  left  his  Diocese 
during  all  this  disastrous  time :  that  was  nothing  new  for  him,  as 
the  reader  knows.     He  remained  at  Chudleigh  or  at  Clyst^^  through- 
out those  terrible  months,  engaged  day  by  day  in  the  appalling  task 
of  receiving  ever  accumulating  tales  of  woe^*  from  every  part  of  his

That  it  wrought 
great  havock  amongst  the  Clergy  the  Register  of  Institutions  clearly 
shews.  In  August  there  were  three  Institutions,  the  normal 
number ;  but  in  September  there  were  four  ;  in  October,  twelve ;  in 
November,  twenty-four ;  in  December,  twenty  (and  now  the 
Registrar  again  begins  to  group  his  entries  under  months,  a  plan 
which  he  had  abandoned  in  1352);  in  January,  twenty-eight;  in 
February,  twenty-six ;  in  March,  twenty-four ;  in  April,  fifteen ;  in 
May,  seven ;  and  then  the  Registrar  again  abandons  making  his 
entries  by  months,  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  sign  that  the  sickness 
was  past :  there  were,  indeed,  eight  Institutions  in  June  ;  fifteen  in 
July  ;  three  in  August ;  eleven  in  September ;  eight  in  October,  and 
for  some  little  time  the  normal  number  was  exceeded  ;  but  some  of 
these  Institutions  were,  beyond  all  doubt,  to  Benefices  which  had 
become  vacant  when  the  plague  was  at  its  height,  and  to  many 
Bepefices  the  Bishop,  as  before,  was  left  to  collate  by  lapse.^ 

The  long-standing  controversy  as  to  the  King's  claim  to  Juris- 
diction in  St.  Buryan,  as  a  Royal  Chapel  and  Peculiar,  which  had 
apparently  been  happily  settled  by  the  submission  of  Dean  Maunte, 


Cathedral  Body  who  were  resident,  complained  to  the  Bishop  that  several  of  the 
non-resident  Canons,  who  were  farming  the  Manors  and  appropriated  Churches 
belonging  to  the  Chapter,  had  failed  to  make  their  returns  or  transmit  their  rents 
to  the  IVsasurer.  On  the  1st  of  April  the  Bishop  directed  the  Dean  to  look  into 
the  matter  and  report.  This  was  done  on  the  22nd,  and  it  was  shewn  that  the 
arrears  amounted  to  no  less  than  £365  13«.  2^.,  or  about  £6,000  of  our  money  1 
It  is,  of  course,  possible  that  the  "  Farmers  "  had  not  done  all  they  might  have 
done,  and  the  terms  of  the  Complaint  and  of  the  Bishop's  Letter  imply  as  much  : 
but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their  defalcations  were  more  apparent  than  real, 
their  misfortune  rather  than  their  fault  (pp.  1101,  1105).

'  This  teeond  Great  Pestilence  is  not  mentioned  in  the  Btdoffium  or  in  the 
"  Continuation  "  thereof  ;  but  it  is  referred  to  indirectly  in  the  latter, — **  Hoc 
anno  [1869]  fuit  magna  pestilencia  quam  gentes  vocabant  tereiam,"  WaUingham 
says, — "  Hoc  eciam  anno  [1361]  fuit  grandis  pestilencia,  que  viros  pocius  oon- 
Bumpsit  quam  feminas.  Quo  in  tempore  obiit  UegiDaldus  Wygoruiensis,  Michael 
Londoniensis,  et  Thomas  Eliensis  Episoopi.  Quibus  successerunt,  provisione 
Pape,  Johannes  Barnet  ad  Wygorniensem,  Symon  Langham,  Abbas  Westmonas- 
teriensis,  ad  Eliensem,  et  Magister  Symon  de  Sudbury  ad  Londoniensem  Eccle- 
Bias.  De  Nobilibus,  vero,  deooBserunt  Dominus  Henricus,  Dux  Lancastrie,  Regi- 
naldus  Cobham,  Willelmus  Fiz  Waryne,  et  Johannes  Moubray." 
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at  Chudleigh,  on  the  16th  of  August,  1336,^  was  reopened  by  the 
King  on  the  18th  of  February,  1351-2.  The  King's  Writ  and  the 
Bishop's  Return  are  given  in  the  Register,  together  with  a  Letter 
addr^sed  to  the  Bishop  on  the  23]^  of  February  and  his  reply 
thereto. 

It  appears  that,  in  the  interval,  the  Dean  and  the  Prebendaries 
had  rebelled  again,  repudiating  the  Bishop's  Jurisdiction,  but  expect- 
ing him,  as  they  could  not  dispense  with  his  services  altogether,  to 
ordain  and  confirm  at  their  bidding,  and  to  send  them  the  Holy  Oil 
whenever  they  required  a  supply.  Of  course,  Grandisson  refused  to 
be  made  a  mere  episcopal  hack  after  this  fashion,  and  the  King 
commanded  him  to  shew  cause  for  his  refusal  before  the  18th  of 
March.  His  claim  to  exercise  Jurisdiction  was  indisputable,  as  he 
had  no  difficulty  in  shewing ;  but  the  King  and  the  Duke  had  made 
up  their  minds,  and  he  was  forced  to  submit.  From  that  time  till 
the  preferment  of  Dean  Stanhope,'  in  1817,  the  Deans  received  Insti- 
tution from  the  King,  or  from  the  Duke  of  Cornwall,  as  Ordinary. 
Grandisson,  was,  of  course,  greatly  moved ;  and,  when  his  clerk 
brought  to  him,  for  his  signature,  the  fair  copy  of  his  Return,  he 
could  not  resist  the  temptation  to  speak  his  mind, — 

"  J.  £xoN.,  by  my  own  hand.  And  I  would  that  my  Lords  the 
King  and  the  Prince,  and  his  lieges,  could  only  know  all  the  circum- 
stances of  this  business ;  for  then  they  would  clearly  see  and  would 
determine  that,  for  the  avoiding  of  all  manner  of  perils,  it  is  far  better 
that  these  men  should  submit  themselves  to  their  Bishops  than  that 
they  should  thus,  with  no  one  to  rule  over  them,  be  left  to  perish 
utterly.  For  who  can  absolve  them  from  such  outrageous  sins  and 
excesses  as  they  have  been  guilty  of,  apart  from  the  authority  of 
the  Apostolick  See?  For  very  shame  I  hold  my  peace  as  to  the 
reports  which  have  reached  me.  But  I  may  be  permitted  to  speak 
as  to  things  which  are  manifest  to  all  men.  Forasmuch  as  they  are 
herded  together,  like  brute  beasts,  in  the  very  tail  of  the  world,  they 
contract  marriages  within  all  prohibited  degrees,  and  get  themselves 
divorced  when  they  have  been  married  lawfully.  And  so  they  fall 
under  the  Sentences  imposed  by  Canou-Law,  and  never  rise  up  again."^ 

At  about  this  time,  the  Prior  and  Couvent  of  Frithelstock,  who 
had  frequently  given  much  trouble  to  the  Bishop,  took  it  into 
their  heads  to  build  a  chapel,  just  outside  their  enclosure,  in  a  wood

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called  ''  Wadeclyve."  They  had  no  Licence  from  the  Bishop ;  and, 
when  he  heard  of  their  proceedings  and  ordered  the  works  to  be 
stopped,  they  defied  him,  and  set  up  their  altar,  with  an  image  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  above  it,  or  rather,  to  quote  the  Bishop's  words,  "  of 
the  proud  and  disobedient  Eve  or  the  bold  Diana."  On  the  17th 
of  November,  1351,  he  appointed  as  his  Commissaries,  to  deal  with 
this  offence  peremptorily,  the  Dean-rural  of  Hartland  and  the  Vicars 
of  Monkleigh  and  Buckland-Brewer,  who  reported  on  the  31st  of 
December  that  they  had  visited  the  place,  received  the  submission  of 
the  Prior  and  Convent,  and  witnessed  the  complete  demolition  of  the 
so-called  chapel.  An  interesting  missive,  entitled  "A  wholesome 
Letter  concerning  Obedience,"  was  addressed  by  the  Bishop  to  his 
Commissaries  on  the  28th  of  January  (p.  1110). 

I  must,  perforce,  pass  lightly  over  the  remaining  years  of  Gran- 
disson's  Episcopate ;  for  the  scanty  entries^  in  the  **  Registrum 
Commune  "  are  concerned  almost  entirely  with  routine  work,  and  the 
folios  for  the  years  1362 — 1369  have  perished.  A  few  matters  of 
interest^  however,  demand  special  notice.  There  are  several  refer- 
ences to  the  War  in  France,  beginning  with  a  copy  of  the  King's 
Writ,  issued  on  the  9th  of  June,  1355,  commanding  prayers  to  be 
offered  throughout  the  realm  for  the  success  of  his  contemplated  in- 
vasion of  that  country  (p.  1158).  On  the  11th  of  September  the  Bishop 
issued  a  general  order  to  this  effect,  explaining  to  his  people  that, 
as  all  proposals  for  peace  had  been  rejected  by  the  enemy,  the  Prince 
of  Wale§  was  compelled  to  continue  his  campaign ;  he  asked  them  to 
pray  fervently  for  the  success  of  the  English  arms ;  but,  above  all

plained  that  the  methods  employed  by  Teachers  were  preposterous  and  of  no  use 
at  all,  worthy  of  Gentiles  rather  than  Christians  :  the  boys  learnt  their  lessons 
by  rote,  without  intelligence,  and  were  hurried  on  to  the  study  of  books  beyond 
their  years,  without  being  properly  grounded  in  anything  (p.  1192) :  Sacrilege 
and  murder  committed  in  Poundstock  Church  (p.  1193) :    Taxation  of   the 
Vicarage  of  Tavistock,  for  the  relief  of  the  Vicars,  who  were  almost  starved  by 
the  Abbat  and  Convent,  their  Rectors  (p.  1196)  :    William  Mugge,  Warden  of 
St.  George's,  Windsor,  and  also  Archdeacon  of  Barnstaple,  visits  his  Archdeaconry 
in  defiance  of  the  Bishop's  Inhibition  (1360) ;   being  contumacious  he  is  ex- 
communicated, but  appeals  to  the  Pope  ;  the  case  was  heard  before  the  Dean  of 
the  Arches,  in  the  absence  of  the  Official  of  the  Court  of  Canterbuiy,  and  was 
dismissed,  8  Maxtrh,  1360-1  (pp.  1215—1220). 
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for  the  cessation  of  strife,  that  there  might  be  no  more  shedding  of 
the  blood  of  Christians,  for  whom  the  Son  of  God  shed  His  own 
blood,  commandiDg  us,  by  the  mouth  of  His  Apostle,  to  live,  as  far 
as  lieth  in  us,  at  peace  with  all  menJ  In  the  following  year  the 
French  were  totally  defeated,  on  the  19  th  of  September,  at  Poitiers, 
and  the  French  King  was  amongst  the  prisoners.  On  the  10th 
of  October  the  King  ordered  his  subjects  to  join  him  in  giving  God 
thanks  for  this  signal  success;^  and  on  the  28th  our  Bishop 
complied  with  the  terms  of  the  Mandate, — "pro  capcione  Regis 
Francie  " :  it  was  a  glorious  victory ;  but  let  us,  he  wrote,  implore 
our  Saviour,  Who  hath  shewed  so  great  a  token  upon  us  for  good,  to 
over-rule  it  all  to  the  increase  of  His  own  praise  and  the  comfort  and 
peace  of  His  people.^  No  reference  is  made  to  the  landing  of  the 
Royal  prisoner  at  Sandwich  in  1357,  or  to  his  being  set  at  liberty  in 
1360,  only  to  find  that  he  could  not  govern  his  subjects  under  the 
terms  of  release  imposed  on  him  by  the  victors ;  but  we  have  a  copy 
of  a  Letter  addressed  by  the  Bishop  to  his  Diocese  on  the  25th  of 
September,  1359,  shortly  before  the  renewal  of  hostilities,  in  which 
he  exhorts  the  Faithful  to  pray  earnestly  for  the  success  and  safety 
of  the  King  and  the  Prince  and  their  army,  trusting  in  the  King  of 
Kings  and  the  grace  of  His  Heavenly  succour.^ 

On  the  25th  of  July,  1331,  Ralph  de  Tremur  was  instituted^  to 
Warleggan,  in  Clomwall,  on  the  resignation  of  his  uncle,  John^  :  they 
were  of  an  antient  family  long  seated  at  Tremur,  a  manor  in  the 
adjacent  parish  of  Lanivet.  The  parish  is  remote  and  small,  con- 
sisting of  a  narrow  strip  of  land  between  the  parishes  of  Blfsland  and 
St.  Neot,  and  bounded  on  the  north  by  Temple  and  the  Bodmin 
Moors ;  an  insignificant  Benefice  in  itself,  but  it  was  destined,  as  we 
shall  see,  to  become  famous  throughout  the  land.  At  the  time  of  his 
Institution  he  appears  to  have  been  studying  in  Oxford,  and  he  at 
once  obtained  Licence  of  non-residence  for  a  year  from  the  ensuing 
Michaelmas,  the  Bishop  requiring  him  to  take  accolite's  and  sub- 
deacon's  Orders  forthwith,  and  granting  him  Letters-DimissoryJ  On 
the  17  th  of  October,  1332,  this  Licence  was  renewed  for  another 
year,^  and  again,  for  yet  another  year,  on  the  10th  of  October,  1333.^ 
It  is  evident  that  he  preferred  residence  in  the  University  to  the 
quiet  routine  of  a  country  clergyman's  life  in  the  wilds  of  Cornwall ; 
and  in  September,  1334,  he  resigned  Warleggan.^^  After  this  he  is 
not  mentioned  in  the  Register  for  the  space  of  twenty  years.  In  the 
interval  he  had  taken  deacon's  Orders ;  and  he  must  have  devoted 
himself  assiduously  to  his  studies  at  Oxford,  for  the  Bishop  tells  us 
that  he  was  a  renowned  Master  of  Arts,  and  a  learned  grammarian, 
able  to  speak  fluently  in  four  languages,   in  Latin,   French,  and

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English,  and  in  the  Oomiah  and  Breton  tongue."^    But  he  adds  that 
he  was  ashamed  to  remember  that  Tremur  was  a  native  of  the  Diooese 
of  Exeter,  for  he  was  a  most  determined  heretick,  and  spent  his  time 
iti  wandering  about  Devon  and  Cornwall,  and  in  many  other  parts  of 
England,  spreading  his  pernicious  errors,  which  were  all  the  more 
dangerous  because  he  was  such  a  learned  man.     The  case  is  of  con- 
siderable interest ;  for  Tremur  must  be  regarded  as,  in  some  sort, 
the  pioneer  of  the  "  New  Learning," — "  un  savant  diacre,"  to  quote 
the  words  of  a  Reviewer  of  mj  Books,  "  qui  trente  ans  avant  Wycliffe^ 
allait  prdohant  un  pen  partout  contre  le  dogme  de  la  transsubstantia- 
tion."^    This  man,  says  the  Bishop  (in  a  letter  addressed  through  his 
Official  Principal,  the  Dean,  and  the  four  Archdeacons,  to  the  whole 
Diocese,^  on  the  7th  of  March,  1354-5),  has  lapsed  into  deadly  heresy 
touching  the  Sacrament  of  our  Lord's  Body  and  Blood — *'  the  Sacra- 
ment in  which  all  other  Sacraments  are  completed,  perfected,  and 
established ;    by  which  the  people  of  Christ  are  daily  refreshed 
spiritually,  that  they  may  not  faint  by  the  way ;   than  which  it  is 
impossible  to  imagine  anything  more  worthy,  or  more  conducive  to 
the  salvation  of  men,  seeing  that  thereby  the  Faithful  grow  in  grace, 
through  the  corporal,  though  invisible,  Presence  of  their  Saviour. 
Our  Lord,  Who  is  the  Truth,  said — My  FUsh  is  meat  indeed,  and  My 
Blood  is  drink  indeed  ;  and,  again,  Except  ye  eat  the  Flesh  of  the  Son 
of  Man^  and  drink  his  Bloody  ye  have  no  life  in  you :  he  that  eateth 
My  Flesh  and  drinketh  My  Blood  hath  eternal  life^  and  I  mil  raise 
him  up^at  the  last  day;    and,  after  His  Resurrection,  before   he 
ascended,  in  the  body,  into  Heaven,  He  made  promise  to  His  disciples, 
referring  to  this  Sacrament,  and  saying — Lo^  I  am  tvith  you  all  the 
days,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.     But  this  man  proclaims  openly 
and    teaches    in    secret  otherwise  than  the   Holy    Catholick  and 
ApostoHck  Church  believes,  preaches,  and  affinns ;  erroneously  and 
heretically  asserting  and  maintaining  that  the  bread  and  wine  are 
not  changed  substantially,  by  the  words  of  Consecration,  into  the 
Flesh  and  Blood  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  which  manifestly,  and 
beyond  all  doubt,  is  to  subvert  entirely  the  Catholick  Faith,  to  make 
void  every  one  of  the  Sacraments,  and  utterly  to  destroy  the  Truth 
of  the  Gospel.     Worse  than  all,  he  does  his  best,  through  the  malice 
of  the  devil,  not  only  to  lead  others  along  with  himself  to  destruction, 
but  to  secure  the  secret  support,  for  the  purpose  of  spreading  his 
execrable  errors,  of  simple  and  unlearned  folk,  ignorant  of  Theological 
Verities,  and  already  prone  to  heresy."     In  recording  facts  of  history 
we  are,  of  course,  bound  to  put  ourselves,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the 
place  of  the  parties  concerned,  abstaining  from  all   comment  and 
controversy,  and  allowing  the  actors  to  speak  for  themselves ;  and, 
knowing,  as  we  do,  how  greatly  the  Bishop  must  have  been  moved

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by  the  promulgation  in  his  Diocese  of  a  doctrine  which  he  could  not 
but  regard  as  being  destructive  of  the  faith  and   teaching  of  the 
Church,  we  shall  not  be  surprised  by  the  strength  of  the  language  with 
which,  after  his  manner,  he  denounced  its  author  unsparingly — "  O 
detestable  tongue,  more  poisonous  than  the  tongue  of  any  msui  dog, 
w&ich  ought  to  be  cut  out  by  the  chirurgeons  of  the  Church  and  of 
the  Crown,  to  be  torn  into  little  bits,  and  cast  to  pigs  and  swine  !  " 
He  cited  Tremur  to  appear  before  him,  if  he  could  be  found,  and 
ordered  the  Mandate  to  be  read,  during  Mass,  in  the  Cathedral,  and 
in  every  Church  in  the  Diocese,  forbidding  the  Faithful,  under  pain 
of    Excommunication,   to  hold   any  sort  of  intercourse   with    the 
offender ;  "  they  were  not  to  speak  to  him,  or  sit  near  him,  or  eat  or 
drink  with  him,  or  pray  with  him,  or  encourage  him  in  any  way, 
by  receiving  him  into  their  houses,  shewing  him  hospitality,  taking  his 
part,  or  supplying  him  with  anything  that  might  help  him  to  do  his 
deadly  work  ;  but  they  were  to  shun  him  utterly  till  the  time  should 
come  when  he  would  no  longer  walk  in  darkness  but  in  the  light." 
So  the  Bishop  was  then,  at  any  rate,  hopeful.     But  we  gather  from 
a  Letter  which  he  wrote,  about  a  year  later,  to  the  Bishop  of  London, 
that  he  had  found  the  case  a  hopeless  one.*     In  the  interval  he  had 
beea  collecting  evidence,  and  he  brings  a  series  of  charges  against 
Trenaur  which  certainly  prove  that  he  was  a  violent  and  lawless  man. 
"  This  iniquitous  and  blasphemous  fellow,"  he  wrote,  "  vilifying  the 
Catholick  Faith  (and  that  not  only  in  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  but  in 
that  of  London  also)  has  had  the  audacity  to  say,  in  the  presence  of 
many  persons  of  repute, — *Ye  adore,  idiotically,  the  work  of  your 
own  hands :  for  what  doth  a  priest  do  but  gape  over  a  small  bit  of 
bread  and  breathe  upon  it?'     Moreover,  deriding  Blessed  Peter,  he 
declared  him  to  have  been  a  mere  empty-pated  rnstick  ;  and  he  called 
John,  the  Blessed  Evangelist,  a  false  and  lying  witness,  because  he  said 
of  himself  that  he  was  the  Disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  ;  and,  again, 
This  is  the  Disciple  which  heareih  udtness  of  these  things^  and  we  know 
that  his  vntness  is  true.     But  he  has  done  even  more  execrable  things 
than  these  and  more  horrible  to  pious  ears ;  for,  secretly  stealing  from 
a  Church  the  Pyx  which  contained  Christ's  Body,  he  conveyed  it  into  a 
house,  took  out  the  Sacrament  and  threw  it  into  the  fire,  and  carried 
the  Pyx  away  with  him."     Aforeover,  some  years  after  he  had  resigned 
Warleggan,  he  returned  to  the  place,  intruding  himself  with  much 
violence  on  the  Rector,  his  lawful  successor,  robbing  him  of  his  goods, 
and  then  setting  fire  to  his  house !     Tremur  had  been  excommuni- 
cated by  the  Court  of  Canterbury,  when  Simon  de  Islepe  was  Dean  of 
the  Arches,  and  therefore  before  October,   1349,  when  he  became 
Archbishop.     But  Orandisson  was  not  satisfied,  and  he  pleaded  for  the 
degradation  of  the  offender.     '*  I  have  done  everything  in  my  power,"

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he  tells  the  Bishop  of  London,  "  and  I  have  been  careful  to  lay  before 
my  Lord  of  Canterbury  all  the  facts  of  the  case  :  unless  justice  be  done, 
I  will  deliver  my  own  soul  by  appealing  to  the  Apostolick  See."  There 
is  no  record  as  to  the  result ;  neither  is  Tremur  mentioned  again  in 
the  Register.  That,  in  spite  of  his  learning,  he  was  an  unscrupulous 
and  dangerous  fanatick  no  one  can  doubt ;  by  some  he  was  thought 
to  be  a  lunatick ;  but  Grandisson  did  not  think  so,  maintaining 
throughout  that  there  was  too  much  method  in  his  madness. 

William,  Lord  Grandisson,  the  Bishop's  father,  died  on  the  27th 
of  June,  1335,  his  wife,  Sybilla,  having  predeceased  him  on  the  2l8t 
of  September,  1334.  Peter,  his  son  and  heir,  succeeded  him,  and 
died  without  issue,  on  the  10th  of  August,  1358,  the  Bishop  suc- 
ceeding to  his  honours,  but  not  to  his  estates.  He  was,  perhaps, 
as  his  biographer  says,  "  the  wealthiest  Lord  Bishop  that  Exeter 
had  hitherto  possessed,"^  but,  mainly,  as  the  result  of  his  frugality 
and  self-denial.  His  munificence  was  boundless;  and  his  gifta 
to  the  Cathedral  are  described  as  countless  by  the  compiler  of  a 
catalogue^  of  such  gifts,  beginning  with  those  of  the  first  Bishop, 
Leofric.  He  gave,  we  are  told,  "all  the  Books  of  the  Choir; 
Vestments  of  every  colour ;  Ornaments  and  jewels  of  gold  and  silver 
and  of  other  material,  the  number  of  which  is  not  fully  recorded, 
here  or  elsewhere,  because  in  his  lifetime  and  after  his  death  they 
were  multiplied  beyond  number;  as  God  knoweth  Who  knoweth  all 
things."^

spondent ";  the  second  part  contains  sermons  and  homilies  ;  the  third  "  Lecciones 
proprias  Sanctorum."  The  Bishop  recorded  his  gift  on  the  first  folio  of  each 
volume.  Some  of  the  words  have  been  obliterated ;  but  a  comparison  of  the 
two  entries  enables  us  to  re-construct  the  inscription,  as  follows: — "  Ego,  Johannes 
de  Qrandissono,  Exoniensia,  do  Ecclesie  Exoniensi  librum  istum,  cum  pari  suo, 
manu  mea,  anno  Consecractouis  mee  xxxix^,  in  festo  Annunciaciouis  Dominicc.*' 
Vol.  I  has  been  injured  by  damp ;  but  Vol.  II  is  in  excellent  condition:  both 
retain  the  original  pig-skin  binding ;  and  the  latter  retains,  also,  its  loose  cover 
with  clasps.  The  writing  is  regular  and  well  executed  throughout,  and  the 
illuminations  are  good. — Another  MS.  may  be  mentioned  here  (No.  2,242),  being 
the  original  copy  of  a  Statute  by  the  Bishop,  at  the  foot  of  which  he  wrote, — 
"  Confirma  hoc,  Deus,  quod  operatus  es  in  nobis :  manu  nostra — Johannis  de 
Grandissono,  Exoniensis  presbiteri.*'  Ap|)ended  to  this  document  is  a  very  fine 
impression  of  his  Seal.  That  the  Bishop  was  a  learned  and  most  industrious  student 
to  the  end,  and  (as  we  say)  very  fond  of  hb  pen,  his  Registers  and  those  of  his 
predecessors,  which  he  annotated  throughout,  abundantly  shew.    And  see  (p,  117) 
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The  Bishop's  Will  was  dated  at  Chudleigh,  on  the  8th  of  September,^ 
1368.  It  is  an  elaborate  and  most  interesting  Document,  and  I  have 
printed  it  at  length,  with  a  translation^,  in  the  Appendix.  He  died, 
at  Chudleigh,  on  the  16th  of  July,  1369,  the  morrow  of  St.  Swithun's 
Day,  in  the  77th  year  of  his  age  and  the  42nd  of  his  Episcopate ;  and 
he  was  buried  in  St.  Radeguude's  Chapel,  just  outside  the  great  west 
door  of  the  Cathedral,  without  ostentation  or  display,  as  he  had 
been  most  careful  to  direct.  Would  that  it  were  possible  for  me  to 
end  my  narrative  here !  But,  alas,  it  is  my  melancholy  duty  to 
record  that,  about  two  hundred  years  later,  his  modest  but  most 
venerable  tomb  was  brutally  desecrated,  and  his  bones  torn  from 
what  should  have  been  their  last  and  honoured  resting-place,^ — an 
indelible  blot  on  the  fair  fame  of  Exeter,  and  on  the  memory, 
especially,  of  those  who,  as  Guardians  of  the  Church  which  owed  so 
much  to  the  great  Bishop's  munificence  and  zeal,  were,  surely,  bound 
to  secure  his  grave  against  outrage  and  pollution.  I  find  it  impossible 
to  believe  that  such  a  deed  could  have  been  perpetrated,  whether  by 
ignorant  fanaticks  or  by  mere  robbers  of  churches  in  quest  of  trea- 
sure, without  the  knowledge,  I  refrain  from  saying  the  connivance, 


hia  Letter  to  Pope  Benedict  XIl,  in  which  he  refers  to  his  "  Life  "  of  St.  Thomas 
of  Canterbury,  as  "ex  multis  scriptoribus  in  manipulum  per  me  noviter  re- 
dactam."  He  compiled,  also,  (in  1837),  "a  volume  of  105  folios,  called  the 
Ord^naU,  or  Book  regulating  the  Offices  performed  in  his  Cathedral.  He  was 
indeed,  anxious  that  CTerything  there  should  be  done  decently  and  according  to 
order,  and  on  foL  12  insbts  that  in  the  recital  of  the  psalms,  hymns,  and  other 
portions  of  the  serrice,  in  vain  will  the  tongue  labour  if  the  heart  prayeth  not ; 
that  what  air  or  wind  is  to  the  fire,  devotion  is  to  words  uttered  in  the  Sauctuar}'. 
On  fol.  136  he  refers  to  an  accurate  Antiphonary  '  quoddicitur  Grantson,  et  illud 
Gradale  Antiquum  cum  Psalteriis,'  which  he  had  presented  to  liis  Church.  We 
are  disposed  to  think  that  the  present  Ordinale,  in  the  possession  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  is  not  the  original,  from  the  difference,  very  perceptible  in  the  hand- 
writing in  various  parts;  and,  again,  from  certain  entries,  for  example  (fu).  7lb) — 
'  In  crastino  Octave  Assumpcionis  Sancte  Marie  fiat  semper  memoria  vel  obitus 
Johannis  de  Orandissono,  Episcopi  Exonicnsis,  cum  distribucione  lx#.'  "  (Oliver's 
Livfi  of  the  BUhopa,  p.  84). 

'  The  Feast  of  the  Nativity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  He  did  not  merely  sign 
his  name,  but,  after  his  manner,  added  a  few  words  under  his  signature,  refemng 
to  the  Day  ;  words  which,  as  Canon  Dalton  has  kindly  reminded  me,  were, 
doubtless  "  sung,  or  read,  by  him,  in  his  Chapel,  that  very  morning,"  being

How  anxious  he  was  to 
provide  against  the  possibility  of  his  being  buried  elsewhere  is  shewn  by  the  fact 
that,  as  early  as  17  December,  1881,  he  obtained  an  Indult  from  Pope  John  XXII, — 
"  that  if  he  died  more  than  a  day's  journey  from  his  Church  his  body  may  be 
embalmed  and  brought  thither."— PajraZ  Regettay  vol.  oiii,  ful.  478  (Ed.  Bliss). 
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of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  day.^  But  the  times  were  dark  and 
dangerous — dark,  and  already  darkening  more  and  more  unto  the 
evil  day  which  saw  both  Church  and  King  go  down,  for  a  season, 
under  the  iron  hand  of  a  cruel,  tyrannical,  and  hypocritical  faction. 
The  precise  date  of  the  sacrilege  is  not  known.  Hoker,  writing  in 
1599,  tells  us  that  ''his  tombe  was  of  late  pulled  up,  the  ashes 
scattered  abroad,  and  the  bones  bestowed  no  man  knoweth  where." 
Westcote,  whose  "Survey  of  Devon"  was  completed  in  1630,  tells 
us,  in  language  which,  certainly,  seems  to  reflect  on  the  Cathedral 
authorities  (for  he  gives  particulars  as  from  the  testimony  of  an 
eye-witness),  that  **  he  was  taken  up,  shrouded  in  lead,  not  long  since, 
the  lead  melted,  and  the  Chapel  defaced — an  unworthy  deed ;  and 
it  is  to  me  a  marvel  that  they  escaped  unpunished,  in  regard  the  very 
heathen  had  laws  against  violating  or  defacing  of  monuments  or 
sepulchres."  And  Izacke  refers  in  his  "Memorials"  to  this  monstrous 
wickedness  in  terms  which  I  endorse  with  all  my  heart, — "Surely, 
the  reliques  of  this  worthy  Prelate  deserved  a  more  reverend  respect, 
even  amongst  savage  beasts."  I  shudder  whenever  I  pass,  by  the 
desecrated  spot,  into  the  glorious  Nave,  the  abiding  memorial  of  his 
surpassing  genius,  princely  munificence,  and  life-long  piety.  Lux 
perpetua  luceat  ei,  cum  Sanctis  Tuis  in  etemum,  quia  plus  es.

NOTES    TO    THE    PREFACE. 

Pagr  Tlie  Cnstle  of  Qrandson  stands  at  the  south-west  end  of  the  Lake  of  Ken- 
V.  chatel,  in  the  present  Canton  de  Vaud.     It  was  just  on  the  borders  of 

Savoy  and  the  County-Palatine  (not  the  Duchy)  of  Burgundy,  which  re- 
mained a  fief  of  the  Empire  till  Louis  XIV  absorbed  it  in  1674.  Leland 
speaks  of  William  de  Qraudisson  as  "  de  genere  Imperatoris  ;  qui  f rater 
fuit  nobilissimi  Domini  Othonis  de  Qrandisone,  in  Burgundia,  Diocesis 
Laucenensis,  ubi  Castrum  de  Qrandisono  est  situm  firmis  saxis."  The 
railway  now  skirts  the  lake,  and  passes  through  the  precincts  of  the 
picturesque  old  ch&teau  with  its  ivy-clad  towers.  Part  of  it  has  been  put 
in  order,  and  contains  a  small  collection  of  antiquities  and  natural  history 
specimens.    Otho,  the  last  of  the  Family  to  whom  the  Castle  belonged, 

^  The  whole  of  the  ground  under  St.  Radegunde's  Chapel  has  been,  recently, 
excavated  and  carefully  examined  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  ;  not,  I  need  scarcely  say,  from  any  motive  of  curiointy»  but  with 
all  becoming  sympathy  and  reverence.  It  was  found  that  the  grave  had  been 
ransacked  utterly  ;  nothing  was  discovered  but  a  fragment  or  two  of  lead  1  I  may 
add,  and  I  do  so  with  full  appreciation  and  gratitude,  that  the  present  Dean,  Dr. 
Cowie,  has  filled  the  west  window  of  the  south  aisle  of  the  Nave  with  stained 
glass,  representing  the  Bishop  in  his  Pontificals,  and  has  caused  an  inscription  to 
be  painted  on  the  ashlar  of  the  wall,  under  the  window,  which  is  close  to  the 
Chapel,  in  commemoration  of  the  fact  that  Qrandisson  completed  the  Cathedral.

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was  the  poet  and  warrior  Ohaacer  referred  to  at  the  end  of  hia  Compleyni 
of  Venus  (Skeafs  Chaacer,  vol.  i,  p.  404).— J.  N.  D. 
Paoi" Probably  consecrated  on  21  Nov.,  1367.'*— This  date  (21  Nov.)  was,  appar- 
XXV.  ently,  taken  from  the  Exeter  Ealeiidar  (prefixed  to  the  Chronican 
JSxonietue)y  where  against  it  (11  Kal.  Dea)  is  written — '*  Dedicado  Exonie, 
ma  jus  duplex."  The  2lBt  of  November  is  the  Feast  of  the  Presentation  of 
the  B.  y.  M.,  and  it  may  have  been  supposed  that  Bishop  Qrandisson  selected 
the  day  for  that  reason.  But  Pope  Paul  II  first  commanded  this  Festival  to 
be  observed  in  1464,  a  century  after  Qrandisaon's  time.  Of  course,  the  entry 
in  the  Kalendar  refers  to  the  original  Dedication  of  the  Cathedral  by  Bishop 
Marshall.  As  for  the  year — 1367 — it  is  a  mere  conjecture,  without  even  a 
shadow  of  proof. — F.  J.  B. 
Paoi  The  Patrons  of  Abbat  Bonus  referred  to,  here,  as  "  de  Peragrua,  de  Qarvo, 
xxvii.  and  de  Mota,"  were  Amaldus  de  Pelagrua,  created  Cardinal  Deacon  of 
St  Mary  in  Porticu  by  Clement  V,  at  Lyons,  18  Dec,  1305,  who  died  at 
Avignon  in  1335  ;  Bernardus  de  Garvo,  created  Cardinal  Deacon  of 
St.  Eustachius'  by  the  same  Pope,  19  Dea,  1310  (he  was  afterwards 
Cardinal  Priest  of  St.  Clement's  and  died  at  Avignon  in  the  Pontificate  of 
John  XXII) ;  and  Gailardus  de  Mota  who  was  created  Cardinal  Deacon  of 
St.  Lucy's  in  Silice,  at  Avignon,  by  John  XXII,  17  Dec,  1316.  He  was 
Archdeacon  of  Oxford  1312 — 1345,  and  died  at  Avignon  in  1857.— F.  J.  B. 
PAQitSee  the  Kalendar  of  Papal  Registers,  vol.  ii,  page  290  (ed.  Bliss),  for  an 
xxxiii.  Indult  dated  14  July,  1329,— **  To  Simon,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. — 
The  ill-health  of  his  predecessors,  Robert  and  Walter,  has  hindered 
Visitations  being  made  for  so  many  years  that  a  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  the 
order  in  which  they  are  to  be  taken.  Indult  to  visit  his  Province  in  the 
following  order, — first,  his  own  Chapter  and  Diocese  ;  and  then  whatever 
Diocese  seems  most  to  need  it."  Probably,  it  was  under  this  Indult  that 
Mepeham  wished  to  visit  the  Diocese  of  Exeter ;  and  it  would  seem  that 
no  Visitation  had  been  held  within  the  Province  since  Archbishop  Peckham's 
time,  in  1282,  except  in  the  case  of  vacant  Dioceses. — F.  J.  B.

— If  I  am  spared  to  complete  the  two  Volumes  of  Bishop  Brantingham's 
fine  Register,  which  covers  the  interval  between  Bishop  Graudisson's  Register  and 
Birihop  Stafford's  (published  in  1886),  my  Series  will  be  complete  for  the  space  of 
nearly  200  years.  I  dare  not  venture  to  look  beyond  ;  neither,  on  the  other  hand, 
do  I  venture  to  assign  any  limitation  to  a  work  which  ought  to  be  continued,  by 
myself  or  by  another,  to  the  end  of  the  Medieval  period,  when  our  Registers 
become  little  more  than  Registers  of  Institutions  to  Benefices.

2  William  Mugge.— Both  Le  Neve  and 
Oliver  omit  the  name  in  their  Lists 
of  the  Archdeitcons.  He  was,  also, 
Treasurer  of  Ezeter  Cathedral,  suc- 
ceeding liobert  de  Middeloude,  who 
died  in  1367.  Le  Keve,  who  calls 
him  **de  Mugge,"  tells  us  that  he 
occurs  as  Treasurer  ''20th  Sept., 
1367  {Reg.  Ebor.)."  Oliver  omits  his 
name  ;  but  I  find  that  he  did  enjoy 
this  DignitT,  for  he  is  mentioned  as 


Treasurer  in  Bishop  Brantingham*s

As  we  have  seen  (page  1487,  note  8), 

JFiUiam  de  Cugancia  resigned  this  Archdeaconry,  and 

Nichidas  de  Newetone  succeeded  (by  way  of  exchange),  and  was  inst.  thereto  by 
the  Bp.  of  St.  David's,  26  Nov.,  1357.  There  appears  to  have  been  some 
difficulty ;  for  he  was  presented  thereto  by  the  Eling  in  1362.  In,  or 
before,  Jan.  1367-8.

Our  Register  contains  no  record  of  Nevyle's  appointment,  which  was, 
probably,  by  Provision,  and  at  about  the  above-mentioned  date;  and 
Le  Neve  and  Oliver  do  not  mention  him  as  Archdeacon.  Neither  is  there 
any  record  of  his  Induction  or  of  Newetone's  resignation.  The  mystery, 
however,  is  cleared  up  in  the  Register  of  Bp.  Qrandisson's  successor, 
Thomas  de  Brantingham,  who  found  both  Newetone  and  Nevyle  in  office, 
as  rival  Archdeacons !    The  King  ha'l  intervened,  Sede  vaeante ;  and  he 
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Bolyed  the  di£BcuIty  by  tetting  both  of  them  aside,^  and  aending  a  Mandate 
to  the  Bishop  to  admit  Thomaa  Orgrave,  which  waa  done  forthwith.  The 
Entries,  which  were  overlooked  by  both  Le  Neve  and  Oliver,  will  appear, 
I  hope,  in  my  Edition  of  Brantingham'a  Register.

This  List  is  most  unsatisfactory.  The  names  of  several  Rectors,  whose  Insti- 
tutions are  duly  registered,  are  omitted  ;  and  some  Rectors  of  Combe- 
Raleigh  have  been  entered  as  Rectors  (*f  Combepyne.  There  are  difficulties, 
no 'doubt,  arising  from  the  various  names  attributed  to  Combe- Raleigh. 
*'  This  place,"  says  Pole  {CoUection$jpage  181\  *'  bath  often  altered  hisusme, 
first  named  Cumb  singlely,  after  Cumb  Baunton,  and  Comb  Mathew,  of  the 
Dwellers";  to  which  I  may  add  **  Combe-St  Nicholas,"  '*  Comb  Coffyn," 
'*  Combe  juxta  Honitone,"  and  "  Bisshopyscombe."^     It  will  be  observed,

I,  JoHK  DK  URAKDiasoN,  of  the  Church  of  Exeter  an  unprofitable 
and  uhworthy  Minister,  being,  by  the  grace  ot  God,  sound 
in  mind  and  body  do  make  my  Wilt  after  this  manner  I 
coromend  my  spirit  to  my  Creator,  the  Creator  ot  all ;  but 
as  to  my  body,  which  is  corruptible  and  hath  weighed  down^ 
my  soul,  I  will  that  it  be  buried  without  the  West  Door  of  the  ' 
Church  of  Exeter,  aa  quickly  as  can  posaibiy  be  arranged  in 
seemly  fashion  ;  without  invitiug  my  uear  kinsfolk  or  great 
Nobles,  but  ouly  any  neighbouring  Bishop  or  Bishops.  And 
I  will  that  four  wax  tapers  be  set  about  my  body,  each 
of  twenty  pounds  in  weight,  one  at  the  head,  one  at  the 
feet,  and  one  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left  hand  one.

come  to  my  burial,  let  each  of  them  receive  for  his  expenses, 
as  much  as  shall  seem  good  to  my  Executors ;  together 
with  a  Pontifical  ring,  or  a  plain  mitre  embroidered  with 
gold  thread,  or  some  other  fitting  jewel,  unless  he 
has  received  one  from  me  in  my  lifetime.  But  the 
Canons  of  the  Church  of  Exeter  who  attend  on  the  said 
day  are  to  have,  each  of  them,  forty  pence ;  the  Vicai-s 
who  are  present,  two  shillings  each  ;  the  Secondaries  and 
the  Annivellai*8,  twelve  pence  each  ;  the  Secondary  Clerks, 
twelve  pence  each  ;  the  boys  of  the  Choir,  six  pence  each  ; 
the  Custors,  for  the  ringing,  provided  that  the  peals  be  short 
and  not  unduly  prolonged,  twelve  pence  each  ;  the  Brothers 
of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  at  Exeter,  being  priests,  two 
shillings  each ;  the  infirm  there,  twelve  pence  each ;  the 
prisoners  at  Exeter,  forty  pence,  to  buy  bread ;  the  infirm 
of  the  House  of  the  Blessed  Mary  Magdalene  at  Exeter,  two 
shillings,  to  be  divided  amongst  them  ;  the  Priests -of  St 
Gabriel  of  Clyst,  two  shillings  each.  Also,  I  bequeath  two 
shillings  to  every  Rector  within  the  City  of  Exeter,  and  to 
every  Holy  Water  bearer  six  pence.  I  will,  also,  that,  from 
the  day  of  my  burial  until  the  thirtieth  day  following, 
the  Exequies  be  said  daily,  and  Mass  celebrated  in  some 
convenient  place.  And  I  will  that,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Solemn  Mass  on  the  day  of  my  burial  and  one  Mass 
of  Requiem  on  each  of  the  other  days,  all  the  Masses  that 
shall  be  said  for  me  be  of  tlie  Blessed  Mary,  together  with  the 
prayer  for  the  dead.  And  throughout  those  thirty  days, 
every  Canon  who,  on  any  day,  shall  have  been  present  at 
the  Mass  and  the  Vigils,  is  to  have  for  each  day  six  pence ; 
every  Vicar  four  pence ;  every  Secondary  three  pence  ;  and 
every  boy  two  pence.  And  if  any  of  the  Canons  sing  the 
Mass  on  any  day  during  the  Trental,  he  is  to  have,  in 
addition,  six  pence ;  if  a  Vicar,  three  pence.  Also,  I 
desire  that  my  familiars  be  clad,  not  in  black  garments, 
but  in  their  own  robes  of  the  suit  of  the  current  year; 
and  the  priests  and  clerks  of  my  Chapel  in  surplices  and 
white  capes,  as  they  have  been  accustomed.  And  it  is 
not  my  wish  that  there  should  be  a  general  distribution  of 
bread  to  the  poor  on  the  actual  day  of  my  burial,  but  on 
some  other  day,  either  before  or  after ;  and  that,  as  far  as 
shall  be  possible,  not  in  money  but  in  bread. 
Also,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Church  of  Exeter  my  best 
white  Vestments,  namely,  chasuble,  tunicle,  and  dalmatick, 
with  the  cope,  all  embroidered  with  the  rosary  in  gold 
and  my  arms,  and  with  demi-angels ;  as  well  as  four  of  my 

104.  ^6^^  copes,  of  one  suit,  of  white  silk,  diapered  with  beavers 
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and  other  beasts  worked  in  gold.  Also,  I  bequeath  to 
the  said  Church  a  cross  gilt,'  having  precious  atones 
on  either  side ;  the  which  is  divided  into  two  parts, 
and  a  piece  of  our  Lord's  Cross  enclosed  therein.  Also, 
I  bequeath  to  the  said  Chnrcii  two  images  of  the  Apostles 
Peter  and  Paul,  of  silver  gilt,'  nnd  a  golden  thunble,  and 
two  other  thuribles  of  a  snit,  engraved  and  gilt,  and  the 
silver  basou  belonging  to  my  Chapel,  fitted  with  chains,  for 
hanging  the  Archdeacon  of  Kieter'a  taper  before  the  High 
Altar.*  Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  said  Church  two  Anti- 
phonaries,  two  Graduals,  and  two  Psalters,  the  larger  and 
better  of  those  belonging  to  my  Chapel,  and  the  Book  of 
the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  in  anticiit  writing,  covered  with 
silver  gilt.  1  bequeath,  also,  to  -the  said  Church  Vest- 
ments for  use  on  the  Feasts  of  the  Epiphany,  of  Pentecost, 
and  of  the  Apostles  Peter  and  Paul,  namely  qhasuble, . 
tunicle,  and  dalmatick,  with  the  cope,  all  of  red  and  gold 
cloth  called  de  nakta  ^ ;  also,  a  chasuble,  tunicle,  and 
dalmatick,  with  a  cope,  all  of  violet  velvet,  to  be  used 
at  my  Elxequies  and  at  my  Obit,  and  at  those  of  other 
persi>n3  of  consequence.  Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  said 
Church  my  third-best  mitre,  with  the  pastorsl  staff  which 
1  bought  in  Paris,  as  well  as  a  ring  and  gloves  and  other 
necessary  things  pert^iining  to  the  oftice  of  a  Bishop,  to  be 
used  whenever  my  Successors,  or  any  other  Bishops,  shall 
chance,  casually,  to  celebrate  therein.  But  as  to  the 
precioTis  and  exquisitely  wrought  vessel  or  jewel  with 
supporting  angels,  for  the  Eucharist,  of  the  value  of  two 
hnndred  florins,  I  will  that  it  remain  unto  the  Church  of 
Exeter,  on  condition  that  that  which  is  now  used  therein 
on  the  Feast  of  Corpus  Chriati  and  on  other  solemn  days 
be  deposited  and  remain  at  Ottery. 
Also,  I  betjueath  to  the  Warden,  Minister,  Precentor,  and  Sacris- 
tan of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottety,  to 
each  of  them  forty  shillings.  Also,  I  bequeath  to  each 
of  the  Vicars  in  tiie  said  Church  forty  pence. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  Sir  William  Lundaj,  Precentor  of  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Cross  at  Crediton,  forty  shillings  ;  and 
to  the  Dean  of  tho  said  Place  one  mark.  Also,  I  bequeath 
to  each  of  the  Vicars  in  the  said  Church  forty  shillings,  that 
he  may  pray  for  my  soul.

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^^-  Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Thomas  the 
Martyr,  at  Glasney,  for  the  new  work  there,  twenty  marks. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  each  Canon  there,  being  in  residence, 
half  a  mark  ;  and  to  each  Vicar  of  the  said  Church  forty 
pence,  that  he  may  pray  for  ray  soul. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  our  Lord  the  Supreme  Pontiff  a  cope 
exceeding  precious,  of  violet  velvet  embroidered  with 
images,  as  well  as  my  beautiful  orphrey,  and  a  Book  of 
the  Sermons  of  the  Blessed  Bernard.  Also,  I  bequeath  to 
the  Treasury  of  our  Lord  the  Pope,  forasmuch  as  I  was 
once  a  Nuncio  of  the  Apostolick  See,  two  hundred  florins 
of  Klorence,  or  the  equivalent  thereof  in  current  money. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  our  Lord  the  King  a  beautiful  cloth, 
embroidered  in  Koman  work  representing  the  Passion  of 
our  Crucified  Ijovd,  with  the  robbers  hanging  on  either  side. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  my  Lord,  the  Prince  of  Aquitaine  and 
Wales,  and  to  his  brother,  my  Lord  the  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
and  to  the  said  Duke's  wife  and  kinswoman  Blanche ; 
to  each  of  them  some  vessel  or  jewel,  at  the  discn*tion 
of  my  Executors,  to  be  kept  in  memory  of  me  ;  also,  to 
the  Lady  Isabella,  eldest  daughter  of  our  Lord  the  King, 
my  best  Psalter.^ 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Venerable  Father  in  Christ,  the  Lord 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being,  the  great 
dorser  in  my  hall,  representing  the  Coronation  of  the  Blessed 
Mary,  with  the  Apostles  sitting  on  thrones  and  holding 
each  of  them  an  Article  of  the  Creed,  together  with  a 
Pontifical  ring,  to  be  used  when  celebrating,  and  fifty 
marks  sterling  ;  to  the  end  that  he  may  assist  my  Executors 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  my  last  Will,  and  may  not 
harrass  them  ;  and  that  neither  he  himself,  nor  his  official, 
or  others  soever  his  Ministers,  in  his  name,  may  demand  or 
exact  anything  else  from  my  said  Executors  on  any  pretence. 
If  they  do  otherwise,  let  them  forfeit  the  said  legacies  ; 
and  in  such  case  I  bequeath  them  to  the  Treasury  of  our 
Lord  the  Pope,  to  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Nuncio  of  the 
Apostolick  See  in  England ;  to  the  intent  that,  on  behalf 
of  our  Lord  the  Pope,  he  may  help  and  protect  my 
Executors.  Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  said  Clerk  or  Nuncio 
of  our  Lord  the  Pope,  in  order  that  he  may  help  and  deal 
favourably  with  my  Executors,  and  be  himself  one  of  them, 
fifty  florins  of  Florence  or  the  equivalent  thereof. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  my  Successors,  on  the  underwritten  con- 
ditions, and  on  no  other  terms, — firat,  that  precious  mitre

imagea  ;  together  with  two  rings,  one  for  use  when  cele- 
brating, and  the  other  for  ordinary  use  with  the  diverse 
coveringa  ot  the  Altar,  to  wit  the  white,  the  red,  and  the 
violet  powdered  with  roses  ;  also  my  gloves  and  sandals,  and 
all  other  thiugs  necessary  to  a  Bishop,  not  already  be- 
queathed. Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  same  my  PontiRcal 
Books,  the  greater  and  the  stQaller.  which  T  myself  compiled  ; 
and  three  Missals,  namely  one  of  great  value,  noted,  aud 
containing  the  Sequences,  iu  which  is  written  In  Prineipio, 
and  this  is  to  remain  to  my  Successor ;  another,  new  and  in 
good  condition,  ot  the  same  letter,  but  without  notation; 
and  the  third  a  portable  one,  whichever  he  may  see  fit 
to  select  Also,  T  be()ueath  to  the  same  the  Book  of  the 
Meditations  and  Prayers  of  Blessed  Anselm  and  Blessed 
Augustine,  in  one  great  volume.

Also,  two  pairs  of  painted 
altar- tablets,  the  best  of  those  not  otherwise  bequeathed. 
Also,  foiir  of  my  smaller  silver  candlesticks,  with  two 
of  .my  best  thuribles  not  already  bequeathed,  and  a  great 
ship  for  the  incense,  and  a  large  bell,  alt  of  silver.  Also, 
a  gilt  Cross,  with  gems  and  images  of  Mary  and  John, 
which  I  bought  in  Paris.  Also,  the  Book  of  the  Gospels  as 
they  are  road  thi'oughout  the  year,  with  covers  of  silver, 
having  images  in  relief  of  the  Crucified,  of  Mary,  and  of 
John  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other  the  Coronation  in  niello- 
work.  Also,  I  bequeath  to  my  said  Successors  three 
portable  Graduals,  and  one  of  larger  size,  for  their  own 
use.  Also,  a  Legend  complete,  in  one  volume,  belonging 
to  my  chamber.  Also,  my  best  Bible.  Also,  two  Books  of 
'Homilies,  for  reading  in  their  presence.  Also,  the  larger 
Antiphonary  and  the  Psalter,  which  lie  before  me  in  my 
Chapel,  together  with  two  other  Psalters  for  the  Clerks. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  same  a  white  chasuble,  with  tunicle 
and  datmatick,  diapered  with  beavers  and  gold  beasts 
mixed,  together  with  three  copes  of  the  same  suit.     Also, 
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is«'  ^  bequeath   to   the  same   a  chasuble,    with   tunicle  and 

dalmatick  and  cope,  all  of  violet  colour  with  golden  roses. 
Also  a  suit  of  red  vestments,  and  another  suit  of  yellow, 
with  tuuicles  and  dalmatics  and  three  copes  of  each  suit, 
as  well  as  all  the  other  Pontifical  tunicles  and  dalmaticks 
which  I  am  accustomed  to  wear.  Also,  three  albes,  with 
their  apparels,  worked  with  arms,  as  well  as  two  fair  albes 
and  two  others  for  their  own  use.  Also,  four  silver  basons 
for  the  hall,  and  one  wide  silver  bason  for  alms.  Also,  I 
bequeath  to  the  same  four  silver  chargers,  twenty  four  of 
my  best  silver  dishes,  together  with  as  many  salt-cellars, 
two  silver  pots,  twelve  silver  goblets,  plain,  and  one  of  my 
best  silver  cups  and  a  beaker.  Also,  a  cup  of  silver-gilt, 
of  a  hundred  shillings  weight,  now  at  Ottery,  with  my  arms 
and  certain  images  engraved  thereon,  and  with  an  inscription 
on  the  foot — that  they  bear  in  mind  Seint  Mary  Otery.  Also, 
a  golden  spoon  and  another  of  gilt,  for  their  own  use,  together 
with  a  set  of  four-and-twenty  silver  spoons.  Also,  I  bequeath 
to  my  Successor  a  hundred  bullocks  and  a  thousand  sheep, 
if  it  turn  out  that  I  have  so  many,  and  a  hundred  pounds 
sterling.

indenture,  after  his  Confirmation.  And  let  not  my  Successors 
consign  to  oblivion  how,  with  much  travail  and  personal 
expense,  I  went  to  the  Roman  Court,  and  obtained  for  them 
the  Appropriation  of  the  Church  of  Radeway,  in  their  Manor 
of  Bishop^s  Teignlon,  and  likewise  the  consent  and  Charter 
of  the  King ;  and  how  I  erected  convenient  and  sumptuous 
buildings  there  within  the  Sanctuary,  that  they  might  have 
where  to  lay  their  head  if  their  temporalities  should  be  seized 
into  the  hand  of  the  King  ;  the  Bull  of  the  Apostolick 
Commission  concerning  which,  together  with  the  Letter  of 
Appropriation  by  Adam  [de  Orletone],  formerly  Bishop  of 
Worcester,^  and  the  King's  Charter,  they  will  l)e  able  to  find 
in  my  cofiers.  Also,  my  said  Successor  is  to  have  all  the 
tables,  waggons,  and  carts,  and  all  utensils  of  wood,  and 
other  things  of  that  kind  belonging  to  the  dead  stock  in 
all   my  Manors  ;    not   one  of   which  I  received  from  mv

to  my  SucceBSor,  or  SuQcessorp,  on  condition  that  my 
immediate  SuccesBor  demand  nothing  further  from  my 
estate  on  account  of  losses  and  dilapidationa  ;  if  otherwise, 
neither  he  himself  nor  my  other  Successors  are  to  have 
any  portion  of  the  aforesaid  le^i^ies,  but  my  Elxecutora 
are  to   meet  their  claims   from  other  Boitrces.

to  be  distributed  amongst  certain  Collegiate  Churches, —  in 
the  first  place  to  Ottery,  and  then  to  Crediton  and  the 
Royal  Free  Chapel  of  Bosham.  But  the  Theological  Books 
of  moderate  value  are  to  be  distributed  amongst  poor 
Scholars  reading  Theology,  and  to  Stapeldon  Hal] ,  in  Oxford ; 
with  this  proviso,  however, — that  the  Writings  of  Nicholas 
de  Lira  and  of  Nicholas  de  Tryveth  on  the  Psalter,  together 
uith  other  Books  of  a  better  class,  the  complete  works  of 
the  authors,  not  now  included  in  the  Library  of  the  Church 
of  Exeter,  be  deposited  there  amongst  the  Archives.  And 
the  Friars- I'reac hers  of  Exeter  are  to  have  all  the  Writings 
of  the  Saint,  Brother  Tliomas  of  Aquino,  who  was  of  their 
Order. 
Also,  I  bequeath  my  basin,  which  belonged  to  St.  Edmund  the 
Confessor,  to  the  Collegiate  Church  dedicated  in  his  honour 
at  Salisbury. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Conventual  Church  of  Westminster,  to 
be  kept  in  memory  of  me,  a  wide  frontal  with  demi-images 
of  Roman  work,  together  with  a  cloth  for  the  Altar  bearing 
the  arms  of  England  and  of  France. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Collegiate  Ghurcb  of  St.  Maty  at 
Ottery  an  image  of  the  Blessed  Mary  of  silver-gilt,  and  a 
Cross  containing  relicks,  which  the  Abbat  of  Glastonbury 
gave  nie. 
Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Holy  Crosa 
at  Crediton  a  cloth  for  the   Altar,  with  a  representation 
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im,  ^^  ^  Majesty  in  the  middle,  and  of  the  Angel  before  the 

Vii^in,  one  on  either  aide ;  also,  a  cloth  with  the  emblems 
of  the  Passion,  belonging  to  the  same  set,  to  be  hung 
above  it. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  House  of  the  Nuns  of  Aconburj  six 
marks. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  Sir  William  de  Moutacute,  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
a  vessel,  or  some  jewel,  at  the  discretion  of  my  Executors, 
in  memory  of  me. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  his  brother.  Sir  John  de  Montacute,  one  of 
my  larger  pots  for  wine,  of  silver-gilt,  and  two  silver  basins 
bearing  the  arms  of  Montacute,  together  with  some  other  cup 
and  another  pot,  both  of  silver-gilt.  Also,  I  bequeath  to 
the  same  my  round  basin,  of  great  weight,  used  for  shaving, 
and  a  silver  plate  for  spices.

Also,  I  bequeath  to  Master  Philip  de  Beauchamp  my  beautiful 
little  Bible,  which  I  received  from  Master  Robert  Herward, 
together  with  the  Breviary  and  Psalter  belonging  to  my 
chamber ;  also,  a  small  and  beautiful  Missal,  a  great  Book 
of  Decrees  and  Decretals,  and  a  ring  with  sapphires, 
beautiful  and  thick  set  in  the  form  of  a  cross ;  and  a 
Vestment,  to  wit  chasuble,  tunicle,  and  dalmatic,  and  a 
cope,  together  with  the  albe,  stole,  maniple,  and  amice. 
J^*  Also,  I  bequeath  to  Master  NVilliam  de  Couitenay  any  Book 
of  Theology  or  Canon-Law  that  my  Execi^tors  shall  select. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  Bi-other  Boger  de  Westbury  ten  marks ;  to 
William  de  Braybrnke  twenty  pounds  ;  to  John  deClyfforde 
twenty  marks  only,  because  I  gave  him  a  token  of  my 
regard  in  his  lifetime  («/c),  from  another  source. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  Rnndulph  Blaunkmonster  ten  marks 
sterling ;  to  John  the  tailor  and  Geoffrey  the  barber — five 
marks  to  each  of  them,  provided  they  continue  in  my 
service  till  the  time  of  my  death. 

Let  the  priests,  also,  the  commensal es  of  my  suite,  who  have 
not  been  promoted  by  me,  as  well  as  all  other  my  con- 
tinuous familiars,  whose  names  are  not  mentioned  above, 
be  provided  for  in  proportion  to  the  duration  of  their 
service,  according  to  the  discretion  and  judgement  of  my 
Executors.  Let  the  promoted  priests  who  have  been 
in  attendance  on  me  for  three  years  continuously  and 
up  to  the  time  of  my  death,  have,  each  of  them,  some 
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I  vesael  or  jewel,  a  book,  or  an  ordinary  set  of  Teetmenta,  at 

the  discretion  of  my  Executors. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Priors  of  Plympton,  Bodmin,  Launceston, 
and  St.  German's,  to  each  of  tbem  six  marks,  for  my 
Eieqiiies  and  to  celebrate  my  Obit. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Abbeys  of  Forde,  Buckfast,  Dunkeswell, 
Torre,  aad  Buckland,  and  to  the  Priory  of  Frithelstock, 
according  to  the  numtier  of  priests  in  each  House,  to  every 
priest  two  shillings,  thnt  they  may  pray  for  my  soul. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Priory  of  St.  Nicholas,  Exeter,  my  large 
driiikitig-cnp',  an  Indian  nut  with  silver  foot  and  cover,  to 
remain  there  in  memory  of  me  for  ever,  and  a  hundred 
shillings  to  enable  them  to  purchase  a  bell. 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Houses  of  the  Nuna  of  Polsloe,  Canons- 
leigh,  and  Cornwoithy,  to  each  House  live  marks.

Also,  to  the  Friars-Preachera  of  Truro  and  the  Minorites 
of  Bodmin,  to  each  House  forty  shillings.  Also,  to  the 
Carmelite  Friars  of  Sutton  forty  shillings,  together  vrith  a 
simple  Vestment,  unless  they  shall  have  had  one  in  my  life- 

Also,  I  bequeath  to  the  Parish-Church  of  Cbudleigh  the  two 
largest  bells  in  the  belfry  of  my  Chapel  at  Chudleigh. 

Also,  to  each  of  the  Hospitals  for  lepers  and  other  sick  folk 
within  the  Bisboprick  of  Exeter,  according  to  the  number 
of  those  who  dwell  in  them,  to  every  sick  peraon  twelve 
pence. 

Also,  I  beqneatb  to  the  Parish-Church  of  Ashperton,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Hereford,  where  I  was  bom,  unless  it  shall  have 
received  the  gift  in  my  life-time,  a  suitable  Vestment  for  a 
priest ;  to  wit,  a  chasuble,  with  albe  apparelled,  stole,  and 
maniple.

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DOCUMENTS  ILLUSTRATIVE  OF  BISHOP  GRANDISSON'S 
EEQISTEE. 
I. — Concerning  the  murder  of  Binliop  Siapeldon  and  the  proceed- 

ingu  eonBequetU  thereupon. 
The  followiDg  record  is  extracted  from  MS.  No.  1106  in  Lambeth 
Palace  Librarj.'  It  containa  an  interesting  account  of  Bishop 
Stapeldon'B  murder  aud  of  the  punishment  meted  out  to  his 
assassius.  The  writer  states,  distinctly,  that  the  mutilated 
body  of  the  victim,  after  being  eiLposed  to  shameful  indignities, 
was  at  last,  by  the  iuterveiition  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Exeter,  conveyed  to  the  Cathedral  City  for  interment.

solitary  exception  of  an  account  of 
the  blessiog  of  the  bells  on  fol  96'', 
with  a  statement  of  the  dimenaiona 
of  the  Church  and  a  rough  sketch  of 
it  from  tbe  west  in  the  margin.  But 
it  ia  evident  that,  by  this  time,  the 
MS.  hod  ceaaed  to  b«  kept  as  a 
regular  CbroDiole,  and  these  dia- 
oonnected  additions  may  have  been 
made  by  anybody.  It  will  be  shewn, 
below,  that  the  Volume  was;  ia  tbe 
possession  of  Bishop  Orandiaaon,  and 
was  treated  by  him  as  his  own  pro- 
perty.

book  was,  at  one  time^  in  the  custody 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Tenison,  Vicar  of  St. 
Martin's-in.  the- Fields,  who  deposited 
it  in  St.  Martin's  Library,  where  it 
was  se-en  by  Henry  Wharton,  who 
took  notes  from  it,  and  calls  it  MS. 
No.  1  in  Tenison's  Library.  Mr. 
Widmore  gave  19a  for  it  at  the 
ChandoB  sale  (in  1 746) ;  it  wds  No.  2283 
in  the  Catalogue,  and  was  described 
as  "  Flores  Historiarum,  written  on 
vellum."  On  the  17th  of  January, 
1763,  it  was  purchased,  for  five 
guineas,  by  Archbishop  Seeker  of 
the  Rev.  Richard  Widmore,  and  the 
Archbishop  bequeathed  it,  with  his 
other  books,  to  Lambeth  Palace 
Library,  its  present  home.  I  am  in- 
debted  to  Mr.  Baigent  for  these 
interesting  pai'ticulars,  for  the  careful 
copy  of  the  eztracts^  and  for  the  fac- 
similes.

now,  known  as  MS.  Lanadowne,  No. 
791.  Probably,  it  was  sold  after 
Bishop  Qrandisson's  death  ;  or  he 
may  have  given  it  to  the  Church  of 
Ottery-St.  Mary.  It  is  most  interest- 
ing, at  any  rate,  to  know  that  he 
was  its  contemporaneous  (and,  it  can 
scarcely  be  doubted,  its  first )posseB8or. 
After  his  time  we  lose  sight  of  it  for 
nearly  two  hundred  years ;  but  its 
subsequent  history,  down  to  our  own 
day,  is  fairly  complete.  At  the  end 
is  written, — "  N.  Brigami  liber  est ; 
perlege,  claude,  vale."  According  to 
Wood's  A  thence  Oxonientet  Brigham 
died  in  1559.  At  the  beginning  we 
find  the  name  of  the  nezt  possessor, — 
"  1566.  M  :  W.  Darelli  liber."  Darell 
was  a  Prebendary  of  Canterbury'  at 
the  time,  and  we  learn  from  Cooper 
that  he  was  of  Corpus  Christi  Collie, 
Cambridge,  and  died  in  1680.  Subse- 
quently, it  came  into  the  hands  of 
Sir  James  Ware,  who  died  in  1666  ; 
and  when,  twenty  years  later.  Ware's 
MSS.  were  sold,  it  was  bought,  in 
Dublin,  by  Henry  Hyde,  second  Earl 
of  Clarendon  and  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  1685—1687.  He  sold  them 
to  James  Brydges,  afterwards  (1714) 
created  Duke  of  Chandos ;  at  the 
auction  of  whose  books  they  were 
bought  by  Richard  Widmore,  who 
notes  these  particulars  and  describes 
himself  as  '*  the  present  owner."  The

*'  Nota  quod  mandatur  forum  inter- 
num, post  excommunicacionis  so- 
lempnitatem."  There  is  another  note, 
by  the  same  hand,  in  the  margin  of 
the  next  Entry  ;  and  this  presents 
even  greater  difficulties.     Only  two 


words  are  clear, — "Respice"  is  a 
reference,  no  doubt,  to  the  earlier 
note  ;  and  the  word  "  forum  "  occurs 
again  ;  the  rest  has  been  damaged 
and  is  much  faded  ;  it  may  be  '*  Re- 
spice  apud  forum  internum."  Under 
these  circumstances,  I  have  given  a 
facsimile  in  each  case  ;  for  the  notes 
are  of  much  interest,  as  proving  that 
this  MS.  was  in  Biehop  Qrandisson's 
possession. — The  "panade"  was  a 
kind  of  two-edged  knife. — BaJHircll.

[This  document  is  of  considerable  interest,  giving,  as  it  does,  a  much  earlier 
date  (1284)  than  has  hitherto  been  assigned  for  the  o)d  Cathedral  clock,  the 
more  recent  representative  of  which  still  occupies  the  original  position 
against  the  north  wall  of  the  north  tower- transept.  It  gives,  also,  the 
names  of  the  members  of  the  Firm  which  was  employed  in  casting  bells  for 
the  Cathedral,  and  was  intrusted  with  the  repairs  and  care  of  the  Organs 
and  the  Clock  in  Bishop  Quivil's  time.  It  belongs,  indeed,  to  Bishop 
Stapeldon's  Episcopate ;  but  it  may  well  be  included  in  this  Appendix. 
When  Bishop  Grandisson  founded  his  College  at  Ottery,  and  reconstructed 
and  enlarged  the  Parish  Church  there,  he  made  it  what  has  been  truly 
called  a  *'  miniature  *'  copy  of  his  Cathedral  Church,  converting  the  tran- 
septs Into  "twin  towers,"  in  one  of  which  (the  south  tower,  not  the  north 
as  at  Exeter)  he  placed  his  clock,  in  evident  imitation  of  the  old  arrange-

^  There  were  three  sorts  of  mitres.  The 
mitra  simplex  was  made  of  white 
Unen,  silk,  or  cloth  of  gold,  with  little 
or  no  enrichment;  the  mitra  aurifrigi' 
ata  was  ornamented  with  embroidery 
but  without  precious  metals  or  stones; 
the  mitra  pretiosa  had  these  last.  For 
one  such  mentioned  below  in  the  Will 
Bp.  Grandisson  paid  no  less  than 
£2,000,  and  laid  out  a  further  sum 


of  £1,200  upon  it,  according  to  the 
present  relative  value  of  money, 
reckoning  it  at  least  as  fifteen  times 
as  much  now  as  in  fourteenth  cen- 
tury. It  was  perhaps  worth  more.

Mr.  Baigent  has  sent  me  an  interest- 
ing extract  from  the  Will  of  the 
Black  Prince,  in  which  there  is  a  refer- 
ence to  gifts  from  the  Bishop  made  in 
his  life-time, — **  Item^  nous  donnons 
et  devisons  al  autier  de  nostre  Dame 
en  la  Chappele  susdite  [the  lisdy- 
Chapel  at  Canterbury],  nostre  blank 
vestiment  tout  entier,  diappree  dune 
vine  dazure,  et  auzi  le  frontel  que 
levesque  dezcetre  nous  donna,  qe  est 
de  lassumpcion  de  nostre  Dame,  en 
nijlien  severer  dor  et  dautre  ymage- 
rie,  et  un  tabernacle  de  lassumpcion 
de  nostre  Dame,  qe  le  dit  evesque 
nous  donna  auzi." 

The  Lady  Blanche  and  her  husband, 
John  of  Gaunt,  were  both  in  the 
fourth  generation  descended  from 
Henry  III.  She  was  the  younger 
of  the  two  daughters  of  Henry,  first 
Duke  of  Lancaster,  who  died  in  1861 
of  the  second  Pestilence  (the  elder 
being  Matilda,  who  married  William 
of  Bavaria,  son  of  Lewis  the  Emperor, 
and  died  tine  proU),  Henry'*8  father 
(Henry  de  torto  collo),  second  Earl  of 
Lancaster,  died  in  1845.    His  father, 


Edmund  Crouchback,  son  of  Henry 
III,  first  Earl  of  Lancaster,  died  in 
1296.  It  was  in  the  household  of 
this  Edmund  that  the  Bishop's  father, 
William  de  Qrandisson,  first  came 
into  England;  and  the  Lady  Blanche 
was  now  his  heiress  and  represen- 
tative. After  her  marriage  with  John 
of  Qaunt,  Earl  of  Richmond,  her 
husband  waji  created,  in  her  right, 
Duke  of  Lancaster. 
'  The  Lady  Isabella  had  married,  at 
Windsor,  in  1365,  Ingelram  de 
Coucy,  the  only  son  of  Ingelram, 
sizth  of  the  name,  Sieur  de  Coucy, 
by  Katharine  of  Austria,  elder  of 
the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Duke 
Leopold,  the  third  son  of  Albert, 
King  of  the  Romans,  and  grandson 
of  the  ^mperor  Rudolph  of  Hapsburg, 
with  whom  also  Bishop  Qrandisson 
claimed  relationship.  He  was  created 
Knight  of  the  Garter  and  Earl  of 
Bedford  in  1866,  and  died  in  1887.  His 
wife  predeceased  him.  They  left  no 
male  iesue.  The  *^  beautiful  Psalter  " 
is  now  in  the  British  Museum,  Add.

died  8  June,  1397.  He  succeeded 
his  father,  as  second  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
in  1343.  [His  brother,  Sir  John,  t£ie 
legatee  next  mentioned,  married  Mar- 


garet, daughter  of  Lord  Monthermer.] 
Their  son  John  was  the  8rd  Earl ; 
and  Sibilla,  one  of  their  daughters, 
was  married  to  Edmund,  second  son 
of  Edmuiid,  Earl  of  Arundel.

Sir  John  de  PateshuUe,  Knt,  of 
Bletso,  married  Mabilla,  the  eldest 
daughter  of  William  de  Grandisson 
and  sister  to  the  Bishop.  Their  eldest 
daughter,  Sibilla,  was  married  to 
Roger  de  Beauchamp,  and  this  Master 
Philip  was  their  second  son  ;  he  was, 
therefore  the  Bishop's  grandnephew, 
as  he  calls  him  at  the  end  of  his 
Will  in  the  list  of  Executors  (leepage

The  exact  meaning  of  this  phrase  is 
shewn  by  an  extract  (kindly  sent  me 
by  Mr.  Baigent)  from  the  Will,  dated 
10  Aug.,  1387,  of  Thomas  de  Lyn- 
tone,  R.  of  Clyve,  near  Rochester. 
He  bequeathed  to  the  Church  of  St. 
Creed,  in  Cornwall,  of  which  he  was 
formerly  Rector,  '*  unum  vettimentum

This  "  vestimentum," 
of  course,  mduded  amice,  albe,  stole, 
maniple,  and  chasuble, — the  priefCs 
only.

WiUi  some,  at  least,  of  the  Religious 
Houses  omitted  in  the  Will  (and 
notably  Tavistock  Abbey),  the  Bishop 
had  had  much  trouble  throughout 
his  Episcopate.  It  should  be  observed, 
also,  that  Sir  Thomas  de  Grandisson, 
the  son  of  Sir  Otho,  the  Bishop's 
next  brother,  is  also  omitted  from  all 
mention  in  the  Will ;  but  this  may  be 
due  to  the  fact  that  he  was  the 
Bishop's  heir-at-law.

— Concerniug  Bhhop  Grandissou'g  Copy  of  the  Letters  of 
St.  Anselm 

This  fine  Volume  is  preserved  in  the  British  Museum  among  the 
Cottonian  MSS.  (Claudius,  A,  XI).  It  contains  163  vellum 
folios,  which  measure  10  in.  by  6  in.  The  Letters  are  numbered 
in  the  margin  (apparently  by  the  Bishop  himself)  in  Arabic 
figures.  They  run  from  1  to  416  inclusive.  The  writing  is 
good  and  well  preserved,  and  is  arranged  in  double  oolumnB 
throughout. 

Folios  2 — 7  are  occupied  by  a  Tabic  of  the  Letters.

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FRAGMENT    OF    THE 
CARTULARY    OF    BUCKFAST    ABBEY. 

[AxovosT  a  man  of  waste  parchment  and  paper,  bought  by  Mr.  James  Pearse, 
of  Exeter,  from  yarious  sources,  was  a  fragment  of  a  parchment  book,  which 
once  formed  part  of  the  Cartulary  of  Buckfast  Abbey  ;  but  Mr.  Pearse  is 
unable  to  say  from  whom  it  was  bought. 

It  consists  of  twenty-three  leaves,  pag^  from  iij  to  vj,  from  ix  to  xxiiij,  and 
from  cxlij  to  cxliiij,  all  inclusive.  Each  leaf  is  marked  at  the  top  in  red 
ink, — QTcTCta  H^wn.  The  leaves  are  written  on  both  sides,  and  comprise 
parts  of  two  Charters,  full  copies  of  sixty-three  Charters  (of  which  three 
are  duplicates),  and  copies  of  four  Perambulations.  These  Perambulations 
relate  to  the  Forest  of  Dartmoor,  to  Brent-moor,  Buckfast-moor,  and  South 
Holne-moor.  Along  with  this  MS.  was  found  a  Commission  from  King 
Henry  VIII  to  Sir  Thomas  Denys,  Sir  Philip  Champemoun,  and  others, 
dated  12  July,  1581.  They  were  to  inquire  into  the  bounds  of  the  Forest 
and  the  Moors  ;  and,  as  a  portion  of  the  finding  of  the  jury,  as  well  as  the 
the  Charters  and  Perambulations,  all  relate  to  lands  in  Buckfastleigh  and 
Holne,  and  the  neighbourhood,  and  throw  light  on  the  bounds  of  the 
Moors  in  question,  it  would  appear  that  the  present  fragment  was  detached 
from  the  Cartulary  with  that  object  in  view.  And  it  is  to  be  feared  that 
the  subsequent  history  of  the  fragment,  and  the  fate  of  the  remaining 
portion,  cannot  now  be  discovered. 

No  mention  is  made  of  the  Cartulary  in  Dngdale's  Momuticon  Anglteanum^  in 
Dr.  Oliver's  MonoiiicM  of  the  JHoeete  of&eter,  or  in  Mr.  J.  Brooking-Rowe's 
Ciatereian  Bouset  of  JDwon ;  and  the  present  fragment  is,  as  far  as  is  known, 
the  only  portion  extant.  It  dates  from  the  reign  of  Henry  III  (and 
possibly  earlier)  down  to  7  Edward  II ;  and  it  gives  much  information  as 
to  the  early  history  of  the  Abbey  and  the  extent  of  its  possessions.  The 
names  of  some  of  the  Abbats  not  recorded  elsewhere,  and,  also,  of  some  of 
the  Priors  of  Plympton,  may  now  be  added  to  existing  lists;  and  it  records, 
also,  the  names  of  many  early  landowners  and  benefactors  of  the  Abbey. 

The  above  short  Preface  was  written  by  Mr.  Winslow  Jones,  of  Ezmouth,  who 
had  acquired  the  MS.  from  Mr.  Pearse,  and  was  preparing  it  for  publication 
at  the  time  of  his  lamented  death,  which  occurred  on  the  80th  of  July,  1895. 
He  had  made  but  little  progress  with  the  work,  however,  and  had  copied 
only  the  Commission  of  1581.  I  had  promised  to  assist  him  ;  and  I  print 
it,  now,  with  the  kind  permission  of  his  Executors,  in  memorxam,  I  make 
no  apology  for  including  it  in  the  present  Volume.  It  is  unique,  and  of 
considerable  interest  and  value  ;  and  it  comprehends,  though  (being,  alas, 
only  a  fragment)  it  does  not  cover,  the  whole  medieval  period. 

I  may  add  that  it  consists  of  four  folios  of  quatemus  iij,  the  whole  of  ^ua/^fii 
y  and  vj,  and  three  leaves  of  another  quaternut,  which  has  lost  its  number. 

The  numbering  of  the  folios  given  in  the  margin  belongs  to  the  Tereia  Fart^ 
of  which  the  first  two  folios  have  perished .  At  the  foot  of  each  folio, 
throughout,  is  a  teeond  numbering  in  a  later  hand,  which  was,  evidently, 
made  when  the  Cartulary  was  perfect.  From  this  we  learn  that  folio  iij 
was  then  61,  shewing  that  58  folios  have  been  lost  at  the  beginning,  com- 
prising Prima  Para  and  Secunia  Par»\.

The  rest  is  wanting,  except  the  last  six  lines  which  were  written 
on  a  vacant  space  above  the  Commission,  as  follows, —

Attached  to  the  Commission  is  a  copy,  written  on  paper,  of  an 
undated  grant  by  Robert  (son  of  William)  Kyllebury  to  Stephen  Ode, 
junior,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  of  three  messuages,  with  the  curtilages 
adjacent,  and  two  closes  of  land  formerly  held  by  William  ffynamore, 
Hugh  Mynchet,  and  Martin  Carru.  The  witnesses  were  Joel  de 
Buckyntone,  William  Boy  vile,  Henry  de  Budetone,  William  de 
Oulecombe,  Robert  de  Betehill,  and  others.  A  Stephen  Ode,  brother 
of  John  Ode,  is  named  in  the  fragment  of  the  first  Charter.  The 
writing  is  of  the  date  of  Henry  VIll ;  it  is  a  very  rough  affair,  and  the 
copyist,  being,  apparently,  unable  to  read  the  original,  left  several 
considerable  blanks.

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The  Institutions  were,  for  the  most  part,  entered  with  great  care 
and  regularity  ;  and  few,  apparently,  were  omitted.  Some  of  them, 
however,  do  not  appear  in  their  proper  Register,  but  in  the  "  Kegistrum 
Commune,"  viz.,  in  cases  when.  Inquisition  as  to  vacancy,  the  right  of 
Presentation,  etc.,  having  been  held,  within  the  Rural  1  >eanery,  by  the 
Bishop'sGommissaries,  they  were  empowered  to  institute,  there  and  then, 
if  they  were  satisfied  on  all  points.  The  references  to  these  Institutions 
are  given  within  brackets.  In  the  cases  of  omitted  Entries  the  dates 
of  the  Institutions  are,  probably,  irrecoverable ;  but  the  names  of 
the  Incumbents  instituted  occur  incidentally  in,  perhaps,  every  case  ; 
and  to  these,  which  have  been  carefully  collected  from  all  parts 
of  the  Register,  the  references  are  given,  in  their  proper  places, 
also  within  brackets.  It  will  be  observed  that  a  few  such  reference 
are  given  between  duly  recorded  Institutions,  in  cases  of  prolonged 
Incumbency,  when,  the  name  of  the  last  Incumbent  being  omitted, 
it  seemed  helpful  to  shew  that  there  had  been  no  unrecorded  change 
in  the  interval.  Some  footnotes  have  been  added, — an  unusual 
feature,  it  may  be,  in  an  Index.  But  they  will  be  found  of  service 
to  the  Student,  for  the  explanation  of  difficulties  and  the  correction 
of  mistakes. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  there  were  many  Institutions,  Sede 
vacante,  after  the  deaths  of  Bishop  Stapeldou  and  Bishop  Berkeley, 
which  were  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Adam  Murimuthe  (the  Arch- 
bishop's Ck)mmissary),  preserved  at  Lambeth.  The  Entries  will  be 
found  in  Part  I.  pp.  18 — 23,  where  they  are  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order.
